REPORT. 


3b  the  Honorahk  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

The  Railroad  Commisaion  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
Report,  being  the  fifth  in  the  series  of  Railroad  Commission  Reports, 
and  the  first  under  the  existing  law. 

The  Statute  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  your  honorable  bodies 
increased  the  number  of  Commissioners  to  three,  and  very  materially 
changed  and  extended  the  duties  of  the  Commission. 

Among  the  Commissioners  honored  by  the  appointment  of  the  Gov- 
ernor was  one  who,  to  the  great  loss  of  the  Commission  and  the  whole 
State,  is  no  longer  among  us.  Governor  Jeter  had  adorned  higher 
stations,  but  he  could  have  filled  none  more  acceptably  than  that  from 
which  he  passed  to  his  rest.  His  illness  and  death  retarded  the  work  of 
the  Commission  and  delayed  the  preparation  of  their  freight  and  passen- 
ger schedules,  so  that  these  were  with  difficulty  got  reaJy  to  meet  the 
Autumn  business  of  the  railroads. 

The  General  Railroad  Act,  and  the  Commissioners'  Standard 
Schedule  of  Just  and  Reasonable  Passenger  and  FREranr 
Rates,  Classifications,  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Under  the  General  Railroad  Act,  the  Railroad  Commissioners  are  re- 
quired to  make  just  and  reasonable  rates  for  passengers  and  freight,  and 
to  make  rules  and  regulations  to  prevent  discrimination  by  the  railroads 
on  principles  fixed  by  Statute.  Before  commencing  this  work,  we  visited 
the  Georgia  Commissioners,  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  marked  atten- 
tion and  for  suggestions  of  much  value.  It  soon  became  apparent  that, 
before  attempting  to  make  freight  rates,  it  was  essential  that  the  underly- 
ing principles  of  transportation  and  the  rates  then  in  force  on  the  difier- 
eDt  roads  should  be  closely  studied.  The  rates  in  force  and  such  of  the 
rates  used  since  1877  as  could  be  obtained  were  gathered  and  tabu- 
lated, so  as  to  show  at  a  glance  the  comparative  rates  charged  by  the 
roads  and  the  allowances  made  by  each  for  distance.  To  accomplish 
this,  it  was  necessary  to  make  a  table  for  each  distance  of  ten  miles,  re- 
flecting the  rates  in  force  on  each  road,  and  a  similar  set  of  tables  for 
rates  of  the  past  Ave  years.  The  preparation  of  these  tables,  the 
work  of  comparing  the  rates  of  the  difierent  roads  with  each  other,  and 
with  such  rates  as  could  be  had  from  other  States,  the  study  necessary 
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to  discern  them  fully,  to  penetrate  their  bearing  as  to  the  financial  con- 
dition and  peculiarities  of  business  of  the  various  roads,  required  time 
and  attentive  consideration.  It  was  found  that  there  was  no  uni- 
formity in  the  system  of  the  different  roads  ;  indeed,  the  greatest  irregu- 
larity existed,  each  road  having  its  own  method,  and,  to  add  to  the  com- 
plication, no  uniform  classification,  and  the  public  were,  in  consequence, 
unable  to  comprehend  rates  they  were  daily  dealing  with.  We  were  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  adopting  some  system  which  the  public, 
and  not  the  railroads  alone,  could  grasp,  and  to  this  end  the  Reports  of 
the  different  Railroad  Commissions  were  studied.  The  thoroughness  of 
the  system  adopted  by  the  Georgia  Commission,  together  with  the  advis- 
ability of  two  States  so  closely  allied  in  business  having  a  uniform 
method,  prompted  us  to  conform  to  this  system  as  nearly  as  the  law  under 
which  we  had  to  work  would  permit.  It  should  be  noted,  however, 
that  the  laws  creating  the  two  Commissions  differ  in  important  particulars. 
Much  that  is  fixed  by  Statute  for  this  Commission  is  left  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Georgia  Commission.  The  Georgia  Commission  has  cogniz- 
ance only  of  rates  for  freight  within  the  State,  and  are  left  to  decide  the 
principles  upon  which  those  rates  are  to  be  made,  and  to  determine  what 
is  discrimination ;  while  this  Commission  is  required  to  fix  rates  for 
freight  coming  from  without  and  going  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State  as 
well  as  for  freight  within  the  State,  and  on  principles  fixed  by  a  law  that 
also  defines  the  various  forme  of  discrimination  and  prescribes  what  the 
raiiroad  corporations  shall  and  shall  not  do.  Every  effort  has  been 
made  by  the  Commission  to  get  all  possible  data  on  which  to  frame  just 
and  reasonable  rates.  It  has  been  found,  however,  since  the  Standard 
Tariff  has  been  put  into  effect,  that  many  special  rates  which  were  not 
published,  and  consequently  not  before  the  Commission,  had  been  made 
and  worked  by  most  of  the  roads  in  the  State. 

In  fixing  rates  the  Commission  established  a  maximum  based  upon  the 
length  of  the  haul,  the  capacity  of  the  roads,  the  amount  of  business 
of  each  and  their  financial  condition,  except  where  these  considerations 
were  overruled  by  the  requirements  of  the /law.  The  maximum  rates 
may  be  reduced  by  any  railroads,  subject  always  to  statutory  restrictions 
requiring  such  reductions  to  be  uniform  and  non-discriminative  in  their 
effect. 

On  the  28th  June,  after  over  five  months  of  study  and  work,  we  first 
issued  a  '* Standard  Schedule  of  Just  and  Reasonable  Passenger  and 
Freight  Rates  and  Classifications,  also  Rules  and  Regulations,"  which  were 
submitted  to  the  different  railroad  authorities,  accompanied  by  the  follow- 
ing circular:

Iq  accordance  with  the  reqiiiremeats  of  the  Ganeral  Railroad  Act, 
this  CommissioQ  has  prepared  for  the  railroads  of  this  State  Rules  and 
Regulations  and  a  Standard  Schedule  of  Rates  and  Classification,  which 
will  be  found  enclosed  with  this.  This  Standard  Schedule  will  be  varied 
io  proper  cases  to  suit  peculiarities  in  the  location,  condition  and  busi- 
ness of  any  road  that  may  appear  to  the  Commission  entitled  to  a  special 
adjustment.  It  is  the  present  purpose  of  the  Commission  to  effect  special 
adjustments  by  allowing  the  railroads  entitled  thereto  a  definite  percent- 
age of  variation  from  the  rates  of  the  Standard  Schedule.  In  order  to 
obtain  all  possible  information  as  to  the  cases  in  which  special  adjust- 
ments should  be  made,  and  as  to  the  percentaj^e  of  variation  to  be 
allowed  in  each  case,  this  Commission  invites  and  requests  such  facts 
and  observations  as  you  may  be  able  to  furnish  with  a  view  to  the 
objects  stated.  All  communications  in  reply  to  this  circular  must  be 
placed  with  the  Secretary  before  the  10th  of  July  in  order  to  be  con- 
sidered.

On  the  5th  July  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  companies  interested 
appeared  before  the  Commission  and  asked  for  three  weeks  or  thirty 
days'  extension  of  time  in  which  to  examine  and  report  upon  the  matters 
then  submitted,  which,  appearing  proper  and  reasonable,  was  granted. 
During  this  interval  representatives  of  the  several  railroads  in  turn 
appeared  before  the  Board  and  submitted  arguments  which  will  be  found 
appended  hereto.  The  Commission,  having  duly  weighed  the  points 
made  in  these  arguments,  fixed  upon  the  present  Schedule  of  Standard 
Freight  and  Passenger  Tariffs,  which,  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
that  appear  in  connection  therewith,  and  Circulars  2,  3,  4  and  5, 
were  published  August  23d,  to  take  effect  on  15th  September.  As 
required  by  law,  copies  of  all  these  were  at  the  same  time  sent  to  every 
railroad  doing  business  in  this  State.  The  Standard  Freight  Tariff  was 
limited  in  its  immediate  application  to  local  rates,  and  the  principles  it 
embodied  were  to  be  subsequently  applied  to  joint  rates,  these  principles 
being  prescribed  to  the  Commission  by  Statute.  Circular  2  was  adopted 
because  it  appeared  that  certain  roads  required  higher  rates  than  others, 
and  it  was  thought  better  to  make  the  concession  to  such  roads  in  that 
way  than  to  have  several  tariffs  in  existence. 


The  principle  of  rates  varying  as  to  distance  only,  without  reference 
to  direction  of  movement  or  to  the  point  of  shipment  or  destination,  is  re- 
garded by  the  Commission  as  the  fundamental  rule  established  by  the 
Statute,  and  this  is  the  principle  that  they  have  endeavore<l  to  apply  and 
maintain  in  all  they  have  done ;  and  they  believe  this  has  been  accom- 
plished by  means  of  the  Standard  Freight  and  Passenger  Tariff,  and  by  the 
rules  and  regulations  made  in  connection  therewith. 

In  applying  these  impartially  to  all  the  roads,  as  the  Commission  felt 
bound  to  do,  results  have  been  obtained  as  follows: 

1st.  The  rates  for  short  distances  have  been  generally  reduced  below 
what  they  were  before. 

2d.  The  rates  for  long  distances  are  about  the  same  as  before. 

3d.  In  the  case  of  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad, 
short  distance  rates  have  been  increased  and  long  distance  rates  reduced. 

On  this  road  the  former  rates  had  conformed  to  the  construction  of  its 
charter  by  the  Courts,  fixing  the  maximum  rates  to  be  charged  at  half 
cent  per  hundred  pounds  per  mile.  Now,  while  this  gave  a  fair  rate  for 
long  hauls,  the  rates  for  short  hauls  were  very  low,  and,  consequently,  in 
applying  the  "Standard  Freight  Tariff"  to  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and 
Augusta  Road,  the  rates  for  short  distances  have  been  advanced  and  for 
long  distances  reduced. 

The  fact  that  the  same  Tariff  which  reduces  rates  for  short  distances  on 
nearly  every  road  in  the  State  and  increased  so  decidedly  such  rates  on 
this  particular  road  shows  that  either  the  rates  on  the  other  roads  were 
unreasonably  high  for  short  hauls  or  that  the  rates  on  this  road  were  far 
too  low.  .  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  certain  stations  on  the  Charlotte, 
Columbia  and  Augusta  Road  enjoyed  discrimination,  which  the  present 
Statute  especially  forbids.  To  show  this  more  clearly,  the  following 
table  has  been  made,  exhibiting  the  old  rates  on  this  road  as  compared 
with  the  old  rates  on  some  of  the  other  roads  for  similar  service,  up  to 
fifty  miles  :

Asheville  and  Spartanburg  Railroad (Old  rate  5  cents  per  mile) 

In  Class  ''C,"  the  Asheville  and  Spartanburg  Railroad,  a  short 
and  unprofitable  line,  stands  alone.  The  Columbia  and  Greenville 
Railroad  and  branches,  tRe  Spartanburg,  Union  and  Columbia 
Railroad,  and  Laurens  Railway,  being  considered  as  one  and  the  same 
road,  have  been  placed  in  Class  "B."  Had  each  been  independent,  the 
Columbia  and  Greenville  Railroad  would  likely  have  been  placed  in 
Class  "  A,**  and  the  others  (being  less  profitable)  in  either  Class  "  B  "  or 
"  C."  By  placing  all  in  Class  "  B,"  an  average  rate  is  secured.  It  will 
be  seen  that  the  rate  of  fare  on  every  road  has  been  reduced.  The  Com- 
mission had  no  het<itation  in  fixing  reduced  rates.  All  railroad  experi- 
ence shows  that  low  passenger  rates  have  resulted  in  increased  travel 
and  larger  receipts  by  the  railroads. 

Second  Class  Passenger  Rates  and  Accommodation. — The  Xegislature, 
in  most  of  the  charters  granted,  fixed  maximum  passenger  rates,  but  no 
second  class  rates,  and  the  Commission,  hesitating  to  assume  a  power 
which  the  Legislature  had  not  seen  fit  to  exercise  itself,  and  being 
doubtful  of  their  authority  in  the  matter,  on  the  25th  of  October  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  the  Attorney  General  on  the  subject,  to  which  reply 
has  been  made  as  follows  :

Dear  Sir:  I  have  received  your  communication  in  which  you  say : 
"As  the  Railroad  Commissioners  are  in  doubt  as  to  their  authority 
under  the  law  to  fix,  for  the  railroads  doing  business  in  this  State,  sec- 
ond class  passenger  rates,  and  to  require  them  to  furnish  second  class 
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accommodatioD  upon  their  roads,  your  opinion  as  to  their  power  to  do 
so  is  respectfully  requested." 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  are  authorized  and  required  to  "  make 
reasonable  and  just  rates  of  charges  for  freight  and  passenger  tariffs  to 
be  observed  by  all  railroad  companies  doing  business  in  this  State  on 
the  railroads  thereof,  *  *  "^  and  such  just  and  reasonable  rules  and  reg- 
ulations as  may  be  necessary  for  preventing  unjust  discrimination  in  the 
transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  on  the  railroads  in  this  State," 
(A.  A.,  21  December,  1882,  §  6,)  and  "  to  make  for  each  of  the  railroad 
corporations  doing  business  in  this  State  a  schedule  of  just  and  reasona- 
ble rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight  and 
cars  on  each  of  said  railroads;"  which  schedule  shall,  in  suits  against 
said  railroads  involving  charges,  be  deemed  and  taken  in  all  Courts  in 
this  State  as  sufficient  evidence  that  the  rates  therein  fixed  are  just  and 
reasonable  rates.     (Sec.  7.) 

In  pursuance  of  this  authority  and  duty,  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
have  made  for  each  of  the  railroad  corporations  doing  business  in  this 
State  a  schedule  of  maximum  rates,  which  shall  be  considered  just  and 
reasonable  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers ;  and  also 
passenger  rules  ''  in  relation  to  full  rates  and  half  rates  ;"  charges  "  for 
berths  on  sleeping  cars ;"  against  *'  unjust  discrimination  as  to  passen- 
ger rates  in  favor  of  or  against  any  individual  or  locality." 

Section  2  of  the  Act  of  21st  December,  1882,  prohibits  the  railroad 
companies  doing  business  in  this  State  from   making  any  unjust  dis- 
crimination in  rates  for  transportation   of  passengers  or  freight ;  and 
Section  3  declares  what  shall  be  deemed  aud  taken  against  said  compa- 
nies as  prima  fade  evidence  of  the  unjust  discrimination  prohibited. 

Common  carriers  are  prohibited  by  §  2604  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1882,  (Chapter  CIX,  "Of  Offenses  against  Civil  Rights,")  from  assign- 
ing any  special  accommodation  whatever  to  any  passenger  they  under- 
take to  carry,  or  who  shall,  under  any  pretense,  refuse  any  per- 
son applying  for  the  same  accommodation  equal  in  every  respect  to  that 
furnished  by  them  to  any  other  person  for  like  compensation  in  a  like 
case,  having  no  regard  to  the  persons  per  se  who  may  be  applicants 
therefor  ;  and  are  subjected  to  extraordinary  penalties  if  such  action  is 
on  account  of  the  race,  color  or  previous  condition  of  the  applicant,  and 
such  applicant  is  a  colored  persou  or  a  black  person  ;  but  these  provisions 
do  not  apply  where  different  classes  of  accommodation  are  provided  for 
all  persons  alike  without  discrimiuation  of  race  or  color. 

It  may,  for  the  purposes  of  this  opinion,  be  assumed  that  there  is 
nothing  in  the  law  which  can  be  reasonably  construed  to  prohibit  railroad 
companies  from  furnishing  "  second  class  "  passenger  cars  and  charging 
'*  second  class  fare "  for  transportation  of  passengers  in  such   cars.     (A 
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question  about  which  doubts  have  been  suggested,  but  which  it  is  not 
necessary  for  me  to  decide  at  this  time.) 

It  may  also  be  conceded  that  where  railroad  companies  do  provide 
such  second  class  passenger  transportation,  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
would  have  the  same  right  to  make  schedules  of  the  maximum  rates  of 
fare  to  be  charged  for  such  second  class  transportation  as  they  have  to 
fix  the  maximum  rates  of  fares  to  be  charged  for  first  class  transportation. 
Every  railroad  corporation  doing  business  in  this  State  is  required  to 
provide  reasonable  accommodation  for  the  convenience  and  safety  of  pas- 
sengers, and  for  every  willful  neglect  to  provide  the  same  shall  forfeit 
not  less,  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an 
action  against  said  corporation.     (Oen.  R.  R.  Act,  §  90.) 

But  I  do  not  find  any  provision  of  the  law  which  requires  railroad 
companies  to  furnish  **  second  class ''  transportation  of  inferior  accommo- 
dation for  passengers,  any  more  than  they  are  required  to  furnish  extra 
or  superior  accommodation,  such  as  parlor  cars  or  sleeping  cars. 

While  the  Railroad  Commissioners  have  the  authority  to  fix  the  rates  of 
passenger  fares  which  shall  be  deemed  reasonable,  I  do  not  find  that  the 
]aw  gives  them  the  authority  to  require  the  railroad  companies  to  furnish 
different  classes  of  transportation  for  passengers  at  difierent  rates.  It 
will  scarcely  be  claimed  that  the  Railroad  Commissioners  have  the 
authority  to  require  a  railroad  company  to  furnish  superior  accommoda- 
tion on  its  trains,  (such  as  parlor,  drawing  room  or  sleeping  cars,)  even 
for  an  extra  charge,  for  the  convenience  of  some  passengers  who  desire 
such  extra  accommodation  and  are  willing  to  pay  for  it,  irrespective  of 
whether  the  demand  for  such  extra  accommodation  is  sufficient  to  induce 
the  railroad  to  provide  it.  It  would  seem  to  be  equally  unreasonable  to 
contend  that  the  Railroad  Commissioners  have  the  authority  to  require 
a  railroad  company  to  provide  in/crior  accommodation  (or  "  second  class" 
cars)  for  the  convenience  of  those  who  desire  to  travel  at  less  than  the 
maximum  fares,  irrespective  of  whether  the  anftount  received  for  such 
second  class  travel  will  be  sufficient  to  warrant  the  railroad  company  in 
furnishing  it. 

Section  45  of  the  General  Railroad  Act  of  February  9,  1882,  pro- 
vides that  the  Railroad  Commissioner  may  give  information  to  any 
railroad  company  of  such  improvements  and  changes  as  he  considers 
reasonable  and  expedient  to  promote  the  convenience  and  accommoda- 
tion of  the  public,  and  upon  the  failure  of  the  ratlroid  company  to  adopt 
such  suggestions  the  Commissioner  shall  take  such  legal  proceedings  as 
he  may  deem  expedient.  This  Act  did  not  give  authority  to  the  Rail- 
road Commissioner  to  make  schedules  of  fares  and  regulation  of  passen- 
ger tariffs,  and  I  do  not  think  this  Section  affects  the  question  now 
submitted. 
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I  am,  therefore,  of  opinioa  that,  although  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
maj  have  the  authority  under  the  law  to  fix  for  the  railroad  corpora- 
tions doing  business  in  this  State  second  class  passenger  rates,  in  cases  in 
which  second  class  cars  are  provided  by  the  companies,  the  Railroad 
Commissioners  have  not  the  authority  to  require  the  said  railroads  to 
fhmish  such  second  class  accommodation. 

I  cannot  advise  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to  exercise  a  power  which 
it  is  at  least  doubtful  if  they  possess,  especially  within  a  few  weeks  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Legislature.  If  the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion 
that  the  failure  of  the  railroad  companies  to  furnish  second  class  passen- 
ger accommodation  is  an  evil  which  requires  correction,  they  should 
refireseot  the  matter  to  the  Legislature,  that  such  legislation  may  be  had 
as  will  correct  it.

The  Legislature  reflects  the  interests  and  opinion  of  the  customers  of 
the  railroads  in  all  parts  of  the  State  and  from  their  constituents,  and  by 
their  own  observation,  the  representatives  of  the  people  will  doubtless 
derive  all  the  information  needed,  and  enable  them  to  make  such  amend, 
ments  in  the  law  as  may  be  requisite  in  the  matter  of  second  class  pas- 
senger rates  and  accommodation. 

Freight  Rules, — Since  these  rules  were  issued  Rule  1  has  (by  Section 
2,  Circular  8,)  had  the  following  added  to  it :  *'  Stations  not  over  two  (2) 
miles  beyond  the  upper  limit  of  any  ten  (10)  mile  group  may  be  included 
in  such  group."    This  was  done  to  meet  certain  difficulties  to  which  the 
attention  of  the  Board  had  been  called. 

Rule  3.  "In  the  application  of  the  '  Standard  Freight  Tariff '  for 
purposes  of  transportation,  main  lines,  branches  and  connecting  rail- 
roads, when  operated  together  or  controlled  by  one  company,  shall  be  re- 
garded as  parts  of  one  road,  and  the  rates  shall  be  computed  as  upon 
parts  of  one  and  the  same  road." 

This  rule  embodies  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and  the  roads  to  which  it 
should  apply  were  designated  in  Circular  4,  issued  with  the  Standard 
Freight  Tariff,  as  follows :

Freight  Rule  3  shall  apply  io  the  following  cases: 

1.  To  all  freight  passing  from  one  point  to  another  anywhere  on  the 
Columbia  and  Greenville  Railroad  and  its  branches,  the  Laurens  Railway* 
and  the  Spartanburg,  Union  and  Columbia  Railroad. 

2.  To  all  freight  passing  from  one  point  to  another  anywhere  on  the 
8outh  Carolina  Railway  and  its  branches  and  the  Barnwell  Railroad. 

3.  To  all  freight  between  points  located  either  on  the  Wilmington, 
Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  or  on  the  Northeastern  Railroad  and 
points  on  the  Central  Railroad,  and  also  to  freight  passing  from  any  point 
on  either  of  these  roads  to  any  point  on  either  of  the  other  two  via  the 
third. 

4.  To  all  freight  passing  from  one  point  to  another  anywhere  on  the 

Charleston  and  Savannah  Railway  and  the  Ashley  River  Railroad,  and 

also  to  freight  passing  from  any  point  on  either  of  these  roads  via  the 

Northeastern  Railroad  to  and  from  Charleston.

On  receipt  of  this  circular  the  General  Manager  of  the  Bar>nwell 
Ra\)way  claims  that  that  road  was  not  owned,  operated  or  con tr  'lied 
by  the  South  Carolina  Railway,  and  pending  the  consideration  of  this 
communication  the  application  of  Rule  3  as  to  this  road  was  suspended  • 
A  full  report  of  this  matter  is  appended  hereto. 

The  application  of  Rule  3  has  been  confined  to  such  roads  as  may  be 
fairly  regarded  as  combined  under  one  management,  and  has  not  been 
extended  to  systems  embracing  a  number  of  really  separate  and  distinct 
corporations  merely  united  through  having  a  common  ownership  or 
management,  as,  for  example,  the  Richmond  and  Danville  system  and 
the  railroads  constituting  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line.  To  have  made  this 
application  of  the  rule  would  have  inflicted  se  ious  loss  upon  the  roads 
affected  by  it.  It  has  been  the  eflort  of  the  Commission  in  all  cases  to 
be  just  to  the  railroads  and  considerate  of  the  public;  and  while  they 
believe  they  have  attained  some  success  io  this  respect,  they  are  con- 
scious of  the  necessary  imperfections  of  their  work,  and  regard  with  satis- 
faction that  provision  of  the  law  which  gives  them  power  to  modify  their 
rates  and  regulations  from  time  to  time.

Complaints, — The  Coniraisaion  deem  it  proper  farther  to  call  the 
atteation  of  the  Lsgislatura  and  of  the  people  generally  to  the  rule 
adopted  by  the  Commissiou  of  receiving  aud  acting  only  upon  complaints 
submitted  in  writing  and  signed  with  the  name  of  some  responsible 
party.  The  Commission  has  do  intention  of  making  an  appeal  to  it 
difficult,  aud  therefore  no  forms  are  required.  The  simplest  complaint 
stated  in  the  most  informal  language,  signed  by  any  responsible  party, 
is  sufficient.  The  Commission  recognize  the  fact  that  they  are  to  give 
speedy  determination  to  matters  which  reach  the  merits  of  all  questions 
without  much  regard  to  form.  But  it  is  eminently  proper  that,  consti- 
tuting as  they  do  a  quasi  judicial  body,  a  complaint  should  be  made  in 
such  a  form  as  would  enable  the  Commissioners  to  give  the  data  of  the 
complaint  when  thereunto  requested  before  they  should  call  upon  the 
railroads  for  explanation.  It  is  deemed  advisable  to  make  this  mention 
of  the  rule,  because  there  seems  to  be  an  impression  with  some  persons 
that  the  Commissioners  will  or  should  act  upon  mere  hearsay  without 
their  aid  being  regularly  invoked.  A  .large  number  of  complaints  in 
proper  form  have  reached  the  Commission,  all  of  which  have  been 
promptly  acted  upon. 

It  is  neither  necessary  nor  expedient  to  burden  this  Report  with  the 
details  of  controversies  and  misunderstandings  between  the  Commission 
and  some  of  the  railroad  representatives.  Such  were  perhaps  unavoida- 
able  under  the  circumstances,  but  most  of  them  have  been  satisfactorily 
i  justed  ;  and  the  Commission  have  reason  to  be  gratified  at  the  spirit 
'  .  f  accommodation  and  concession  exhibited  by  most  of  the  corporations 
with  which  their  duties  have  brought  them  into  novel  and  difficult  rela- 
tions. 

It  must  also  be  confessed  that  the  members  of  the  Commission  have 
felt  very  strongly  the  force  of  what  has  been  well  expressed  by  Mr. 
Charles  Francis  Adams  in  speaking  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  : 

''  The  country  did  not  contain  any  trained  body  of  men  competent  to 
do  this  work.  They  had  got  to  be  found  and  educated.  In  the  next 
place  the  work  was  one  of  great  difficulty  and  extreme  delicacy.  The 
Commissioners  were  to  represent  the  Government  in  a  momentous  strug- 
gle with  the  most  compact  and  formidable  interest  in  the  country. 
They  were  to  be  pitted  against  the  ablest  men  the  community  could  sup- 
ply, thoroughly  acquainted  with  their  business  and  with  unlimited 
resources  at  their  disposal.  Finally,  the  test  of  success  was  to  be  that 
under  these  circumstances,  and  in  the  face  of  these  difficulties,  the  Com- 
mission should  develop  the  crude  original  laws  placed  in  their  hands  into 
a  rational  and  effective  system."

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This  sense  of  their  inexperience  impressed  upon  them  arduous  labors 
and  a  conscientious  diffidence  in  doubtful  cases ;  and  now,  after  an  experi- 
ence of  less  than  twelve  months,  they  do  not  feel  sufficient  confidence  in 
their  mastery  of  the  subject  to  warrant  suggestions  upon  their  part  look- 
ing to  the  material  modification  of  existing  laws. 

Tke  Complaints  not  finally  disposed  of  by  our  predecessors  are — 

\st  Town  Council  of  Darlington  vs.  the  Cheraw  and  Darlington  Railroad. 

This  case,  as  far  as  depot  accommodation  at  that  point  is  con- 
cerned, has  been  satisfactorily  ended  by  a  compliance  on  the  part  of  the 
Railroad  Company  with  the  decision  of  the  Commission,  as  will  be  seen 
by  the  following  correspondence.  The  question  of  rates  on  freight  has 
also  been  disposed  of  by  the  **  Standard  Fre'ght  Tariff."

Gentlemen:  The  undersigned,  composing  the  Intendant  and  Ward- 
ens of  the  town  of  Darlington,  hereby  respectfully  complain  of  and  call 
your  attention  to  the  following  facts : 

1st.  Last  year  we  made  formal  complaint  to  the  Railroad  Commission- 
er of  South  Carolina  of  the  injury  done  to  this  town  by  the  unjust  and 
oppressive  manner  in  which  the  Cheraw  and  Darlington  Railroad  Com- 
pany conducted  th^  business  of  its  road  at  this  point.  An  investigation 
was  held  in  accordance  with  law,  and  our  complaints  were  adjudged  by 
the  Railroad  Commissioner  to  be  well  founded,  and  notice  thereof  was  duly 
given  to  the  railroad  company.  To  thatcomplaint,  on  file  in  your  office, 
we  beg  respectfully  to  refer  you. 

We  see  no  appreciable  change  in  the  action  of  the  railroad  company. 
It  is  true  that  a  few  additional  chairs  have  been  placed  in  the  two  rooms 
occupied  as  offices  by  the  Depot  Agent  and  Express  Agent, but  with  this 
exception  we  see  no  change  and  no  improvement.  Our  town  still  suffers 
from  the  same  want  of  convenience  and  accommodation  at  the  depot,  and, 
in  seasons  of  pressure,  from  the  same  difficulty  and  delay  in  the  reception 
and  delivery  of  freight,  and  from  the  same  high  and  unreasonable  rates 
of  freight  charges.  The  discrimination  in  charges  made  between  this 
place  and  the  town  of  Timmonsville,  on  the  line  of  the  Wilmington,  Co- 
lumbia and  Augusta  Railroad,  still  exists,  although  the  two  places  are 
equidistant  from  the  city  of  Charleston,  and  there  can  be  no  more  trouble 
or  expense  in  the  transportation  of  freight  from  the  city  of  Charleston 
to  the  one  point  than  to  the  other. 
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We  desire  in  this  communication  particularly  to  call  jour  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  freight  from  Charleston  to  the  town  of  Timmonsville  of 
a  car  load  of  fertilizers  is  $27.00,  while  to  this  point  it  is  S32.50.  The 
result  of  this  discrimination  against  our  town,  and  these  high  charges,  is, 
as  shown  by  the  books  at  the  two  depots,  that  the  business  at  this  place, 
in  spite  of  many  advantages,  has  been  largely  diminished,  while  that  at 
Timmonsville  has  been  greatly  increased. 

Placing  these  facts  before  you  for  such  action  as  you  may  deem  proper 
in  the  premises.

Drar  Sir:  I  have  received  your  favor  of  the  22d  instant,  covering 
a  renewal  of  the  complaint  against  the  management  of  the  Cheraw  and 
Darlington  Railroad  by  the  Intendant  and  Wardens  of  the  town  of 
Darlington,  S.  C. 
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You  will  remember  that  when  the  original  complaint  was  made  last 
Fall  I  endeavored  to  answer  every  allegation  frankly,  unreservedly, 
and  I  had  hoped  satisfactorily. 

Observing  in  your  Report,  upon  the  showing  made  on  both  sides  after- 
wards, that  the  response  had  not  been  entirely  satisfactory  in  some  re- 
spects, efforts  were  immediately  made  to  give,  if  possible,  better  satisfac- 
tion to  all  interested. 

In  this  we  must  have,  to  a  considerable  extent,  succeeded,  as  the 
present  complaint  only  specifies  an  absence  of  sufficient  accommodations 
for  passengers  at  the  Darlington  Depot.  It  is  not  denied  that  we  are 
now,  and  have  been  since  the  hearing  last  Fall,  receiving  and  forward- 
ing all  the  produce  offered  for  shipment  promptly,  and  that  goods  sent 
up  are  also  received  and  delivered  with  dispatch. 

As  to  enlarged  accommodations  for  passengers  and  the  more  conve- 
nient handling  of  freight,  in  order  to  comply  with  this  demand  new 
buildings  are  required,  and  these  require  time  and  money  to  complete 
them.  The  managers  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration  for 
some  time,  and  the  General  Supervising  Engineer  has  been  requested  to 
prepare  suitable  plans  for  the  improvement. 

Respecting  the  difference  in  rates  on  fertilizers  between  Timmonsville 
and  Charleston  and  Darlington  and  Charleston,  I  have  this  to  say: 
That  the  rate  on  fertilizers  from  any  point  on  the  Cheraw  and  Darling- 
ton Road  to  Charleston  is  the  i^ame,  including  Cheraw  30  miles  higher  up ; 
and  as  the  Northeastern  Road  charges  $2.70  per  ton  from  Florence  to 
Charleston,  surely  the  additional  charge  of  55  cents  per  ton  is  not  un- 
reasonable for  delivering  fertilizers  at  stations  on  the  Cheraw  and  Dar- 
lington Road. 

As  to  the  charge  from  Timmonsville,  a  station  on  the  Wilmington, 
Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad,  the  Cheraw  and  Darlington  Railroad 
has  no  more  right  to  change  or  modify  rates  on  that  road  than  it  has  on 
any  other  road  in  the  State,  both  of  them  being  separate  and  distinct 
corporations,  managed  and  controlled  by  different  Boards  of  Directors. 

It  will  be  observed  that  a  compliance  with  the  demand   of  the  Town 

Council  of  Darlington,  to  make  the  rates  on  fertilizers  from  Darlington 

and  Timmonsville  u7iiform,  would  involve  the  necessity  of  hauling  them 

for  nothing  on  this  line,  the  rate  being   the  same  from  Timmonsville  as 

from  Florence.

for  shipment,  or  that  goods  sent  up  are  received  and  delivered  with  dis- 
patch." 

•  The  complaint  sent  you  cites:  "We  see  no  appreciable  change  in 
the  action  of  the  railroad  company."  "Our  town  still  suffers  from 
same  want  of  convenience  and  accommodation  at  the  depot,  and,  in 
seasons  of  pressure,  from  the  same  difficulty  and  delay  in  the  reception 
and  delivery  of  freight,"  etc.,  etc. 

We  note  what  you  say  in  respect  to  enlarged  accommodations  for 
passengers  and  the  more  convenient  handling  of  freight,  and  that  suit- 
able plans  for  the  improvement  have  been  called  for,  but  you  do  not 
state  when  the  work  will  be  done.  It  is  now  four  months  since  you  were 
furnished  with  the  decision' of  the  Railroad  Commissioner  in  the  matter 
of  the  complaint  from  Darlington,  which  covers  this  point,  and'  we  now 
respectfully  ask  to  be  informed  whether  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings 
for  that  purpose  will  be  commenced  at  afl  early  day. 

The  discriminations  in  freights  referred  to  in  the  first  and  in  the 
second  complaints  from  Darlington  we  will  not  act  further  on  for  the 
present,  as  our  Freight  Tariff  and  Rules  will,  we  hope,  as  soon  as  issued  re- 
move the  cause  of  complaint% 

To  other  points  in  the  decision,  against  your  company,  we  again  most 
respectfully  call  your  attention,  with  the  hope  that  they  will  be  complied 
with  promptly.

Dear  Sir:  I  returned  from  the  North  yesterday  and  found  your 
letter  of  the  5th  instant  on  my  desk.  Excuse  me  for  observing  that 
your  last  two  letters  appear  to  me  to  question  my  good  faith  as  to  the 
proposed  rmprovementd  at  the  Darlington  depot.  Allow  me  to  say  that 
I  have  personally  been  quite  as  anxious  as  you  or  the  Town  Council  of 
DarlingtoQ  to  expedite  these  improvements,  but  I  have  to  confer  with 
my  associates  in  the  management,  and  some  time  is  required  to  fix  upon 
and  to  prepare  suitable  plans,  as  well  as  to  provide  the  material  for 
building.  The  ''ways  and  means"  also  have  to  be  considered.  I  have 
been  obliged  already  this  year  to  purchase  a  locomotive  for  the  road, 
and  have  just  ordered  two  hundred  tons  of  steel  rails,  to  be  delivered  as 
soon  as  possible,  besides  making  other  considerable  outlays  on  the  road 
bed  and  rolling  stock.  These  improvements  I  have  regarded  as  of  more 
importance  than  those  urged  so  repeatedly  by  you,  because  the  improve- 
ments I  have  been  making  involved  the  safely  of  human  life  and  property, 
whereas  the  Darlington  improvements  proposed  are  for  convenience  only. 
I  do  not  deny,  therefore,  that  the  latter  has  been  regarded  as  of  secondary 
importance,  but  I  have  intended,  in  good  faith,  to  make  the  improve- 
ment at  Darlington  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  am  expecting  very  soon 
to  get  the  plans  and  to  have  the  work  commenced  and  hurried  to  com- 
pletion.

Gentlemen:     I  have  received  your  coramunicatiou,  enclosiug  me  the 
correspondence  between  your  Board  and  the  General  Manager  and  the 
Solicitor  of  the  South  Carolina  Railway  Company,  in  relation  to  the 
'"Complaint  of  the  Town  Council  of  Blackville  against  the  South  Caro- 
lina Railway,"  together  with  the  following  Resolution  adopted  by  you : 

"In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  question  involved  as  to  the  extent  to

"The  complaint  of  the  Town  Council  of  Blackville  against  the  South 
Carolina  Railway  Company"  is  reported  upon  by  Hon.  M.  L.  Bonham, 
Railroad  Commissioner,  in  hi:j  Report  of  November,  1882 — Reports  and 
Resolutions  of  1882,  p.  1110. 

The  complaint  is  that  certain  structures  of  the  South  Carolina  Rail- 
way Company  (buildings  and  tracks  or  sidings)  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  town  of  Blackville  obstruct  and  interfere  with  the  use  of  a 
public  highway  or  street  of  said  town. 

The  South  Carolina  Railway  Company  claims  that  the  structures  com- 
plained of  are  erected  upon  the  right  of  way  owned  by  the  said  com- 
pany, and  denies  or  does  *'  not  concede  that  the  town  of  Blackville  has 
the  right  to  a  use  in  that  right  of  way  as  a  public  street." 

The  company  also  insists  that  it  cannot  erect  suitable  depots  and  plat- 
forms sufficient  to  accommodate  the  growing  business  of  that  station 
without  using  for  that  purpose  so  much  of  its  right  of  way  as  is  now  used 
for  that  purpose;  that  the  company  must  either  retain  its  ])re?ent  loca- 
tion for  depots  and  platforms  or  remove  them  outside  of  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  town  ^  and  that  it  ^^ill  best  promote  the  convenience  and 
accoraniodation  of  the  public  to  retain  its  present  location. 

The  questions  involved  are: 

Ist.  Whether  the  structures  of  the  South  Carolina  Railway  Company 
complained  of  are,  or  are  not,  located  upon  the  right  of  way  owned  by 
the  said  company  ? 

2d.  Whether  the  town  of  Blackville  has  the  right  to  the  use  of  said 
right  of  way  as  a  public  highway  or  street  ? 
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Sd.  Whether,  if  the  structures  complained  of  are  located  upon  the 
right  of  way  of  the  railway  company,  and  the  town  of  Blackville  has 
the  right  to  use  said  right  of  way  as  a  highway  or  street,  the  railway 
company  can  be  required  to  remove  the  said  structures? 

4th.  Whether  the  Railroad  Commissioners  have  the  right  and  author- 
ity to  determine  these  questions,  and  the  power  to  enforce  their  decision? 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  are  charged  with  the  general  supervision 
of  all  railroads  in  the  State,  and  it  is  their  duty  "  to  examine  the  same 
and  keep  themselves  informed  as  to  their  condition  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  are  operated  with  reference  to  the  security  and  accommoda- 
tion of  the  public,  and  the  compliance  of  the  several  corporations  with 
the  provisions  of  their  charters  and  the*  laws  of  the  State." — Greneral 
Statutes  of  1882,  Sec.  1455. 

Section  1457  provides,  that  "whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Rail- 
road Commissioners,  it  shall  appear  that  repairs  are  necessary  upon  any 
such  railroad,  or  that  any  addition  to  the  rolling  stock,  or  any  enlarge- 
ment of,  or  improvement  in,  the  stations  or  station  houses,  or  any.  modifi- 
cation in  the  rates' of  fare  for  transporting  freight  or  passengers,  or  any 
change  in  the  mode  of  operating  the  road  and  conducting  its  business 
is  reasonable  and  expedient  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience 
and  accommodation  of  the  public,  they  shall  give  information  in  writing 
to  the  corporation  of  the  improvements  and  changes  which  they  adjudge 
to  be  proper ;  and  if  the  said  company  shall  fail,  within  sixty  days,  to 
adopt  the  suggestions  of  the  Commissioners,  they  shall  take  such  legal 
proceedings  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  shall  have  authority  to 

call  upon  the  Attorney  General  to  institute  and  conduct  such  proceed- 

*       )i 
ings. 

Section  1458  provides,  that  "  upon  the  complaint  and  application  of 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  or  Council  of  any  city,  town,  or  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  of  any  County,  within  any  part  of  which  such 
railroad  is  located,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to 
make  an  examination  of  the  condition  and  operation  thereof.  Before 
proceeding  to  make  such  examination  in  accordance  with  such  applica- 
tion, the  Commissioners  shall  give  to  the  applicants  and  to  the  railroad 
corporation  reasonable  notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  of  entry 
upon  the  same.  If,  upon  such  examination,  it  shall  appear  to  the  Com- 
missioners that  the  complaint  alleged  by  the  applicant  is  well  founded, 
they  shall  so  adjudge,  and  shall  inform  the  corporation  operating  such 
railroad  of  their  adjudication  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 1456 ;  and  the  company  failing  for  sixty  days  after  such  notice  to 
remove  the  cause  of  such  complaint,  they  shall  make  report  thereof  to 
the  General  Assembly  for  such  action  as  it  may  deem  expedient ;  or  if 
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there  be  necessity  for  prompt  aotiou,  they  may  take  such  legal  proceed- 
ings as  may  be  proper ;  and  the  Attorney  General  shall  institute  and 
conduct  such  proceedings." 

The  "complaint  and  application"  of  a  Town  Council,  intended  in  this 
last  Section,  roust,  of  course,  relate  to  some  railroad  company,  and  be 
confined  to  '*  the  mode  of  operating  the  road  and  conducting  its  business  " 
"in  order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience  and  accommodation  of 
the  public,"  the  power  and  duty  to  enforce  which  \s  given  to  the  Railroad 
Commissioners  in  the  preceding  Section  (1457,)  and  also  in  Section 
1455,  which  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to 
examine  all  the  railroads  in  the  State,  and  to  keep  themselves  informed 
as  to  their  condition  "and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  operated  with 
reference  to  the  security  and  accommodation  of  the  public." — See  also 
Section  J460.  General  Statutes:  The  "business"  of  railroads  being 
the  "transporting  of  freight  and  passengers,"  the  words  "mode  of 
conducting  its  business  to  promote  the  security,  convenience  and  accom- 
modation of  the  public"  must  reasonably  be  construed  to  relate  to  the 
public  concerned  in  such  "  transporting  of  freight  and  passengers,"  rather 
than  to  the  public  generally.  And  the  words  giving  to  the  Railroad. 
Commissioners  the  power  to  regulate  "  the  manner  in  which  railroads 
are  operated  with  reference  to  the  security  and  accommodation  of//ie 
ptiblic*'  should  also  be  construed  to  relate  to  the  security  and  accommo- 
dation of  the  public  concerned  in,  and  affected  by,  the  transporting  of 
freight  and  passengers,  rather  than  to  the  public  generally. 

The  complaint  of  the  Town  Council  of  Blackville  Is  not  that  the  mode 
in  which  the  South  Carolina  Railway  Company  conducts  its  business  of 
transporting  freight  and  passengers  does  not  promote  the  security,  con- 
venience and  accommodation  of  the  public  concerned  in  such  transport- 
ation, hnt  that  the  location  of  its  structures  interferes  with  the  use  of  a 
street  as  a  public  highway. 

The  public,  whose  convenience  and  accommodation  may  be  affected  by 
the  alleged  obstructions  of  a  street,  is  not  the  public  whose  accommo- 
dation by  the  railroad  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to 
secare,  but  the  public  which  is  represented  by  the  Town  Council  of 
Blackville,  and  whose  rights,  if  infringed  by  the  Railroad  Company,  the 
said  Town  Council  can  protect  through  the  Courts,  without  the  instru- 
mentality of  the  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Where  the  railroad  crossings  of  public  highways  outside  of  the 
corporate  limits  of  cities  and  towns  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  County 
Commissioners,  unsafe  as  to  the  lives  of  persons,  or  as  to  the  protection 
of  property,  the  County  Commissioners  shall  indicate  how  and  in  what 
manner  such  crossings  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  secure  safety,  and 
shall  have  power  to  require  the  railroad  company  to  make  such  con- 
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struction.— (General  Statutes  of  1882,  §§  1487,  1488.)  "And  any  city 
or  town  may  recover  of  a  railroad  corporation  whose  road  crosses  a 
highway  or  town  way  therein,  all  damages,  charges  and  expenses  incurred 
by  such  city  or  town  by  reason  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  corpora- 
tion to  erect  or  keep  in  repair  all  structures  required  or  neces^ry  at 
such  crossing." — §  1498. 

These  Sections  are  cited  as  showing  that  railroad  companies  may  be 
compelled  to  do  suoh  things  as  are  necessary  to  secure  safety  to  the 
public  on   highways  without  the  agency  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Even  if  the  Railroad  Commissioners  have  jurisdiction  over  the  subject 
matter  of  the  complaint  of  the  Town  Council  of  Blackville,  it  is  certainly 
not  exclusive  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Courts  of  the  State;  and  the 
Town  Council  of  Blackville,  if  their  complaint  is  well  founded,  can 
obtain  from  the  Courts,  upon  proper  proceedings  instituted,  relief  more 
adequate  and  effectual  than  could  be  afforded  by  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners. 

An  additional  reason  why  the  Railroad  (Commissioners  should  not 
take  jurisdiction  of  the  complaint  of  the  Town  Council  of  Blackville  is, 
that  the  decision  would  involve  the  determination  of  the  title  to  the  land 
which  the  South  Carolina  Railway  Company  claims  to  own  absolutely 
as  a  right  of  way ;  power  to  do  which  I  do  not  think  is  given  to  them. 

I  consider  the  right  and  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to  act 
upon  the  complaint  of  the  Town  Council  of  Blackville  to  be  very 
doubtful,  to  say  the  least;  and  the  Town  Council  of  Blackville  having 
a  plain  and  adequate  remedy  for  the  alleged  injury  in  the  Courts  of  the 
State,  I  advise  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  to  decline  to  act 
upon  the  complaint.

Minority  Report  in  the  Blackville  Case. 

The  defects  in  the  drainage  of  Railroad  avenue  and  the  crossing  of 
the  railroad  track  had  been  remedied  before  the  hearing  of  the  case. 
The  decision  of  the  Commissioner  to  the  effect  that  the  railroad  company 
should  resume  the  exclusive  control  of  the  new  covered  platform  has 
been  also  complied  with  since  the  decision  was  rendered  and  since  the 
last  session  of  the  Legislature.  The  Commissioner  decided  that  he  had 
no  jurisdiction  as  to  the  injury  done  to  the  property  of  individual  owners 
of  lots  on  Railroad  avenue  by  the  extension  of  the  sidings  of  the  rail- 
road.    That  that  was  a  question  for  the  Courts,  at  the  instance  of  each 
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party  whose  property  had  been  injured.  Also,  that  the  railroad  com- 
pany was  authorized  to  use  its  right  of  way  for  railroad  purposes,  but 
not  in  such  a  manner  as  to  impede  the  public  iu  the  use  of  the  street  as 
a  thoroughfare.  And  that  if  the  company  can  restrict  the  use  by  the 
publip  of  the  North  side  of  the  railroad  .track  to  twenty  feet  between  the 
bank  and  sidings  thereon   and  the  sidewalk,  they  c(»uld  close  it  entirely. 

The  Attorney  General  in  his  opinion  says:     •*  The  South    Carolina 
Railway  Company  claims  that  the  structures  complained  of  are  erected 
on  the  right  of  way  owned  by  the  said  com[)any ;  and  denies  or  does  not 
concede  that  the  town  of  Blackvillc  has  a  right  to  a  use  in  that  right  of 
way  as  a  public  street." 

The  Commissioner  who  made  the  deciision  decided  that  the  public,  not 
'the  "  town  of  Blackville,"  had  the  right  to  the  use  of  the  public  streets, 
as  they  were  incorporated  and  had  been  used  for  more  than  twenty  years 
as  public  highways,  and,  with  great  respect  for  the  opinion  of  Attorney 
General  Miles,  is  of  the  same  opinion  still.  lie  did  not  consider  that  the 
title  to  the  land  was  at  all  involved  in  the  points  he  decided.  The  South 
South  Carolina  Railway  Company  virtually  claims  that  it  can  exclude 
the  public  from  the  use  of  the  streets  on  either  side  of  the  depot  even  to 
the  very  doors  of  the  dwellings,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  above  extract  from 
the  Attorney  General's  opinion. 

The  Commissioner  had  supposed  th^t  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  clothe  the  Railroad  Commission  with  jurisdiction  of  this  question, 
so  as  to  obviate  the  necessity  for  a  resort  to  a  Grand  Jury  and  Court  of 
Sessions.  It  is  a  measure  of  relief,  and  was  intended  to  avoid  the  delay 
of  the  Courts — to  afford  a  speedy  disposition  of  such  questions.  The 
office  was,  to  a  certain  extent,  created  to  interpose  between  the  public  and 
the  railroads,  and  the  minority  respectfully  submits  that  the  following 
Sections  of  the  Act  indicate  that  purpose: 

"Sec.  43.  The  Commissioner  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all 
railroads  and  railways  in  this  State  operated  by  steam,  and  shall  exam- 
ine the  same  and  keep  himself  informed  as  to  their  condition,  and  the 
manner  in  which  they  are  operated  with  reference  to  the  security  and 
accommodation  of  the  public  and  the  compliance  of  the  several  corpora- 
tions with  the  provisions  of  their  charters  and  the  lawn  of  the  State;  and 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  all  railroads  and  railways,  and 
to  the  corporations,  trustees,  receivers  or  others  owning  or  operating 
the  same." 

Sec.  44.  Whenever  iu  the  judgment  of  the  Railroad  Commissioner  it 
shall  appear  that  any  such  corporation  has  violated  any  law,  or  neglected 
in  any  respect  or  particular  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  its  charter,  or 
wUh  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  especially  in  regard 
to  the  connections  with  other  railroads,  the  rates  of  toll  and  the  time 
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schedule,  he  shall  give  notice  thereof  in  writiog  to  such  corporation  ;  and 
if  the  violation  or  neglect  is  continued  after  such  notice,  the  Commis- 
sioner shall  make  application  to  a  Circuit  Court,  or  a  Judge  thereof  in 
vacation,  for  an  injuuclion  to  restrain  the  company  complained  of  from 
further  continuing  to  violate  the  law  or  the  terms  of  its  charter." 

The  italics  above  are  made  by  myself.  When  the  complaint  is^ade 
by  a  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  or  Council  of  any  city,  town  or  Board  of 
County  Commissioners,  under  the  46th  Section  of  said  Act,  if  the  cause 
of  complaint  be  not  removed  within  sixty  days  according  to  the  adjudi- 
cation of  the  Commissioner,  the  report  is  to  be  made  to  the  General 
Assembly  for  such  action  as  it  may  deem  expedient.  The  decision  was 
made  just  before  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  and  the  sixty  days 
had  not  then  expired.

3d. —  Town  Council  of  Leesvillevs,  The  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta 

Railroad, 

The  leading  object  of  the  complainants  in  this  case  was  to  obtain  the 
removal  of  the  depot  of  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad 
Company  from  the  middle  of  Main  street  to  one  side  thereof.  The  Com- 
mission entertaining  doubts  as  to  their  right  to  have  the  depot  moved, 
and  from  the  pressure  of  other  business,  have  deferred  action  on  this 
case,  but  as  early  as  practicable  will  resume  its  consideration. 

4th, —  Union  Depot  and  Station  Houses  of  the  Railroads  Entering  the  City 

of  Columbia, 

The  South  Carolina  Railway,  the  ^yiImington,  Columbia  and  Augusta 
and  Columbia  and  Greenville  Railroads  had  no  shelter  to  protect  the  trav- 
eling public,  and  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  no  ade- 
quate station  house.  June  13th,  1882,  the  Commission  gave  notice  to 
each  of  the  railroad  companies  whose  tracks  enter  the  city  that,  accord- 
ing to  Section  45  of  thie  General  Railroad  Act,  in  his  judgment,  it  was 
reasonable  and  expedient,  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience 
and  accommodation  of  the  public,  that  a  comfortable  shelter  be  con- 
structed over  its  depot  platform  at  the  stopping  place  of  the  passenger 
trains  for  the  protection  of  the  traveling  public  from  the  weather,  and 
that  they  would  be  required,  on  the  complaint  of  the  Town  Council  of 
Columbia,  and  in  conformity  to  the  83d  Section  of  the  General  Railroad 
Law  [General  Statutes  1494],  to  construct  at  their  respective  depots  ic 
Columbia  two  good  rooms  or  apartments  of  reasonable  size  for  the  amount 
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of  travel,  aod  to  otherwise  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  Section.  Im- 
mediately thereafter  the  Commissioner  was  notified  by  the  General  Man- 
ager of  the  South  Carolina  Railway  that  a  depDt  would  be  commenced 
by  July  Ist,  1882,  on  Gervais  street,  at  the  point  where  that  railway,  the 
Wilmington,  Columbia  and  Augusta  and  the  Columbia  and  Greenville 
Railroads  meet,  sufficiently  large  for  the  accommodation  of  the  entire  pas- 
senger traffic  of  Columbia.  The  construction  was  promptly  begun,  and 
a  comraoaious  and  handsome  building  has  been  completed  since  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature,  which  adds  greatly  to  the  convenience  and 
accommodation  of  th'e  traveling  public.  It  is  used  by  the  three  roads 
above  named. 

btk, — Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad. 

After  the  correspondence  which  follows,  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and 
Augusta  Railroad  Company  constructed  at  their  station  on  Blauding 
street  two  suitable  rooms,  and  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  83d 
Section  of  the  General  Railroad  Act  (1494th  Section  General  Statutes) 
so  far  as  the  quality  of  the  rooms  are  concerned.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
last  two  letters  addressed  to  President  Haskell  were  not  answered  :

If  you 
will  refer  to  the  communication  to  you  of  Commissioner  Bonbam,  of  the 
23d  June  last  you,  will  find  the  following:     "  Notice   is  hereby  further 
given  that  you  are  required  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  83d  Section 
of  the  aforesaid  Act,(82d  Section  in  the  copy  issued  from  this  office,)  and 
to  construct  at  your  depot  in  Columbia  two  good  rooms  or  apartments 
of  reasonable  size  for  the  amount  of  travel,   to  furnish  the  same   with 
comfortable  seats  for  the  accommodation  of  the  passengers,  and  to  place 
such  rooms  in  charge  of  an  employee  of  your  company,  to  be  kept  open 
at  such  hours  as  to  accommodate  passengers  traveling  over  your  road,  on 
any  of  its  passenger  trains,  as  provided  by  the  said  Section." 

It  is  now  more  than  a  year  since  the  General  Railroad  Act  was  ap- 
proved, and  ten  months  since  the  above  notice  was  sent  you,  and  while 
we  have  deferred  action,  on  account  of  your  oral  statements  from  time  to 
time  that  you  contemplated  erecting  a  depot,  we  cannot  consent  to  allow 
the  matter  to  remain  longer  in  a  state  of  uncertainty.  Your  letter  gives 
DO  assurance  that  the  requirements  of  the  notice  will  be  complied  with, 
and  we  must  again  respectfully  ask  whether  or  not  you  will  comply  at 
ao  early  day.

Dear  Sir  :  By  the  Railroad  Commissioner's  Report  for  1882,  page 
14,  it  will  be  seen  that  that  officer  issued  to  the  railroad  companies  whose 
roads  meet  in  Columbia  a  circular,  from  which  the  following  is  an 
extract : 

"  Columbia,  8.  C,  June  13,  1882. 

*  *  *  "  Notice  is  hereby  further  given  that  you  are  required  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  83d  Section  of  the  aforesaid  Act  (82d  Sec- 
tion in  the  copy  issued  from  this  office),  and  to  construct  at  your  depot 
in  Columbia  two  good  rooms  or  apartments,  of  reasonable  size  for  the 
amount  of  travel,  to  furnish  the  same  with  comfortable  seats  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  passengers,  and  to  place  such  rooms  in  charge  of  an 
employee  of  your  company,  to  be  kept  open  at  such  hours  as  to  accom- 
modate passengers  traveling  over  your  road,  on  any  of  its  passenger 
trains,  as  provided  by  the  said  Section." 

Soon  thereafter  the  Union  Depot  in  Columbia  was  begun  for  the  use  of 
such  of  these  roads  as  desired  to  participate  therein,  of  which  the  Railroad 
Commissioner  immediately  received  notice.  The  Charlotte,  Columbia  and 
Augusta  Railroad  Company  alone  declined,  and  the  Commissioner  in  his 
Report  of  November  29th,  1882,  page  14,  said  :  •*  I  have  heard  nothing 
from  that  company"  (the  C,  C.  &  A.)  "  in  reply  to  the  circular  requir- 
ing it  to  comply  with  the  83d  Section  of  the  General  Railraad  Act." 

The  Commissioner  learning  that  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta 
Company  contemplated  erecting  a  new  station  house  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  passengers  at  or  near  their  Charlotte  depot,  took  no  steps  to 
enforce  the  law,  hoping  that  their  purpose  would  be  carried  into  eftect. 
This  Board,  for  the  same  reason,  did  not  at  once  on  its  organization  take 
such  stejw,  but  designated  one  of  its  members  to  confer  with  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  company  on  that  subject. 
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The  following  unsatisfactory  cor respoadeuce  followed,  and  the  Board 
feels  reluctantly  constrained  to  call  upon  you  as  its  attorney  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  the  Railroad  Law  of  the  State,  as  required  by  said  83d 
Section. 

The  sickness  of  two  of  the  Board  and  death  of  one  of  those  have 
delayed  this  communication.

Gentlemen  :  On  receipt  of  your  letter  of  31st  May,  I  wrote  to  Hon. 
A.  C.  Haskell,  President  of  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Rail- 
road Company,  requiring  the  company  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  1494  of  the  General  Statutes,  in  relation  to  accommodation  for 
passengers. 

I  have  just  received  his  answer,  in  which  he  says  the  company  will 
comply  with  the  Act,  but  under  protest  against  the  Railroad  Act  as 
oppressive  and  unconstitutioual  and  without  acknowledging  the  authority 
or  power  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners. 

He  says  in  conclusion  :  "  I  will  at  ouce  direct  removal  of  ticket  and 
passenger  rooms  of  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  to  another 
building  where  all  requirements  of  the  Act  will  be  obeyed."

DEPOTS   and  station   HOUSES. 

Kinard^s  Staiion, — The  citizens  about  Kinard's,  on  the  Laurens  Rail- 
way, petitioned  the  Commission  for  a  depot.  The  following  corres- 
pondence explains  why  the  Commission  did  not  require  the  railroad 
company  to  comply  with  the  request. 

To  Uie  Honorable  the  Railroad  Commlmoners  of  South  Carolina, 

Honored  Sirs  :  The  undersigned,  citizens  of  aud  adjacent  to 
Kinard's,  Laurens  Railroad,  respectfully  ask  that  interposition  on  your 
behalf,  which  it  is  supposed  the  State  of  South  Carolina  invests  you 
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with  the  prerogatives  of,  which  shall  secure  for  them  depot  accommo- 
dations. 

Such  accommodations  are  rendered  desirable,  and  indeed  nece^ary, 
from  various  considerations  which  lie  within  the  very  nature  thereof, 
and  the  need  of  which  is  more  particularly  felt  from  the  following  facts  : 
,  Kinard's  is  three  miles  from  Martin's  Depot,  but  twelve  from  New- 
berry. This  nearness  to  Martin's  is  disadvantageous,  because,  Kinard's 
not  being  a  ticket  station,  we  are  required  to  pay  passenger  fare  to  and 
from  Martin's  when  we  use  the  railroad  as  a  means  of  travel  to  New- 
berry, our  main  commercial  mart.  This  is  so  obviously  unjust  and 
oppressive,  that  but  few,  and  those  only  in  cases  of  emergency,  use  the 
road  for  the.purpose  indicated.  But  the  gravamen  of  the  difficulty  lies 
in  the  fact  that  all  goods  shipped  for  this  point  must  either  be  freight 
prepaid  or  else  they  stop  at  Newberry.  This  prepayment  is  oftentimes 
inconvenient,  expensive,  if  not  impracticable ;  as,  for  instance,  one  of 
us,  some  days  since,  shipping  some  goods  from  a  a  point  below  Columbia, 
found  that  he  could  only  ship  and  prepay  to  Columbia.  In  order  to 
get  his  goods  on  through  to  this  point,  it  was  necessary  to  go  to  Colum- 
bia in  person,  reship  and  prepay  again.  Again,  goods  prepaid  and 
shipped  to  this  point,  put  oiT  on  the  platform,  without  depot  or  agent 
accommodations,  must  either  lie  there  unprotected  or  the  person  to  whom 
they  are  shipped  must  attend  upon  each  train  until  their  arrival.  This 
virtually  amounts  to  no  accommodations  at  all.  As  at  present  consti- 
tuted, the  point  is  oaUed  Kinard's  Turnout,  but  it  is  no  turnout  at  all, 
but  a  mongrel,  hybrid  nondescript  in  railroad  creation,  neither  fish  nor 
fowl,  and  in  many  respects  unsatisfactory. 

We  trust  you  may  be  able  to  bring  the  authorities  of  the  road  to  see 
and  realize  these  points,  and  that  steps  may  be  taken  for  a  speedy  change.

Gentlemen:  We  send  you  the  following  extracts  from  the  correspond- 
ence of  President  Haakell  on  the  matter  of  your  petition : 

"  The  petition  from  Kinard's  requires  very  much  the  same  answer. 
Every  flag  station  on  the  line  would  prefer  a  depot  and  an  agent.  I 
have  several  applications  to  this  effect  on  the  C,  C.  &  A.  K.  R.,  and  from 
places  which  greatly  exceed  Kinard's  in  amount  of  business  done.  The 
railroad  company  complies  with  these  requests  as  rapidly  as  it  can  with 
justice  to  itself  and  the  rights  of  others  concerned.  But  I  would  call 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  what  is  obvious:  that  a  depot  and 
an  agency  will  consume  the  entire  net  earnings  of  many  such  stations, 
and  it  is  impracticable  to  establish  them  without  inflicting  direct  loss  to 
the  company  and  consequent  injuries  to  the  public.  I  submit  that  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  depots  and  agencies  should  be  left  to 
the  railroad  companies."  ''As  to  passenger  rates  from  Kinard's,  I  have 
to  say  that  the  same  charge  is  made  from  that  and  all  flag  stations  at 
regular  rate,  (4  cents)  four  cents  per  mile,  and  no  extra  charge  is  made 
by  Conductors,  but  *  round  trip '  tickets  can  only  be  bought  from  Agents ; 
Conductors  cannot  be  allowed  to  sell  them." 

For  the  reasons  given  by  President  Haskell  and  on  account  of  the 
proximity  of  Kinard's  to  Martin's  (3  miles)  and  Jalapa  (6  miles),  we  do 
not  feel  warranted  in  requiring  the  building  of  a  depot  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  Agent  at  your  place. 

It  appears  that  there  is  no  difl^rence  in  the  passenger  fare  charged 
except  for  "  round  trip"  tickets,  which,  by  rule  of  all  railroads  are  only 
sold  at  stations  where  there  is  an  Agent.

Dear  Sir:  I  will  agree  with  the  railroad  authorities  that  a  depot 
and  an  agent,  to  be  paid  a  salary,  would  not  pay  at  this  place.  I  have 
no  desire  for  the  railroad  company  to  put  a  depot  here,  but  we  need  a 
side  track  and  agent  accommodations.  I  am  told,  and  do  know,  that 
.  the  old  side  track  was  put  here  at  the  expense  of  Kinard  and  the  iron 
was  took  away  since  the  Clyde  Company  bought  it.  The  railroad  com- 
pany no  doubt  think  that  I  am  wanting  to  be  the  agent,  but  they  are 
mistaken.  I  am  only  representing  the  welfare  and  interest  of  our 
neighborhood.  I  am  able  and  willing  to  pay  my  passage  and  freight 
bills,  but  not  willing  to  be  extorted  upon.  The  passage  before  the  war 
was  65  cents  to  Newberry  and  return  the  same  day.  Since  rebuilt,  80 
cents  for  three  days'  ticket,  given  by  conductor,  to  return.  The  present 
the  Clyde  Syndicate,  which  has  created  such  a  stir  among  the  citizens 
and  legislators,  charge  only  the  small  amount  of  $1.15  to  Newberry 
and  return.  I  think  from  the  mile  post  they  have  to  Newberry  it  is 
about  \2\  miles  as  they  state;  4  cents  per  mile  would  make  50  cents  to 
Newberry,  but  they  charge  55  cents,  and  on  returning  60  cents,  making 
81.15  for  the  trip,  when  it  should' be  one  dollar  for  the  trip. 

Don't  mention  Martin's  Depot;  the  people  will  not  go  there  from  here 
only  when  compelled.  They  have  applications  for  depot  and  agents  at 
all  flag  stations.  You  can't  see  the  point.  If  the  railroad  would  let  the 
conductors  issue  tickets  as  they  use  to  do,  you  would  hear  no  more  of 
these  complaints,  and  the  conductors  could  collect  freights;  it  would 
give  more  satisfaction  and  the  railroad  would  make  more  and  be  of  use 
to  the  people.  They  stop  at  flag  stations  to  take  in  passengers  and 
charge  them  more  and  no  return  tickets.*  Why  do  they  take  in  passen- 
gers at  these  places  if  they  don't  treat  them  as  they  should  be?  There 
is  no  satisfaction  in  such,  and  u.ever  will  be  in  their  present  arrange- 
ments. (The  CouTmissioners  stand  between  the  railroad  and  the  citizens. 
You  are  looked  to  for  redress.  Something  will  have  to  be  done.  You 
will  have  to  act  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  people.)  '

Gentlemen:  We  are  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  H.  O.  Henson, 
(one  of  the  signers  of  the  complaint  of  the  citizens  of  Kinard's,)  dated 
the  30th  ult,  in  reply  to  ours  of  the  27th  and  28th  of  March,  all  of 
which,  we  suppose,  have  been  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

Mr.  Henson  says,  in  the  letter  referred  to  above,  "I  have  no  desire  for 
the  railroad  company  to  put  a  depot  here  nor  an  agent  to  be  paid  a 
salary,"  whereas  the  complaint  asks  that  we  secure  for  complainants 
"depot  accommodations"  and  cites  "  such  accommodations  are  rendered 
desirable  and  indeed  necessary,"  and  that  the  "  gravamen  of  the  difficulty 
lies  in  the  fact  that  all  goods  shipped  for  this  point  must  either  be  freight 
prepaid  or  else  they  stop  at  Newberry."  To  overcome  the  difficulties 
complained  of,  a  depot  or  building  should  be  erected  at  and  an  agent 
appointed  for  your  station,  and  this  (as  we  said  before)  we  do  not  deem 
under  the  circumstances  expedient.  To  require  the  railroad  authorities 
to  comply  would  necessitate  similar  accommodations  at  all  flag  stations 
from  which  such  complaints  may  come,  and  this  might  force  the  railroad 
companies  to  abandon  flag  stations  altogether,  and  thus  deprive  the  citi- 
zens contiguous  to  such  points  of  the  limited  conveniences  they  now  enjoy. 

We  have  given  due  consideration  to  the  suggestion  that  "conductors 
issue  tickets,"  and  do  not  feel  that  we  have  authority  to  require  it.

You  will  have  to  act  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  people,"  we  beg  respectfully  to  say  that  under  the 
law  creating  the  Board  it  is  our  duty  to  do  justice  to  the  public  and 
railroads  alike,  and  this  we  are  endeavoring  to  do.

The  83d  Section   General  Railroad   Act,  1494  General  Statutes,  pro- 
vides ;  "  That   every  railroad  company  owning  or  operating  a  railroad 
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ID  this  8tate  shall  erect  and  keep  at  every  office  where  tickets  are 
sold  for  travel  over  its  road  two  good  rooms  or  apartments  of  reason- 
able size  for  the  amount  of  travel  at  such  office,  which  shall  be  furnished 
with  comfortable  seats  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers,  such  rooms 
to  be  iu  charge  of  au  employee  of  such  company,"  etc. 

Our  predecessor,  iu  his  last  Annual  Keport,  said  in  reference  to  this 
requirement  of  the  law :  **  Unimportant  flag  stations,  where  few  get  on 
and  off,  do  not  io  general  require  a  literal  compliance  with  this  Act. 
The  J  are  kept  up  by  the  railroads  for  the  convenience  of  the  citizens  of 
the  particular  locality.  Iu  such  cases  the  citizens  generally  desire  no 
change.  *  *  *  l  have  therefore  acted  more  according  to  the  spirit 
of  that  Section  than  to  the  strict  letter."  The  Commission  concur  in 
these  views,  and  respectfully  recommend  that  the  above  Section  be  so 
amended  as  to  allow  more  discretion  to  the  Board  in  this  matter. 

OFFICE  OF   THE   RAILROAD   COMMISSION. 

Up  to  last  year  no  a^ses^ment  had  been  made  under  the  law  on  the 
railroads  for  office  rent,  the  then  Commissioner  occupying  for  his  office 
two  of  the  C  )mmitte6  room^  in  the  State  H  )use  during  the  recess,  and 
during  the^session  of  the  Legislature  the  inconvenient  and  uncomfortable 
room  of  the  Janitor. 

The  Commission  of  three  entered  upon  their  duties  on  the  10th  of 
January  and  occupied  the  above  nyntioned  Committee  Rooms  until 
(September  Ist,  when  they  succeeded  in  securing  the  rooms  at  present  occu- 
pied by  them  at  a  rental  of  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  per  annum. 

ITEMIZED  RECEIPTS. 

Our  predecessor  in  his  last  year's  Keport  recommended  that  the  3-1  th 
Section  of  the  General  Railroad  Act  (1445  General  Statutes)  should  be 
amended  by  striking  out  the  proviso.  The  Section  reads  ihat  the  con- 
signee or  consignees  of  articles  shipped  may  ''demand  and  receive  from 
the  agent  or  agents  of  the  railroads  delivering  the  same,  and  before  the 
payment  of  any  charges  upon  the  same,  a  full  aud  correct  statement  of 
such  charges,  showing  the  total  amount  to  be  paid  by  said  consignee  or 
consignees,  together  with  the  proportiou  of  the  same  to  be  paid  to  each 
road  over  which,  or  any  part  of  which,  said  freight  may  have  passed, 
whether  such  road  be  beyond  the  limits  of  this  State  or  not:  Provided, 
That  it  be  within  the  power  of  such  agent  or  agents  so  to  do.'* 

We  again  recommend  that  this  proviso  be  stricken  out.  A  way  bill, 
or  '* manifest''  as  it  is  called, should,  aud  usually  does,  accompany  every 
shipment  of  goods,  and  there  can  be,  or  should  be,  no  difficulty  in  the 
agents  complying  with   the  consignee's  demand.     The  Richmond  aud 
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Danville,  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  and  the  Columbia  and 
Greenville  Railroads,  by  their  "Rules  for  Manifesting  Freight,"  require 
the  weights,  charges,  freight,  total  and  divisions, on  each  manifest, and  that 
the  total  be  placed  at  the  foot  of  the  column,  and  such  has  been  the  usage 
with  most  of  the  roads  previous  to  the  law  being  amended  by  adding 
the  above  proviso.  Such  manifest,  showing  what  amount  each  road 
over  which  the  freight  passed,  has  received,  is  essential  to  enable  the 
Commission  to  see  where  an  over  charge  has  been  made. 

INSPECTION   OF   RAILROADS. 

The  pressure  upon  the  time  of  the  Commission  has  been  so  great  that 
it  has  been  impossible  to  make  the  usual  annual  inspections  of  the  rail- 
roads. The  information  received  by  the  Commission  shows  them  gen- 
erally in  OS  good  condition  as  last  year,  and  in  some  instances  much  im- 
proved. One  of  the  Commissioners  inspected  the  Charlotte,  Columbia 
and  Augusta  Railroad  and  its  leased  roads,  the  Chester  and  Lenoir  and 
the  Cheraw  and  Chester.  He  was  accompauied  by  a  competent  expert, 
who  reports  to  the  Commission  that  the  bridges  and  trestles  are  in  the 
main  good.  The  Commissioner  says  he  iiuds  since  his  last  annual  inspec- 
tion that  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  three  roads,  and  some 
new  steel  rails  laid  on  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta — the  last 
mile  of  stringer  tracic  having  been  replaced  by  crossties  and  steel  rails. 
He  has  uniformly,  since  his  first  year  as  Commissioner,  urged  the  use, 
on  bridges  and  trestles,  of  close  and  heavy  crossties  with  strong  guard 
rails  notched  down  and  fastened  with  iron  bolts  to  every  second  or  third 
tie.  The  utility  of  this  structure  for  the  preservation  of  life  and  prop- 
erty was  strikingly  illustrated  on  the  Enoree  River  some  three  years  ago, 
when  an  entire  train  was  derailed  and  ran  fifty  feet  on  the  crossties,  and 
but  for  the  guard  rail  would  have  been  precipitated  into  the  river. 

NEW  AND  PROJECTED  RAILROADS. 

The  Georgetown  and  Lane's  Road,  running  from  Georgetown  to  Lane's, 
a  station  on  the  Northeastern  tlailroad,  thirty-six  miles  from  Georgetown 
and  fifty-five  miles  from  Charleston,  has  just  been  completed  and  not  yet 
put  into  operation.  It  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the  railroad  system  of 
the  State,  bringing  into  intimate  communication  with  the  other  portions 
of  the  State  a  section  hitherto  somewhat  inaccessible,  and  opening  an- 
other shipping  port  in  the  State.  Its  ofiicers  report  that  "  the  road  is 
hiid  with  the  best  steel  rails  and  is  first  class  in  all  of  its  appointments, 
including  cars  ('f  40,000  pounds*  capacity." 

The  Carolina,  Cumberland  Gap  and  Chicago  Railroad  Company 
encourage  the  hope  that  this  railroad,  so  important  to  the  State,  will  ere 

g  receive  the  financial  support  requisite  to  carry  it  forward. 
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The  grading  of  the  Spartanburg,  Laurens  and  Greenwood  Road  is 
progressing  raj^idly  to  completion  and  the  road  will  probably  be  in  opera- 
tion before  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Work  on  the  Greenville  and  Laurens  Road,  the  Commission  is  in- 
formed, will  be  soon  begun  and  the  work  pushed  rapidly  forward. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  that  the  creation  of  a  Railroad  Commission 
deters  capitalists  from  investing  in  railroads  in  the  States  that  have  such 
Commissions.  Such  is  not  the  experience  in  Georgia.  The  Commission 
of  that  State,  in  their  Report  of  October,  1882,  say:  "An  experience  of 
three  years  of  the  practical  operations  of  railroads  in  this  State,  under 
the  supervision  of  law,  has  for  that  period  shown  largely  increased  reve. 
noes  to  the  railroads,  larger  dividends  to  the  railroad  stockholders,  higher 
prices  for  railroad  shares,  greater  volume  of  business,  largely  stimulated 
travel,  greatly  increased  tendency  to  invest  capital  in  our  State,  more 
miles  of  railroad  built  and  being  built  in  Georgia  and  corresponding 
benefits  to  the  public  generally,  and  the  railroad  authorities  and  the 
people  on  better  terms  with  each  other  than  ever  before  during  a  similar 
period  in  our  history."

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3.  The  fare  shall  always  be  made  that  maliiple  of  five  nearest  reached  by  multiplying  the 
rate  by  the  distance.  Thus :  For  S3  cents  for  11  miles  ooUeot  35  cents ;  for  42  cents  for  14  miles 
collect  40  cents. 

4.  For  berths  on  sleeping  cars  not  exceeding  $1.00  for  100  miles  or  less  shall  be  charged,  and 
for  distances  orer  100  miles  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  one  cent  per  mile. 

*  5.  Upon  a  corpse  the  regular  passenger  fare  of  its  class  may  be  charged.  If  not  in  good 
condition,  or  improperly  packed,  or  not  accompanied  by  a.  person  in  charge*  the  railroad 
company  may  decline  to  receive  It. 

6.  There  shall  be  no  unjust  discrimination  as  to  passenger  rates  in  favor  of  or  against  any 
individual  or  locality:  Provided^  however.  That  this  rule  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  railroad  companies  '*  from  issuing  commutation,  excursion  or  thousand  mile  tickets 
as  the  same  are  now  issued." 

7.  On  each  passenger  car  shall  be  carried,  in  a  conspicuoos  place,  one  good  hand-saw  and 
one  good  dub-axe  for  use  in  case  of  accident. 

8.  Notice  of  change  in  the  Schedule  time  of  Passenger  Trains  must  be  conspicuously  posted 
at  each  of  the  Stations  along  the  line  of,  road  for  at  least  three  days  before  the  change 
is  to  take  effect. 

9.  General  Statutes.  Section  1450,  provides  that  **Any  Baggage  Master  or  other  person  whose 
duty  it  is  to  handle,  remove  or  take  care  of  the  baggage  of  passengers,  who  shall  willfully  or 
recklessly  injure  or  destroy  any  imnk,  valise,  box.  package  or  parcel  while  loading,  trans- 
porting, unloading,  delivering  or  storing  the  same  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days." 

10.  General  Statutes*  Section  1503.  provides  that  **  Every  railroad  eorporation,  when 
requested,  shall  give  checks  to  passengers  for  their  baggage  when  delivered  for  transporta- 
tion in  good  shipping  order,  and  shall  re-deliver  the  same  to  the  passengers  upon  the  surren-

FREIGHT  RULES  AND   REGULATIONS. 

1.  The  Commission  is  required  by  the  **  General  Railroad  Act"  to  determine  *'  what  shall 
be  the  limits  of  longer  and  shorter  distances,"  and  10  miles  has  therefore  been  fixed  as  the 
usual  limit  for  a  change  of  freight  rates;  but  the  railroads  may,  if  they  so  desire,  for  inter- 
mediate distances,  adopt  rates  also  intermediate  between  those  given  in  the  table.  Stations 
not  over  two  (2)  miles  beyond  the  upper  limits  of  any  ten  (10)  mile  group  may  be  included  in 
such  group. 

2.  Each  railroad  company  shall  make  a  Table  showing  the  distances  between  all  its  stations, 
by  name,  and  shall  post  the  same,  together  with  the  **  Standard  Freight  Tariff  "and  classifica- 
tion prescribed  by  the  Commission,  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  their  respective  stations. 
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S.  !■  the  apylioatioB  of  the  "Standard  Freight  Tariff"  for  purposes  of  transportation. 
Bain  liaei,  hnnehee  and  connecting  railroads,  when  operated  together  or  controlled  by  one 
ooBBpaaF.  shall  be  regarded  as  parts  of  one  road,  and  the  rates  shall  be  computed  as  upon 
parts  of  one  and  the  same  road. 

4.  For  a  like  serriee,  for  equal  distances,  more  shall  not  be  charged  to  one  than  to  another 
penoB.  nor  shallthe  same  or  more  be  charged  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance;  it 
being  nnderstvod,  however,  that  this  rule  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  interfere  with  the 
provisions  of  Bales  9  and  10. 

5.  There  shall  be  no  discrimination  by  any  railroad  9ompany  chartered  by  this  State  in 
faTor  of  or  against  any  railroad  company  with  which  it  may  connect,  but  each  road  shall 
deal  with  all  its  connections  at  any  one  point  on  the  same  terms,  and  shall  afford  the  like 
usual  customary  Ihoilities  for  the  interchange  of  freight  between  all  of  its  connections  at  the 
same  point,  any  oontraei*  eombination,  joint  ownership  or  management  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

6.  No  rebate,  boous.  drawback  or  other  advantsge  in  any  form  shall  be  allowed,  directly 
or  indirectly,  upon  shipments  made  or  serrice  rendered  to  any  person,  but  the  rates  shall  be 
the  tame  to  all,  and  public. 

7.  The  rates  fixed  by  the  **  Commissioners*  Standard  Freight  Tariff"  are  maximum  rates, 
which  the  railroads  shall  not  exceed.  They  may  adopt  lower  rates ;  but  if  they  do  so  for  one 
they  shall  for  a  like  service  adopt  the  same  reduced  rates  for  all  persons;  and  if  they  fix 
less  flight  rates  from  one  station  they  shall  make  a  reduction  of  the  same  per  cent,  at  all 
stations  along  the  line  of  road,  (except  as  provided  for  by  Rules  9  and  10.)  so  as  not  to  dis- 
eriminato  against  any  person  or  locality. 

8.  The  rate  of  freight  by  regular  passenger  train  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  allowed  by 
ordinary  freight  trains  for  first  class  freight  with  50  per  cent,  added  thereto,  and  no  railroad 
company  shall,  by  reason  of  any  contract  with  any  Express  or  other  company,  decline  or 
refuse  to  transport  any  article  proper  for  transportation  on  the  train  for  which  it  is  offered. 

9.  The  railroads  are  authorised  to  charge  twenty-five  cents  on  any  single  shipment, 
although  by  the  tariff  the  rate  may  be  less  than  that  amount. 

lU.  The  railroads  will  not  be  required  to  "  regulate  their  charges  for  shorter  distances  by 
their  proportion  of  through  rates  between  terminal  or  junctional  competitive  points." 

11.  Prompt  notice  shall  he  given  to  the  Commission  of  any  reduction  of  rates,  and  the 
reduced  rates  shall  be  posted  conspicuously  near  the  "Standard  Freight  Tariff." 

12.  Applications  to  the  Commission  for  Joint  Rales  between  stations  on  different  railroads, 
not  controlled  by  the  same  company,  must  be  made  in  writing. 

13.  A  ton  is  2,000  pounds.  A  car  load  is  20,000  pounds,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  in 
classification.  For  loads  over  20,G00  pounds  pro  rate  at  car  load  rates.  Where  rates  are  fixed 
for  articles  of  freight  in  less  than  car  loads  the  aggregate  amouut  charged  shall  not  exceed 
the  car  load  rates  for  such  articles. 

Note  i.  Shippers  may  be  required  to  load  and  unload  car  loads  of  articles  opposite  to  which  "  See 
Note  I  "  appears  ia  the  classification.

The  Commission 
would  therefore  earnestly  urge  upon  the  managers  qf  all  the  roads  that 
the  form  be  filled  carefully  in  every  partumlar;  indeed,  Aia  must  be  done. 
The  law  requires  the  reports  to  be  returned  to  the  Board  by  the  31st 
August.  We  would  thank  you  to  return  it  as  early  as  practicable  after

Notwithstanding  this  notice,  the  reports  from  most  of  the  roads  reached 
the  Commission  at  a  late  day  and  has  caused  much  delay  in  the  preparar 
tion  of  this  report.  And,  further,  while  a  few  of  the  reports  sent  in  are 
clear  and  satisfactory,  most  of  them  are  so  incomplete  and  inaccurate  as 
to  be  of  little  service,  notwithstanding  they  have  been  returned  many 
times  for  correction.  The  Commission  had  hoped  to  get  these  reports  in 
such  shape  as  to  warrant  their  being  embodied  herein,  but  have  been 
disappointed.  Tables  as  full  as  can  be  made  from  the  material  before  us 
will  be  found  in  this  Report.  It  is  the  present  purpose  of  the  Commission 
to  point  out  in  detail  to  the  railroad  authorities,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
the  defects  and  omissions  referred  to  above,  and  to  give  notice  that  here- 
after they  will  be  required  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  law  in 
every  particular.

The  Commission  had  hoped  by  this  method  to  obtain  the  necessary 
data,  by  which  estimates  might  be  made  at  the  close  of  the  business 
season  of  the  percentage  of  income  realized  by  the  owners  of  the  roads  on 
their  investment.  Many  of  the  roads  have  not  answered,  and  most  of 
the  replies  that  have  reached  the  Commission  are  vague  and  valueless.

Authority  and  Duty  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
Under  the  La^v  to  Make  and  Regulate  Rates 
for  Freight  Coming  from  ^Vithout  or  Going 
Beyond  the  Limits  of  the  State. 
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Office  of  the  Attorney  General, 
Charleston,  S.  C,  October  29th,  1883. 
To  Hon,  M.  L.  Bonham,  L.  J.  Walker,  D.  P.  Duncan, 

Railroad  Coinmisdoners. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  received  your  com niunicatioQ  in  which  you  state 
that  ''the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  being  divided  in  opinion  as 
to  its  powers  under  the  law  to  make  and  regulate  rates  for  freight  coming 
from  without  or  going  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,  Resolved,  That  the 
question  be  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General,  with  request  that  he 
advise  the  Commissioners  as  to  their  authority  and  duty  in  relation 
thereto,"  and  have  the  honor  to  reply  as  follows : 

The  question  of  the  authority  and  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commission- 
,  ers  must  be  determined  by  construing  together  the  entire  Railroad  Law 
contained  in  the  original  ''General  Railroad  Act"  of  9th  February, 
1882,  and  embraced  in  the  General  Statutes  of  1882,  and  the  amend- 
ments made  by  the  Act  of  21st  December,  1882,  (XVIII S.  L.,  p.  10,)  as 
well  those  which  declare  what  the  railroad  companies  doing  business  in 
this  State  shall  be  required  to  do,  and  what  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  them 
to  do,  as  those  which  expressly  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners appointed  under  the  amended  Act. 

The  provisions  which  I  think  are  necessary  to  be  considered  for  the 
purposes  of  the  present  inquiry  are  as  follows: 

As  to  Railroad  Companies— Act  of  2l8t  December,  1882,  (XVIII S.  L., 
p.  10)  : 

'•Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  engaged 
alone  or  doing  business  with  others  in  this  State  in  the  transportation, 
shipment  or  receiving  of  property  by  railroad,  and  whether  unorganized 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  organized  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  Act  of 
incorporation  or  general  law  of  this  or  any  other  State,  now  in  force,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  enacted,  or  whether  doing  business  without  being 
thus  organized  or  incorporated,  to  charge,  collect,  demand  or  receive 
more  than  a  fair  and  reasonable  rate  of  toll  or  compensation  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  freight  of  any  description,  or  for  the  use 
and  transportation  of  any  railroad  car  upon  its  track  or  any  of  the 
branches  thereof,  or  upon  any  railroad  within  this  State  which  it  has  the 
right,  license  or  permission  to  use,  operate  or  control. 

"Sec.  2.  "*"  *  ^  to  make  any  unjust  discrimination  in  its  rates  or 
charges  of  toll  or  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or 
freight  of  any  description,  or  for  the  use  and  transportation  of  any  rail- 
road car  upon  its  said  road,  or  upon  any  of  the  branches  thereof,  or  upon 
any  of  the  railroads  connected  (or  working  in  connection)  therewith;  or 
which  it  has  the  right,  license  or  permission  to  operate,  control  or  use  *  *  . 

"  Sec.  3.     *     *     *     to  charge,  collect  or  receive  for  the  transportation 
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of  any  pfuaeoger  or  fVciglit  ul'  auy  iluacrifitioo  tifna  Ub  rnilroB']  far  any

Section  G  of  the  South  Caroliua  Stamie  is  the  same  as  Section  5  uf  the 
Georgia  "Act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  railroad  freight  nnd  paa- 
■enger  (arifCt  in  the  Slate,  to  prevent  unjust  discriitiination  nnd  extortion 
In  the  rates  charged  for  [raiisporlniion  of  passenger*  and  freights,  Ac," 
approved  October  14,  1><79,  except  that  the  following  is  added  in  the 
G«()rg)ii  Htatute:  '•  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  be 
lakeu  as  in  any  manner  abridging  or  controlling  the  rules  for  freight 
charged  by  any  railroad  company  in  this  Slaie  for  carrying  freight 
Rhidi  comes  from   or  goes  beyond   the  boundaries  of  the  Stale,  and  on 
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which  freight  less  than  local  rates  on  any  railroad  carrying  the  same  are 
charged  by  such  railroad,  but  said  railroad  companies  shall  possess  the 
same  power  and  right  to  charge  such  rates  for  carrying  such  freights  as 
they  possessed  before  the  passage  of  this  Act." 

Sections  86  and  87  of  the  Illinois  iStatute  were  construed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  that  State  in  the  case  of  **The  People  of  Illinois  vs. 
The  Wabash,  St  Lovis  and  Pacific  Railroad  Company**  decided  June 
Term.  1882;  and  it  was  held  that  they  do  not  confine  the  "unjust  dis- 
crimination *  mentioned  in  the  Statute  to  charges  for  transportation  of 
freight  wholly  within  the  limits  of  State.  The  language  "within  the 
State  **  has  reference  to  the  roads  which  a  railroad  company  may  operate 
in  the  State. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  de- 
livered by  Craig,  J.:  ^ 

"The  declaration  in  this  case  contained  several  counts,  but  the  sub- 
stance of  the  averments  in  each  was  that  the  defendant  carried  the  same 
class  of  freight  from  Peoria  to  New  York  City  for  a  less  sum  of  money 
than  it  carried  similar  freight  from  Gil  man  to  New  York,  and  that 
Peoria  wns  a  greater  distance  from  New  York  than  Oilman.  The  de- 
cision of  the  Court,  sustaining  a  demurrer  to  the  declaration,  was  no  doubt 
predicated  on  the  view  either  that  the  Statute  did  not  in  terms  apply  to 
the  transportation  of  property  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,  or  that  the 
Legislature  had  no  power  to  pass  a  law  regulating  charges  for  the  trans- 
portation of  property  from  a  point  within  the  State  of  Illinois  to  a  point 
within  the  State  of  New  York.  The  action  was  brought  under  Section 
87  Revised  Statutes,  1874.  page  817,  which  declares:  *  If  any  such  rail- 
road corporation  aforesaid  shall  make  any  unjust  discrimination  in  its 
rates  or  chnrges  of  toll  or  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers or  freight  of  any  description,  or  for  the  use  and  transportation  of 
any  railroad  car  upon  its  said  road,  or  upon  any  of  the  branches  thereof, 
or  upon  any  railroads  connected  therewith  which  it  has  the  right,  license 
or  permission  to  operate,  control  or  use  within  this  State,  the  same  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  having  violated  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  dealt  with  as  hereinafter  provided.'" 

"  In  order  to  arrive  at  a  proper  construction  of  this  Section,  it  should 
he  read  in  connection  with  Section  86  which  precedes  it.  That  Section 
declares:  *If  any  railroad  corporation  organized  or  doing  business  in 
this  State  *  *  *  *  shall  charge,  collect,  demand  or  receive  more 
than  a  fair  and  reasonable  rate  of  toll  or  compensation  for  the  transport- 
ation of  passengers  or  freight  of  any  description,  or  for  the  use  and 
tran"«portation  of  any  railroad  car  upon  its  track,  or  any  of  the  branches 
thereof,  or  upon  any  railroad  within  this  State  which  it  has  the  right, 
license  or  permi-<sion  to  use,  operate  or  control,  the  same  shall  be  deemed 


gvillj'  of  ffxtortioti,  nod  upon  con»iction  thereof  almll  be  dealt  wiih  n» 
Itereiaafter  provided.'  It  will  be  observed  ihoi  this  Section  iu  not  limited 
to  nilroods  erganized  tioder  the  taws  nl'  tliie  Stale,  but  includes  M  rail- 
road companies  which  operate  railroads  in  this  Slate  regurdleas  of  the 
State  ID  which  they  may  be  organized ;  and  the  lauguagcof  the  firit 
part  of  SectioQ  87,  '  if  auy  aiich  railroad  corpurutiuu  almll.'  &c„  brings 
»IJ  rftilread  cirporaiions  which  operate  railnimld  In  ibeSiiiie  witliiu  the 
pravniun  of  the  St^cliou  whether  tbcy  mny  be  organized  under  our  law 
Of  uud«r  the  laiva  of  some  ulher  Kiuie.  The  Statute  seems  to  make  uo 
dUtitivtion  whiiiBver  lielneen  n  nilroad  urgaiiiied  in  this  State  and  a 
railroad  orgtiniztrd  in  another  Slate.  And  by  the  terms  of  the  .Smitloa 
tbo  ufleHse  Duuxixta  in  an  unjust  discrimination  of  the  rates  uharged. 
Pine,  For  the  tramtiio nation  of  passengers  and  freight  of  any  dosurip- 
lion.  S-^^Mud.  For  the  use  and  iransportatiun  tif  any  railroad  car  upon 
ibt  road.  Third.  For  Lbe  use  of  auy  railroad  car  upon  auy  of  the  branclieM 
■if  the  rand.  Fourlit.  Upon  any  ruilroadj  connected  with  the  rowl  gr 
its  braiiuhes  which  it  is  tiuthoriKod  tu  uso  iu  the  Slate.  There  is  nothing 
here  which  would  contine  the  unjust  iliacrimin<ttt<in  of  charges  for  the 
trtasportation  of  property  within  the  limits  of  the  Htato,  The  use  of 
th«  Words  '  withia  this  State'  in  the  lo^t  part  of  the  Section  cauuot  by 
any  fair  uonBtruciiun  be  held  to  limit  the  uujust  discrimination  mentioned 
IB  the  Statute  to  charges  fur  the  transpurtalion  of  freight  wholly  within 
tbe  State.  The  language  'within  ihe  State'  has  refereuce  to  the  rouda 
which  «  railroad  company  may  opurute  in  the  State. 

"  Reliance  is  placed  upon  the  language  of  the  first  p'irl  of  Section  68, 
which  declares:  If  any  such  railroad  corpirjilioti  shnil  charge,  culleci 
(ir  rcoeive  for  tlie  trAOsporiatioa  of  auy  pusionger  or  freiglil  of  any 
dncription  uimiu  its  railroad  for  any  distance  wilhiu  this  State,  tfeu.;  but 
Upon  an  examination  of  the  whole  Section  it  will  be  seen  thai  it  was  not 
iateaded  for  the  purpose  claimed,  hut  its  main  olijocl  is  to  provide  and 
declare  that  certain  things  shall  be  prlmi  facie  evidence  to  sustain  a 
cluirgH  of  unjust  disorimination.  »  *  »  «  » 

Id  arriving  ul  a  proper  cuostruulion  to  bo  placed  upon  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  it  is  a  legiiimnle  inquiry  to  ascertain  the  purpjse  and  object 
of  the  law,  the  evil  to  be  remedied  and  the  wrong  to  be  righted  by  ch« 
passa^te  of  lbe  Uw.  Now,  if  the  o1)jecl  was  to  provide  a  reasonable  aud 
Bniforin  system  of  rates,  and  one  which  would  prolilhit  a  commou  carrier 
from  oliargiiig  one  person  more  than  another,  why  should  a  system  bo 
Mtablishcd  which  would  atfird  relief  and  protection  when  pnipertr  is  to 
ba  transported  from  one  point  tu  aiiutber  in  the  State,  and  make  uo 
prortsioa  whatever  when  properly  is  In  be  shipped  frura  a  point  within 
to  suue  point  without  the  State?  It  is  a  part  of  the  history  of  the 
MUBtry.  with  which  the  L'gislature  was  no  doubt  familiar  when  the  law 
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WAS  enacteil,  titat  k  much  larger  por  cent,  of  the  property  shipped  byfl 
mil  was  trnn^iurlDil  out  ul'  the  Ht&la  tliau  rrora  <iui!  poluL  to  anuLherl 
wilhiii  Che  Sute.  This  bdiig  the  case,  il  is  UDreasutimhte  to  believe  thatJ 
the  Legislature  would  pfDvidc  relief  in  the  latter  uaae  and  take  Do  aolioQ  | 
whatever  Id  ttverl  the  evil  in  the  furoier."

S«cti'iU3  1  and  2  of  tiie  Suuih  Carolina  Statute,  which  duclure  it  lo 
beanlanfiit  for  arif  railntad  coiupapy  dulng  busitieM  lu  iliia  Biale  to 
charge  murti  thun  fair  and  remtnnuble  ratea  ti>r  iraii^iiiirlatinti  or  tn  make 
anj  utijuit  diftrituiiiatiim  in  ita  rjites  upon  its  rood  iir  any  of  the  rail- 
imdH  connected  or  workinij  in  cannrcthn  therewitli,  are,  aa  I  havu 
•h*>wD,  e«B<!iitmlly  identical  with  the  Sect!  on  a  of  the  IHiuoU  Sistuteit 
mnsirueil  in  this  ea«,  (the  difference,  if  any,  being  that  ihii  Suoih  Caro- 
lina Ststule  ia  more  extended  than  the  Illinois  Kmtulm.)  The  Suprt^mv 
Uiort  of  Illiuou  decided  that  thero  was  nothing  lo  limit  the  opurattun 
of  lbe«;  Sections  to  U-]in3portaiion  within  the  liinits  of  tho  ^jtaie  ;  that 
ttw  objvct  and  inleut  of  the  law  wai  to  secure  a  roasonnhle  aud  uniform 
aystcm  of  rate?,  whiuli  would  not  lie  aiuined  if  relief  aud  [>roieutiun 
was  not  afforded  wheu  properly  la  shipped  from  a  point  within  to  a  point 
wilhiiul  the  Slate,  Im^iioinoh  as  a  much  Iiirgi-r  per  ci^nt.  of  the  frt^ight 
i>li(p]iei|  by  rail  la  trun:<ported  out  of  the  Htiiie  than  from  one  point  t<» 
snathvr  within  the  Snue,  and  ihat  it  cannot  be  presumed  that  the  Li?gis- 
lature  intendcrl  to  nffird  relief  fur  the  leaner  evil  and  make  no  provision 
to  arrest  the  greater.  The  reasuuiug  applies  with  eijiml  force  in  giving 
«uD8truGiiau  to  the  aauie  language  in  the  South  Carol ina  Statute.  "The 
[lurpo^e  and  iihjeet  of  the  law,  thn  evil  to  he  remedied  and  the  wrung  to 
be  righted  by  the  passage  of  the  law"  are  the  same  in  both  ea^ea.  Tbii 
deciaiuD  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Xllinoia,  giving  cunalruolion  to  these 
^«cliuii8  of  the  Statute  of  that  State,  had  been  made  and  wna  known  f  > 
the  Legislature  of  Siiuth  Carolina  when  the  identical  lunguago  of  these 
Seciiana  was  adopted  and  incorp'>raled  ijito  the  South  Carolina  Statute 
tio  th?  »nie  subject,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  conittrueiioQ  by  our  own 
Courts  U  entitled  to  great  weight  in  couelruing  nnr  Statute.  I  ct-rtainly 
feel  bound  to  follow  that  decision  and  apply  the  conetruetion  there  given 
to  the  same  words  iu  our  Statute. 

To  this  reaHUiiug  I  will  add  that  Secliun  3  declares  U  Uj  he  unlawful 
(•tr  any  railroad  compauiea  doing  Imsiuesi  in  thia  Slate  to  do  or  permit 
oeruin  things  therein  enumerated,  (e.  jr.,   lu  charge  for  tninsiiortatiuu 
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for  aoy  distauce  the  same  or  a  greater  amouot  than  is  at  the  same  time 
charged  over  a  greater  distance,)  all  which,  whether  made  or  done 
directly  or  by  raeaus  of  aoy  shift  or  evasion,  it  declares  shall  be  deemed 
and  taken  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  unjust  discrimination  pro- 
hibited by  tiie  Act. 

Sections  6  and  7  make  it  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to 
make  such  just  and  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
for  preventing  unjust  discrimination. 

These  Sections  prescribing  the  duties  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
are,  as  I  have  shown,  the  same  as  the  Sections  of  the  Greorgia  Statute, 
except  that  the  Georgia  Statute  contains  an  express  proviso  that  nothing 
in  the  Act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  abridge  or  control  the  rates 
charged  by  railroad  companies  for  transportation  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  State,  but  that  such  companies  shall  have  the  same  right  as  to  such 
as  they  possessed  before  the  passage  of  the  Act. 

It  would  seem  that  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  considered  that  but  for 
such  express  proviso  the  language  of  the  Act  would  be  construed  to  give 
to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  the  right  to  control  the  charges  for  trans- 
portation beyond  the  limits  of  the  State. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Legislature  of  South  Carolina  had  inserted 
in  the  preceding  Sections  of  the  Act  the  Sections  of  the  Illinois  law, 
which  had  been  construed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  State  to  extend 
to  transportat'on  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,  the  omission  of  the 
proviso  of  the  Georgia  Act,  which  excepted  transportation  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  State  from  the  control  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  from 
the  Section  prescribing  their  duties,  is  very  signi6oant. 

The  authority  and  power  given  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  must 
be  presumed  to  have  been  commensurate  with  the  duties  required  of 
them. 

If  the  rates  charged  by  any  railroad  company  doing  business  in  this 
State  for  transportation  which  it  undertakes,  although  partly  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  State,  comes  within  the  definition  of  **  unjust  discrimina- 
tion" given  in  the  Railroad  Law,  then  the  Commissioners  must  have  the 
authority  and  power  to  make  such  just  and  reasonable  rules  as  are  neces- 
sary to  prevent  such  unjust  discrimination,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  make 
and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations.  On  a  first  reading  the  phrase- 
ology of  Section  6,  declaring  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  pre- 
veniiug  unjust  discrimination  in  the  transportation  of  freight  and  passen- 
gers on  the  railroads  in  this  State^  might  seem  to  be  inconsistent  with  the 
conclusion  I  have  reached — that  their  power  extends  to  the  regulation  of 
transportation  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State.  But  I  think  when  con- 
strued in  connection  with  the  other  provisions  of  the  law  and   to  carry

taake  rules  and  regulalious  fur  "railroad  companies  doing  busineds  lu 
lbs  Stat*!,"  "nr  the  mil  roads  thcrenf,"  iis  used  iu  other  Heetiuus. 

So,  trto,  it  may  be  objected  that  the  eonstnictiou  I  have  given  is  ineoo- 
Kiat«at  with  Section  31  of  the  original  Kailroad  Act,  which  is  still  Eu 
fereo,  nod  which,  while  declaring  it  unlawful  for  railroad  companies  to 
clttrge  or  receive  any  greater  compensation  for  carrying  freight  for  a 
(horler  than  for  a  longer  distance  in  one  coutinuoud  carriage,  expreiuly 
proridtM  ihftt  the  Act  shall  not  be  construed  so  na  to  require  ady  corpo- 
ration or  combination  of  corporations  to  regulate  their  charges  for 
shorter  diatitDces  by  their  proportion  of  through  rtttes  between  terminal 
or  joQclioDal  competitive  points. 

This  HeciioQ  inu«t  be  oonatrued  in  conoectioa  with  Hection  9  of  tbe 
■ueudaiory  Act,  which  requires  that  all  contracts  and  agreements  i>a- 
Lwmn  railroad  companies  doing  business  iu  this  ^tate  as  lo  rales  of 
chargef,  freight  and  passenger  lariffa,  and  all  arrangements  and  agree- 
iueai«  irhatever  as  to  the  divifiion  of  earnings  of  any  kind  by  compeling 
railraad  comp^inies  doing  business  in  this  State,  shall  besubntittud  to  the 
fiallroail  Com  mission  era  for  inspection  and  approval,  in  «<}  f^r  as  thay 
afEact  the  rule»  and  regulations  made  by  the  said  CDmmiasioncrs  to 
tararo  to  alt  perxons  doing  business  with  the  said  companies  just  aod 
rfaaonable  rates  of  charges  for  fruigliL  and  passenger  tariA'^,  and  that 
tijm  CommisMioners  may  make  such  rules  and  regulatioas  as  to  such  con- 
tr%cta  and  agreements  as  may  be  then  deemed  necessary  and  proper; 
aod  any  such  agreements  not  approved  by  the  Commissioners,  or  by 
wfaich  charges  shall  exceed  the  fixed  rates,  shall  bo  void.  These  Hea- 
tioDS  should,  if  potisibte,  be  reconciled  ;  bat  if  there  is  an  ioconsisteDcy 
whicli  oauuot  be  reconciled  hy  a  reauouable  conaimction,  the  !^eutiuu  last 
adopted  must  control. 

Tho  "agreements  nod  arrangements  as  to  division  of  earnings  of  uiy 
kiod  by  tnmpeling  railroad  companies,"  which  Section  9  re<iiiires  shall 
be  submittorl  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for_  approval,  certainly 
embrace  the  "through  rates  between  terminal  or  junctional  points" 
oHule  by  "any  corporation  or  combination  of  corporations"  mentioned 
in  Sectional.  And  by  Section  33,  each  and  all  tbe  provisions  of  the 
Ian  shall  apply  to  all  carriage  on  one  actually  or  anbsiantially  continu- 
oas  carriige,  or  at  part  of  nteh  eontinuotn  etrn'aye,  whether  wholly  on 
iioe  railroad  or  partly  on  several  railroads,  aod  whether  such  services 
are  performed  or  compensation  paid  by  or  to  one  person  alone  or  in  con- 
13— KRC 
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Declioa  with  othera.  I  think  thai,  iipou  a  raaaonnble  cooatruotiim  oriln 
several  Seciiuos,  the  authority  of  t)ie  Rnilroad  CVinmiasinuerd  extenda  to 
ihe  regulatiuu  af  "through  rates  betweea  competitive  points;"  au<l  if, 
the  through  rates  fixer)  by  railroad  companies  doing  buainesa  in  this 
State  belrfeen  uoropetitive  poinla,  although  wilhuut  the  State,  tutikc,  ia 
the  juilgmant  of  tbu  Railroad  Ck>mmi3aioners,  unjust  discriinioatioa 
betneen  citnpetitivc  p'lints,  the  Railroad  Commissioners  have  the  same 
authority  to  correct  thera  aa  they  have  to  correct  unjust  discriim nation 
between  points  not  competitive. 

The  underlying  principle  of  the  oulire  Railroad  Law  is  that,  in  Iraits- 
porlntion  by  rnilroadf,  "equality  is  eij'iity ;"  that  there  shall  ba  in  all 
cases  fiir  a  like  serviee  "  equal  rates  fur  equal  distances;"  and  I  think 
thU  principle  applies  equally  to  thniugh  rates.  The  mode  of  correcting 
auy  unjust  ilisL-ri ruination  in  rate^  hdtween  competitive  points  !«  difrsreiil 
from  that  which  may  be  adopter!  to  prevent  uujust  discrlm; 
tween  poiuls  not  competitive.  In  the  latter  case  the  railroad  company. 
is  compelled  to  charge  for  all  distances  along  its  entire  line  tlie  aami 
rale  as  It  at  the  same  time  charges  f»r  any  distance  on  the  line.  In  the' 
cose  of  thrnu^h  rates,  the  railroads  are  allowed  to  reduce  at  uompetitive 
puinU,  withkiut  being  required  to  make  the  same  reduction  along  the 
entire  line.  But  the  rule  rif  equality,  of  proportion  of  rate  to  dinanr;e, 
remains,  and  a  railroad  company  cannot,  therefore,  for  u  like  service, 
make  h  less  rale  between  certain  competitive  points  than  it  makes  be- 
tween all  competitive  points.  For  example.  Columbia  being 
live  pi>int  as  to  several  port>,  as  .Savanuah,  Oh 
Norfolk.  Richmond.  Baltiinore,  New  York.  &■: 
iloiug  business  in  this  8tate  uHuuot  lor  a  like  aervit 
or  agreement,  make  the  through  rales  lo  any  one  ( 
the  pri>portiuiiale  rat?  as  to  diatanee  between  Columbia  and  each  of  the 
nther  competiiive  points. 

I  therefore  advise  that  the  Railroad  Commissioners  have  thi 
ir  the  law  to  make  and  regulate  rate^i  for  freight  coming  fi 
ir  going  beyond   the  llmila  of  tlie  Slate."  iocludiug  through  rates 
een  terminal  or  junctional  competitive  pitints. 

I  have  the  less  heeitation  in  giving  this  advice,  because  unless  the 
Railroad  Commissioners  have  this  authority,  their  regulation  of  rates  fur 
■ftDsportatioa  within  the  limits  of  the  Sute  would  not  only  be  inade- 
fuate  to  eHVct  the  purposes  for  which  the  law  creating  iheiu  wjis  passed, 
■Ul  Buoh  partial  regulatjou  would  ojwrate  most  iajuHotiily  U(iuu  the 
iBtereala  of  the  .State,  for  whose  betieSt  it  was  ii>tended.  F-ir  if  the 
Sailroad  Conimiisiuners  uotitrol  the  rates  ftr  transportation  within  th« 
,  but  cannot  interfere  with  rales  for  transportation  beyond  the 
[pit«  of  the  State,  the  natural  effect  will  l>e,  that  all  railruad 
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doing  buBiness  in  this  State  will  offer  every  inducement  for  the  transport- 
ation of  the  products  of  the  State  which  must  reach  a  market  by  rail 
to  points  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State. 

Should  the  Railroad  Commissioners  exercise  the  authority  which  I 
have  advised  that  they  possess,  if  my  construction  is  erroneous,  their 
action  based  upon  it  can  be  corrected  by  the  Courts,  without  injury  or 
serious  inconvenience  to  the  railroad  companies  affected  by  it;  but  if 
they  decline  to  exercise  the  power,  those  whose  interests  will  be  injuri- 
ously afiected  will  not  have  so  ready  and  easy  a  remedy.

Hon.  M.  L.  BoNHAM,  Chairman  Railroad  Commiarioners,  Columbia,  8.  C, 

Sir:  Iu  your  circulars  accompaDjiug  the  Standard  Tariff,  you  class 
the  Barnwell  Railway  as  first  cla^s,  and  also  treat  it  as  if  it  was  a  branch 
of  the  South  Carolina  Railway  or  was  in  some  manner  operated  by  it. 

The  Barnwell  Railway  Company  is  a  distinct  corporation  from  the 
South  Carolina  Railway  Company,  and,  while  the  President  of  the  two 
companies  is  the  same  person,  the  Boards  of  Directors  are  not  identical. 
For  the  sake  of  economy  the  general  officers  of  the  Barnwell  Railway 
Company  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  South  Carolina  Railway  Company, 
but  the  remainder  of  the  force  necessary  to  the  operation  of  the  Barn- 
well Railway  Company  is  entirely  separate.  The  accounts  of  the  two 
companies  are  kept  entirely  separate,  and  the  South  Carolina  Railway  is 
in  DO  way  liable  for  the  acts  of  the  Barnwell  Railway  Company,  as  it  has 
not  leased  the  road  and  does  not  in  any  way  operate  it. 

Up  to  this  time  the  receipts  of  the  road  have  been  barely  enough  to 
pay  the  operating  expenses,  and  any  reduction  in  its  present  rates  would 
probably  so  reduce  its  revenues  as  to  render  it  impracticable  for  the  cor- 
poration to  operate  its  road. 

I  respectfully  request,  therefore,  that  the  Barnwell  Railway  be  classed 
as  C  as  to  passenger  rates  and  as  6  as  to  freight  rates. 

I  will  also  say  that  if  this  request  is  granted  it  is  not  proposed  to 
change  the  rates  now  in  force,  even  though  the  permission,  if  granted, 
would  give  the  company  the  right  to  do  so.  But  ad  the  rates  were  fixed 
at  the  lowest  possible  figure,  it  was  believed  possible  to  work  that  road  ; 
and  as  the  experience  of  its  working  has  thus  far  demonstrated  the  cor- 
rectness of  this  policy,  it  is  desired  that  it  be  allowed  to  continue  the 
policy  adopted  by  the  company.

Sir  :  Replying  to  your  favor  of  6th  inst.:  No  agreement  has  ever  been 
made,  either  written  or  verbal,  for  the  operation  of  the  Barnwell  Railway 
by  the  South  Carolina  Railway  Company.  The  official  records  of  the 
company  are  in  New  York,  but  I  give  you  a  brief  history  of  the  enter- 
prise which  will  cover  all  the  facts  in  the  case. 

In  1882  J.  J.  Higginson,  Francis  A.  Stout  and  Samuel  Sloan,  of  New 
York,  purchased  from  J.  W.  Woodward,  of  Barnwell,  the  graded  road- 
bed and  property  of  the  Barnwell  Railroad.  This  they  acquired  in  fee 
simple,  they  holding  absolute  title  to  the  property.  Upon  this  property 
the  road  was  built  before  any  charter  was  obtained  from  the  Legislature. 
The  last  Legislature  passed  an  Act  chartering  the  Barnwell  Railway 
Company,  and  the  company  organized  under  that  charter  on  the  15th 
day  of  January,  1883,  and  Henry  P.  Talmadge,  J.  J.  Higginson  and 
Samuel  Sloan,  of  New  York,  and  Johnson  Hagood  and  John  B.  Peck,  of 
South  Carolina,  were  elected  Directors,  the  Barnwell  Railway  Company 
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having  parchased  the  coDstructed  road.  The  South  Carolina  Railway 
holds  $70,590.95  of  the  stock  of  the  Barnwell  Railway  Company.  Except 
as  a  stockholder  the  South  Carolina  Railway  holds  and  exercises  no  con- 
trol over  the  property.  As  I  stated  in  a  former  letter,  the  President* 
Greneral  Manager,  Auditor  and  Master  of  Transportation  of  both  com- 
panies are  the  same,  but  the  accounts  are  kept  separately  and  all  employees 
are  paid  on  separate  pay  rolls.  The  contract  with  the  United  States 
Government  and  the  Southern  Express  are  made  with  the  Barnwell  Rail- 
way Company.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  concession  asked  for  will 
reduce  some  of  the  rates  now  in  use  and  increase  others.  It  is  not  pro- 
posed to  increase  any  rate  now  in  use,  but  of  course  such  rates  as  are 
reduced  by  the  Commission  must  be  accepted.  The  amount  paid  for  the 
stock  of  the  Barnwell  Railway  of  course  appears  in  the  balance  sheet  as 
a  part  of  the  assets  of  the  South  Carolina  Railway  Company.  I  beg  to 
call  your  attention  briefly  to  what  seems  to  me  to  be  the  requirements  of 
the  law.  Section  7  requires  the  Commission  to  make,  for  each  of  the 
railroad  companies  doing  business  in  the  State,  a  Schedule  of  Rates.  The 
Barnwell  Railway  is  such  a  corporation  and  is  doing  business  in  the 
State,  and  is  not  merged  in  any  manner  with  any  corporation.  Section 
3  (of  the  law  approved  February,  1882,)  provides  that  when  a  railroad 
co'nstructed  by  one  corporation  is  lawfully  maintained  and  operated  by 
another  corporation  the  latter  shall  be  subject  to  the  duties,  liabilities 
and  restrictions  of  the  former.  But  the  Barnwell  Railway  was  not  con- 
structed, nor  is  it  now  operated  or  maintained,  by  the  South  Carolina 
Railway  Company.  The  latter  company  now  holds  stock  which  it  may 
sell  at  any  time.  If  the  Commissioners  insist  upon  the  position  main- 
tained in  the  circulars  issued,  it  will  force  the  South  Carolina  Railway 
Company  to  sell  its  stopk  in  the  Barnwell  Railway,  as  such  decision 
practically  renders  the  stock  valueless  in  the  hands  of  the  South  Carolina 
Railway,  while  it  might  be  made  profitable  in  the  hands  of  any  other 
party.  In  subscribing  for  this  stock  the  South  Carolina  Railway  acted 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  23,  which  does  not 
make  a  subscription  to  the  stock  of  a  connection  or  branch  road  operate 
either  as  a  lease  or  a  contract,  or  in  any  way  as  a  merger.  The  company 
made  the  subscription  with  the  understanding  that  the  Barnwell  Railway 
would  be  worked  as  a  separate  corporation,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  they 
would  have  never  invested  that  or  any  other  amount  in  an  extension  of 
their  o.wn  rails  into  that  territory.

Gentlemen  :  I  have  received  your  communication  enclosing  corres- 
pondence between  the  Commissioners  and  the  General  Manager  of  the 
South  Carolina  Railway  Company  in  relation  to  the  Barnwell  Railway 
Company,  with  the  request  that  I  will  advise  the  Commission  as  to  the 
legal  relation  between  the  Barnwell  Railway  Company  and  the  South 
Carolina  Railway  Company  in  respect  to  the  Standard  Freight  Tariff 
adopted  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  and  have  the  honor  to  reply  as 
follows : 

The  several  Sections  of  the  Railroad  Law  which  bear  upon  the  ques- 
tion now  submitted  are  set  out  in  full  in  the  opinion  which  I  had  the 
honor  to  submit  to  you  on  the  8th  of  May  last,  as  to  what  is  to  be 
regarded  as  "  continuous  carriage  on  railroads  which  are  under  the  same 
management  or  control,"  and  my  construction  of  them  given ;  and  I  beg  to 
refer  you  to  that  opinion  for  a  full  statement  of  the  provisions. 

As  shown  in  that  opinion,  the  Railroad  Law  operates  directly  upon 
'*  persons,  companies  or  corporations  within  this  State  engaged  alone,  or 
associated  with  others,  in  the  transportation  of  freight  or  passengers  by 
railroad,"  and  the  provisions  regulating  transportation  by  any  company 
apply  to  such  company,  whether  the  transportation  which  it  undertakes  is 
conducted  over  a  road  and  its  branches  constructed  or  owned  by  said 
company  or  upon  a  road  or  roads  "  maintained  or  operated  "  by  it,  or  "  by 
transportation  of  railroad  cars  upju  any  of  the  railroads  connected  or 
working  in  connection  therewith,  or  which  it  has  the  right,  license  or 
permission  to  operate,  control  or  use.'* 

The  Standard  Freight  Tariff  which  the  Railroad  Commissioners  have, 
under  the  authority  given  to  them, prescribed  for  the  South  Carolina  Rail- 
road Company,  applies  to  the  transportation  by  said  (;ompan^,  whether  upon 
its  own  roud  or  its  branches,  or  upon  roads  which  are  maintained  or 
operated  by  said  company,  or  in  its  cars  upon  roads  connected  or  work- 
ing in  connection  therewith,  or  which  it  has  the  right,  license  or  permis- 
sion to  operate,  control  or  use. 


U.  tbonofore,  Ihc  South  Cnrolina  Railway  Company  owns,  raainlains 
or  uperatcs  the  Birowell  Ra.ilroa'l,  or  coDducta  transpiriatinn  ia  cars 
ownHij  by  it  over  tbe  said  Biifuwell  Railroad,  as  "connected  or  working 
ia  OODDeotioii  theretfilh;"  or  if  llie  said  Stmlli  Ciirolina  Railway  Com-

The  qneslion  submitted  to  nie  ia  not  whether  the  South  Carolina  Kail- 
way  Company  is  "in  any  way  liable  for  tbo  acts  of  the  Barnwell  Railway 
Company,"  but  whether  the  Standard  Freight  Tariff  prescribed  for  tbe 
6miLfa  Carolina  Railway  Oimpany  applias  to  traaa  porta  lion  by  that 
Company  over  the  Barnwell  Railroad. 

It  may  be,  as  stated  by  Col.  Peck,  that  the  Barnwell  Railroad  nna  not 
constructed  and  is  not  owned  or  leaaed  by  the  South  Carolina  Railway 
Company,  and  that  no  agreement  hiia  ever  lieen  made,  either  written  or 
Terbal.  for  the  operating  of  the  Barnwell  Railway  by  the  South  Carolina 
Railway  Company;  but  tbe  qoestiona  remain  to  be  ileiermiaed  by  tbe 
Railroad  Comniia^ionera  whether  the  transportation  of  passengers  and 
n«Igfat  over  the  Barnwell  Railroad,  undertaken  and  conducted  by  tbe 
South  Carolina  Railway  Company,  is  not  upon  a  road  connected  or 
working  in  ironnection  therewith ;  and  whether  iho  S  mth  Carolina  Rail- 
way Company  has  not  such  right,  license  or  permission  to  operate,  con- 
trol or  uae  the  said  Bnrnwell  RaiEroitd  aa  makes  transportation  by  it 
over  the  said  Barnwell  Railroad  aubjeel  to  the  Standard  Freight  Tariff 
presRribed  for  the  Smith  Carolina  Railway  Company. 
Col.  Peck  snys  that  after  the  organliation  of  (he  Barnwell  Railway 
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CotnpaDj,  under  its  charter  by  Act  of  22d  December,  1882,  '*  it  purchased 
from  Mr.  Higginsoa  the  constructed  road." 

"  The  South  Carolina  Railway  Company  holds  $70,09095  of  the  stock 
of  the  Barnwell  Railway  Company.  Except  as  a  stockholder,  the  South 
Carolina  Railway  Company  holds  and  exercises  no  control  over  the 
property  *  *  *  ,  The  President,  General  Manager,  Auditor  and 
Master  of  Transportation  of  both  companies  are  the  same,  but  the  ac- 
counts are  kept  separately,  and  all  employees  are  paid  on  separate  pay 
rolls.  The  contracts  with  the  United  States  Government,  and  with  the 
Southern  Express  Company,  for  the  transportation  of  mail  and  express, 
are  made  with  the  Barnwell  Railway  Cfimpany.     ****** 

*'  The  amount  paid  for  the  stock  of  the  Barnwell  Railway  Company 
of  course  appears  in  the  balance  sheet  as  part  of  the  as^tets  of  the  South 
Carolina  Railway  Company."  Colonel  Peck  calls  attentiou  to  what 
seems  to  him  to  be  ihe  requirements  of  the  law,  quoting  the  Section  of 
the  Railroad  Law  which  requires  the  Commissioners  to  make  a  schedule 
of  rates  for  each  of  the  railroad  corporations  doing  business  in  the  State, 
and  adds:  *'The  Barnwell  Railway  Com  pal)  y  is  mtcfi  a  corporation  doing 
bwiness  i/n  the  State,  aad  is  not  merged  in  any  manner  with  any  other 
corporation." 

lu  the  '*  Return  of  the  Barnwell  Railway  Company."  made  to  the 
Comptroller  General,  27th  June,  1883,  in  accordance  with  Section  180 
Gen.  Stat,  Mr.  A.  DeCaradeuc,  Land  Agent  of  the  Company,  certifies, 
under  oath,  that  the  length  of  the  Barnwell  Railway  is  nine  miles,  which, 
valued  at  $7,000  i>er  mile,  makes  a  total  valuation  of  $63,000 

Real  estate  valued  at 300-$63,300 

and  that  '*  this  is  the  cost  of  the  Barnwell  Railroad,  including  equipments 
and  everything." 

The  law  requires  that  this  return  shall  embrace  not  only  the  value  of 
the  track,  depot,  &c.,  of  the  railroad,  but  also  the  value  of  its  locomo- 
tives, cars  and  other  property.  From  this  return  it  appears  that  the 
Barnwell  Railway  Company  owns  no  locomotives  or  cars,  or  anything 
besides  its  road-bed  and  tracks,  and  can  scarcely,  therefore,  be  properly 
regarded  as  a  corporation  '*  doing  business  alone  "  as  a  common  carrier, 
transporting  passen£:ers  and  freight  by  railroad,  and,  therefore,  such  a 
corporation  as  is  intended  in  the  Section  quoted  by  Colonel  Peck. 

The  amount  which  Mr.  De  Caradeuc  certifies  to  be  the  cost  of  the 
Barnwell  Railway  corresponds  almost  exactly  with  the  amount  which 
the  Railroad  Commissioners  state  is  given  in  "Poor's  Manual"  as  the 
cost  of  this  road,  ($62,816.19,)  and  the  debit  in  the  balance  sheet  of  the 
South  Carolina  Railway  Company  for  "Barnwell  Railway,"  $62,816.19.

If  they  decide  tliese  qnestions  of  fact  lo  the  affiioiative,  then  llie

Sir:  I  am  in  receipt,  through  Mr.  M.  T.  Bartlett,  Secretary,  of  the 
decision  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  relations  existing  between  the 
South  Carolina  Railway  Company  and  the  Barnwell  Railway  Company. 
The  Board  having  made  its  decision,  I  should  not  have  troubled  the 
Board  farther  on  the  subject  but  for  a  statement  made  by  the  Attorney 
General  in  his  opinion,  that  it  appears  that  the  Barnwell  Railway  Com- 
pany owns  no  locomotives,  cars,  or  anything  besides  its  roadbed  and 
tracks,  and  can  scarcely  therefore  be  properly  regarded  as  a  corporation 
doing  business  alone.  It  was  not  probably  known  to  the  Attorney 
General  that,  judged  by  the  same  standard,  the  South  Carolina  Railway 
Company  owns  no .  locomotives  or  cars  either.  Comptroller  General 
Hagood  decided  several  years  since  that  inasmuch  as  the  taxation  of 
railroad  property  was  assessed  at  so  much  per  mile  of  track,  which  assess- 
ment covered  all  the  property  necessary  toi-the  operation  of  the  railroad, 
it  was  not  necessary  to  enumerate  the  other  property,  and  therefore  for 
several  years  the  tax  returns  of  the  South  Carolina,  and  I  think  the 
other  railroads  in  the  State,  show  nothing  but  the  miles  of  track.  The 
returns  this  year  both  for  the  South  Carolina  and  the  Barnwell  Railway 
Companies  were  made  iu  accordance  with  this  ruling,  but  the  present 
Comptroller  required  an  enumeration,  and  additional  returns  were  made. 
The  Barnwell  Railway  Company  does  now,  and  has  since  its  construc- 
tion, owned  a  locomotive,  which  is  able  to  do,  and  has  done,  all  its  busi- 
ness, and  the  cost  is  included  in  the  amount  stated.  As  to  cars,  the  cars 
of  the  South  Carolina  Railway  go  on  nearly  every  road  in  South  Caro- 
lina, and  indeed  on  many  outside  of  the  State,  but  that  fact  neither 
gives  it  control  of  the  other  roads  or  indeed  of  its  own  cars  after  they 
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leave  its  own  rails.  The  Barnwell  Railway  uses  the  cars  of  the  South 
Carolina  Railway  and  of  other  railways  as  the  exigencies  of  business 
requires.  The  connection  between  the  South  Carolina  and  the  Barnwell 
Railway  in  this  respect  is  the  same  as  with  all  its  other  connecting 
roads. 

I  am  impressed  with  the  opinion   that  the  statement  of  the  Attorney 
Greneral  heretofore  referred  to  had  great  weight  with  the  Commissioners 
in  fixing  their  decision  in  this  case,  and  I  have  therefore  thought  it 
proper  to  bring  it  to  their  attention.

Dear  Sib:  In  regard  to  the  Barnwell  Railway,  I  have  had  a  full  con- 
sultation with  the  Directors  of  the  South  Carolina  Railway  Company 
and  with  the  Directors  of  the  Barnwell  Railway  Company. 

Under  your  decision  the  Barnwell  Railway  Company  is  practically 
deprived  of  revenue  and  cannot  be  operated  except  by  incurring  con- 
tinual loss. 

The  South  Carolina  Railway  Company  decline  to  operate  the  Barnwell 
Railway,  but  it  is  willing  to  dispose  of  its  stock  in  the  Barnwell  Railway, 
and  has  a  purchaser  who  is  willing  to  purchase  the  stock,  provided  the 
road  can  be  operated  as  a  separate  road  ;  and  I  beg  to  ask  the  Commis- 
sion, if  they  think  proper  to  do  so,  to  give  me  their  opinion  as  to  whether 
such  a  sale  would  enable  the  purchaser  to  operate  the  Barnwell  Railway 
as  a  separate  road.  I  beg  also  to  say  that  this  communication  would 
have  been  made  to  the  Commission  at  an  earlier  date  but  for  the  reason 
that  I  had  hoped  the  point  made  in  my  letter  of  the  10th  would  change 
the  decision  of  the  Board,  inasmuch  as  to  this  extent  they  had  acted  on 
what  seemed  to  me  to  be  an  important  point  under  a  misapprehension  of 
the  facts  in  the  case.  I  am  to-day  advised  by  Mr.  Walker  that  the  Board 
did  not  consider  my  letter  as  requesting  a  review  of  their  decision,  and  I 
therefore  take  the  earliest  opportunity  of  conferring  with  the  Commis- 
sion.    I  should  have  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  but  for 
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the  fact  that  my  presence  is  necessary  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Southern  Railway  and  Steamship  Association  at  Atlanta  on  the  24th 
instant.

Gentlemen  :    In  response  to  your  circular  of  the  28th  ult.,  the  man* 
agement  of  this  company  respectfully  ask  the  following  increase  or  addi- 
tional percentages  on  Standard  Tariff  issued  by  your  Commission,  to  wit: 
Thirty  per  cent,  additional  on  Classes  1,  2,  3,  4,  5  and  6  and  Classes 
A,  B,  E,  G  and  H. 

Twenty-five  per  cent,  on  Classes  C,  D,  F,  J,  K,  L^  M,  N,  O,  P  and  B, 
and  that  the  company  be  allowed  four  cents  per  mile  for  passengers. 
The  Commission  is  doubtless  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  road  is  compara- 
tively a  new  one,  running  through  an  undeveloped  section  of  country, 
and  with  much  work  yet  to  be  done  to  complete  its  road  bed. 

With  these  additional  percentages  the  reductions  on  the  tariff 'now 
being  worked  by  the  company  would  be  considerable. 

The  road,  though  built  for  about;  ten  thousand  dollars  per  mile  and 
operated  the  past  year  for  less  than  any  road  of  similar  length  in  this 
section,  did  not  earn  its  fixed  charges  by  $14,000.  It  is  not  connected 
with  any  of  the  larger  systems  of  roads  by  traffic  arrangements  or  other- 
wise, and  therefore  dependent  chiefly  for  earnings  on  its  local  business.

AROCMENT  IN  BEHALF  OP  THE  CHARLESTON  AND  SAVANNAH  RAILWAY 
COMPANT  SUBMITTED  TO  THE  RAILROAD  OOMMISSIONERS  OF  THE 
STATE  OP  SOUTH   CAROLINA   IN   COMPLIANCE   WITH  THEIR    CIRCULAR 

NO.  1,  JUNE  28th,  1883. 

The  Charleston  aod  Savannah  Railway  Company,  incorporated  8th 
June,  1880,  purchased  the  property  of  the  Savannah  and  Charleston 
Railroad  Company  at  j  udicial  sale.  The  new  company  was  formed 
under  an  agreement  between  the  holders  of  the  several  issues  of  mort- 
gage bonds  that  were  liens  upon  the  property.  The  relative  priority  of 
these  liens  had  been  for  years  in  litigation,  the  property  was  lapsing  into 
decay,  and  the  railroad  had  become  a  bye-word  of  reproach  to  travelers 
whose  necessities  compelled  them  to  use  it. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  bondholders  agreed  that  the  property 
should  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  alone  remain  in  the  registry  of  the 
Court  for  distribution  at  the  end  of  what  promised  to  be  almost  inter- 
minable litigation. 

To  meet  the  views  of  claimants  who  had  some  faith  in  the  future 
value  of  the  property,  a  purchasing  Committee,  composed  of  representa- 
tives of  the  several  classes  of  bondholders,  was  authorized  to  bid  for  it 
when  offered  for  sale. 

On  the  7th  of  June,  1880,  the  property  was  sold  and  the  Committee 
purchased  it  for  the  benefit  of  such  holders  of  the  several  classes  of 
bonds  as  would  contribute  rateably  to  the  purchasing  fund. 

As  the  relative  priority  of  these  several  liens  was  still  in  litigation, 
the  purchasing  agreement  provided  for  these  priorities  (as  ultimately  de- 
termined by  the  Courts)  to  be  represented  in  the  new  company  by  two 
classes  of  income  bonds. 

So  long  as  the  title  to  the  property  was  undetermined,  it  was  only  by 
an  agreement  of  this  elastic  character  that  the  property  could  be  with- 
drawn from  the  control  of  the  Courts  and  placed  under  a  management 
competent  to  its  restoration  and  maintenance  as  a  public  highway. 

The  agreement  under  which  the  bondholders  purchased  the  property 
authorized  an  issue  of  8600,000  seven  per  cent,  bonds,  the  proceeds  to 
be  applied,  first,  to  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money  and  the  legal 
expenses,  and  the  remainder  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  road. 

Up  to  December  Ist,  1882,  $400,000  of  these  bonds  had  been  sold  at 
par,  and  negotiations  were  in  progress  to  dispose  of  the  remainder  at  the 
same  price,  the  proceeds  to  be  devoted  to  the  reduction  of  the  floating 
debt  incurred  in  the  work  of  restoration. 
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Iq  the  meaDtime,  the  relative  priorities  of  the  mortgage  liens  had  been 
established  and  their  respectij^e  amounts  determined  by  judicial  decree. 
The  obligations  of  the  new  company  thus  incurred  are  as  follows: 

PrineipaL  IniereaL 

First  mortgage  bonds,  7  per  cent $   600,000  $  42,000 

First  income  bonds,  6  per  cent ; 965,000  57,900 

Second  income  bonds,  6  per  cent 940,000  56,400 

Total  obligations $2,605,000         »156,300 


The  pecuniary  obligations  of  the  company  may  be  restated  in  this  way: 

First.  That  to  preserve  its  corporate  existence  the  company  is  bound 
annually  to  pay  to  the  holders  of  its  first  mortgage  bonds  the  sum  of 
$42,000. 

And  afterwards  it  is  but  the  barest  justice  to  the  longnsufTering  mort- 
gage creditors  of  the  old  bankrupt  companies,  who,  under  the  purchasing 
agreement,  have  restored  the  property  to  public  usefulness,  that  they 
should  be  permitted  to  earn  six  per  cent,  upon  the  cost  of  the  property 
to  them,  as  established  by  judicial  decree. 

It  would  therefore  seem  that  the  freight  and  passenger  tarifl&  of  the 
company  could  not  be  considered  as  unreasonably  high  until  they  had 
yielded  an  annual  net  revenue  considerably  in  excess  of  the  annual 
charges  upon  the  property,  as  heretofore  stated. 

What  has  been  the  experience  of  the  company  ? 

Take  the  earnings  and  expenses  for  the  year  1882  as  an  example : 

Gross  earnings $364,797  95 

Gross  expenses 404,009  98 

Deficit  in  operation $  39,212  03 

Bonded  interest  in  default 28,000  00 

Total  deficit $  67,212  03 

F,o,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1882  the  company  was  not  only  without 
any  returns  upon  the  capital  invested,  but  was  actually  nearly  $70,000 
further  behind  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  outcome  of  the  enterprise  thus  far  has  not  been  encouraging  to 
those  who  have  invested  in  it.  They  have  entirely  renewed  the  rotten 
bridging  and  crossties;  they  have  relaid  the  road  with  steel  rails;  they 
have  built  commodious  freight  and  passenger  buildings  at  every  station; 
they  have  replaced  the  temporary  bridge  over  the  Savannah  River  by  a 
substantial  structure  of  wrought  iron  resting  upon  masonry  piers,  costing 
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them  over  $100,000,  and  thej  naturally  expected  some  reward  for  their 
labors.  Their  reward  for  the  year  1882  was  a  deficit  of  nearly  870.000. 
The  local  management  of  the  property  anticipated  a  better  result  from 
the  operations  of  the  current  year.  It  was  believed  that  the  improved 
condition  of  the  road  and  equipment  had  re-established  public  confi- 
dence ;  traffic  agreements  had  been  made  with  connecting  railroad  com* 
panies,  and,  from  the  consequent  increase  of  business,  it  was  confidently 
expected  that  the  company's  net  revenue  for  1883  would  be  sufficient  to 
meet  the  year's  interest  on  its  first  mortgage  bonds. 

At  the  time  that  this  expectation  was  held  out  to  the  owners  of  the 
property  the  power  to  fix  the  freight  and  passenger  tariffs  rested  with 
the  management;  it  now  rests  with  the  State  Railroad  Commissioners. 
With  this  transfer  of  power  has  likewise  been  transferred  the  responsi- 
bility to  the  stockholders  of  the  company  that  the  tariffs  as  fixed  by  the 
Commission  shall  furnish  a  revenue  adequate  to  a  just  and  reasonable 
return  upon  the  investment. 

Under  this  aspect  of  our  case,  and  with  this  view  of  the  responsibility 
of  the  State  Railroad  Commission  to  our  stockholders,  we  respectfully 
submit  our  application  for  an  advance  upon  the  Standard  Tariffs  estab- 
lished by  the  Commission. 

The  local  management  of  the  property  has  been  substantially  un- 
changed for  many  years,  and  the  tariffs  which  it  has  established  have 
been  the  result  of  long  experience  under  conditions  which  do  not  exist 
upon  any  other  railroad  in  the  State. 

The  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railway  has  for  its  termini  the  two 
largest  South  Atlantic  seaports.  Both  ports  have  steamship  connec- 
tions with  the  markets  of  the  world,  and,  therefore,  the  local  business 
of  the  company  is  not,  like  that  of  the  South  Carolina  and  the  North- 
eastern Railroad  Companies,  principally  to  and  from  Charleston  all 
along  its  line.  Its  business  is  measurably  done  from  both  ends  toward 
the  middle  of  the  road,  and  its  freight  traffic  is  principally  for  short 
distances. 

For  instance:  In  January,  1883,  the  revenue  from  freights  shipped 
from  Charleston  to  all  local  stations  was  $2,291.34.  Of  this  amount 
77  per  cent.,  or  $1,781.64,  was  from  shipments  not  further  than  Yemas- 
see,  the  middle  point  on  the  road. 

Again,  in  May,  1883,  the  total  revenue  on  freight  from  Charleston  to 
all  local  stations  was  $3,171.56,  of  which  78  per  cent.,  or  $2,468.09,  was 
from  shipments  not  further  than  Yemassee. 

The  time  allowed  for  the  preparation  of  this  argument  has  not  been, 
sufficient  for  an  elaborate  analysis  of  each  month's  business.  We  have,, 
therefore,  taken  January  and  May,  as  fairly  representing  the  average  of' 
the  year.     From  these  analyses  we  find  that  at  least  77  per  cent,  of  the^ 
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local  shipments  from  Charledton  are  not  hauled  for  a  greater  distance 
than  sixty  miles,  and  it  is  accordingly  the  rates  for  this  and  for  shorter 
distances  that  will  have  the  most  material  effect  upon  the  company's 
revenues. 

To  ascertain  exactly  what  effect  the  proposed  Standard  Tariff  will  have, 
we  have  carefully  gone  over  the  freight  shipments  made  in  January  and 
May,  1883,  from  Charleston  to  Yemassee  and  intermediate  stations,  and 
have  recalculated  the  earnings  if  shipped  under  the  proposed  tariff.  The 
result  was  as  follows  :

The  proposed  Standard  Tariff  will,  therefore,  effect  an  average  reduc- 
tion of  from  30  to  35  per  cent,  upon  all  shipments  from  Charleston  to 
Yemassee  and  intermediate  stations.  As  has  already  been  shown,  this 
business  furnishes  over  77  per  cent,  of  the  total  revenue  derived  from 
local  shipments  from  Charleston.  With  a  deficit  of  nearly  $70,000  as 
the  result  of  last  year's  operations,  the  management  would  view  with 
alarm  the  establishment  of  a  freight  tariff  that  would  efiect  a  reduction 
of  35  per  cent,  in  its  gross  freight  revenue  from  Charleston  to  local  sta- 
tions. 

As  the  figures  used  in  these  calculations  have  been  obtained  from  the 

actual  business  transactions  of  the  company,  the  conclusious  as  stated  do 

not  admit  of  doubt.     It  might  be  urged  that  a  decrease  in  rates  would 

stimulate  the  business  affected  by  them  and  consequently  increase  the 

company's  revenues. 

Where  this  argument  is  valid,  the  effect  upon  the  net  as  well  as  upon 
the  gross  revenues  must  be  considered. 

For  instance : 

If  a  railroad  company's  gross  earnings  were 8100,000 

And  its  expenditures 66,000 

The  net  reveuue  would  be $34,000 

A  reduction  of  30  per  cent,  in  the  gross  revenue  would  amount  to 
$30,000.  As  this  reduction  in  gross  revenue  would  not  effect  a  reduc- 
tion of  expenditures,  it  follows  that  the  result  would  be  to  reduce  the 
net  revenue  from  $34,000  to  $4,000,  or  that  a  reduction  of  30  per  cent, 
in  gross  revenue  would  mean  a  reduction  of  over  88  per  cent,  in  net 
reveuue,  and  this  fact  should  be  considered  in  applying  a  freight  tariff 
to  the  business  of  this  company  which  will  certaiuly  result  in  a  reduc- 
tion of  35  per  cent,  in  the  gross  revenue  from  that  class  of  business.    We 
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■ay  oertainly,  because  we  cannot  hope  to  make  good  the  reduction  in 
rates  on  merchandise  shipments  from  Charleston  by  any  considerable  in- 
crease in  the  quantity  shipped.  There  is  not  a  town  upon  the  whole  line 
of  the  road.  There  is  not  a  village  of  even  500  inhabitants,  either  upon 
the  road  or  dependent  upon  it  for  transportation  facilities.  The  local 
shipments  from  Charleston  are  chiefly  in  small  quantities  for  plantation 
laborers,  sold  *to  them  by  their  employers  in  lieu  of  money  wages,  and  at 
prices  arbitrarily  established  without  reference  to  the  cost  of  transporta- 
tion. We  can  only  hope  to  transport  the  supplies  for  that  number  of 
laborers.  Any  reduction  in  the  freight  charges  on  these  supplies  is  made 
directly  from  the  netr^revenue  of  the  company,  and  serves,  not  to  increase 
the  compensation  of  <the  laborer,  but  to  increase  the  profit  of  his  em- 
ployer. A 

We  would  earnestkf  impress  upon  the  Commission  the  importance  of 
this  branch  of  our  argument 

The  shipments  from  Charleston  constitute  the  largest  part  of  the  com- 
pany's local  business. 

For  instance : 

In  January,  1883,  the  local  shipments  from  Charleston  paid 

the  company $2,291.34 

The  local  shipments  to  Charleston 1,463.03 

Total $3,754.37 

That  is,  the  shipments  from  Charleston  were  56  per  .cent,  more  than 
the  shipments  to  Charleston. 

Again,  in  May,  1883,  the  local  shipments  from 

Charleston  paid  the  company $3,171  56 

The  local  shipments  to  Charleston 989  66 

Total $4,161  22 

So  that  in  May  the  shipments  from  Charleston  were  221  per  cent, 
greater  than  the  shipments  to  Charleston. 

Taking  the  average  of  January  and  May  together  as  the  average  for 
the  year,  the  local  shipments  from  Charleston  average  122  per  cent,  more 
than  the  local  shipments  to  Charleston,  and  for  this  reason  the  manage- 
ment of  tlf^  company  has  especially  considered  the  proposed  reduction  in 
rates  upon  merchandise  shipped  from  Charleston  to  Yemassee  and  inter- 
mediate points. 

.  We  have  not  failed  to  consider  the  application  of  the  proposed  Stand- 
ard Freight  Tariff  upon  local  shipments  to  Charleston  as  well  as  from 
Charleston.  The  revenue  from  shipments  to  Charleston  as  shown  above 
is  not  one-half  of  that  from  shipments  in  the  opposite  direction.     Our 
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principal  shipments  to  Charleston  are  io  the  Fall.  We  have  therefore 
analyzed  this  business  for  November,  1882,  dividing  it  according  to 
weight  and  revenue  as  classified  under  the  Standard  Tariff. 

In  November,  1882,  the  local  shipments  to  Charleston  aggregated  827 
tons  or  82.7  car  loads  of  20,000  lbs.  each.  The  greater  part  of  these 
shipments  fell  under  the  following  classes,  viz.: 

Class  D.  (rough  rice) 100  tons. 

Class  J.  (cotton) 177  tons. 

Class  K.  (rosin) 226  tons. 

Class  P.  (principally  firewood) 250  tons. 

Total 753  tons. 

So  that  753  tons  out  of  827  tons,  or  90  per  cent.,  was  contained  in 
these  four  classes. 

The  apparent  effect  of  the  Standard  Tariff  upon  these  shipments,  care- 
fully calculated  from  the  actual  way  bills,  would  have  been  as  follows :

The  apparent  effect  of  the  Standard  Tariff  upon  local  shipments  to 
Charleston  would  be  to  increase  the  company's  gross  revenue  upon  it  to 
the  extent  of  six  per  cent.;  but  in  this,  as  in  other  cases,  appearances 
oflen  deceive.  The  principal  increase,  as  above  shown,  is  in  Class  K, 
(rosin,)  amounting  to  $137.74.  It  so  happens  that  our  rates  upon  rosin 
are  fixed  by  conditions  beyond  our  control,  and  it  is  not  practicable  for 
us  to  increase  them. 

We  must  deduct  the  apparent  increase  from  this  source,  the  result  being 
a  loss  on  the  four  classes  of  about  3  per  cent.  We  therefore  conclude 
that  the  company  will  derive  no  benefit  from  the  Standard  Tariff  when 
applied  to  local  shipments  to  Charleston,  and  that  there  will  be  in  this 
respect  no  set-off  to  the  absolute  loss  of  35  per  cent,  in  its  application  to 
the  local  shipments  from  Charleston. 

At  the  risk  of  making  our  argument  tedious,  we  could  add  to  the  illus- 
trations of  the  misfortunes  to  our  company  which  would  fallow  upon  the 
application  of  the  proposed  Standard  Tariff  to  its  local  freight  business. 
Many  facts  familiar  to  us,  and  to  which  we  do  not  refer  with  particular- 
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ity,  have  been  considered  iu  the  preparation  of  the  Freight  Tariff  which 
we  have  prepared  in  general  conformity  with  the  proposed  Standard 
Tariff)  hereto  attached,  and  marked  Exhibit  A. 

In  this  exhibit  we  have  compared  the  tariff  proposed  by  us  with  the 
Standard  Tariff. 

In  Exhibit  B  the  tariff  proposed  by  us  is  compared  with  our  existing 
tariff. 

We  attempted  at  first  to  propose  rates  based  upon  a  qniformly 
increased  percentage  upon  the  Standard  Tariff,  but  found  that  it  would 
be  practically  inoperative  to  maintain  the  revenues  of  the  company,  and 
yet,  at  the  same  time,  it  would  work  a  hardship  upon  our  patrons. 

The  reasons  for  these  conclusions  are  drawn  from  the  conditions  which 
govern  our  local  business.  It  is  not  only  true  that  this  business  is  worked 
from  each  end  to  the  middle  of  the  road — as  already  explained — but 
also  that  our  business  is  exposed  at  several  intermediate  points  to  com- 
petition of  a  peculiar  character. 

The  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railway  is  located  parallel  and  adjacent 
to  the  sea  coast.  It  crosses  the  Salkehatchie  and  Coosawhatchie  Rivers 
at  the  head  of  navigation,  and  interrupts  the  navigation  of  Ashley 
River,  Rantowle's  Creek  and  the  Edisto,  Ashepoo  and  Savannah  Rivers. 

An  important  industry  iu  the  region  which  it  intersects  is  the  produc- 
tion of  rice.  As  the  rice  plantations  are  almost  without  exception  con- 
tiguous to  navigable  streams,  the  ri^'e  is  shipped  to  Charleston  and 
Savannah  almost  entirely  by  sailing  vessels.  These  vessels  take  return 
cargoes  of  plantation  supplies,  and  virtually  fix  the  maximum  rates 
which  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railway  Company  can  maintain 
upon  such  business.  As  the  length  of  the  voyages  from  Charleston  or 
Savannah  by  sail  to  any  of  these  rice  plantations  does  not  materially 
vary,  the  freight  rates  upon  these  routes  are  virtually  the  same  without 
regard  to  distance,  and  the  railway  company  under  these  conditions  has 
established  i^s  freight  rates  upon  the  same  principle. 

For  instance:  • 

The  freight  rates  are  the  same  to  Drayton  on  the  Ashley  River  (10 
miles  from  Charleston)  that  they  are  to  Jacksonboro  on  the  Edisto 
River  (37  miles  from  Charleston.) 

Again,  while  under  the  proposed  Standard  Tariff  the  first  class  rate 
from  Charleston  to  Coosawhatchie,  on  the  Coosawhatchie  River,  would  be 
100  per  cent,  greater  than  to  Drayton  on  the  Ashley  River,  10  miles 
from  Charleston,  the  rate  by  the  existing  tariff  to  Coosawhatchie  is  but 
22  per  cent,  greater  than  to  Drayton. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  increment  for  distance  applied  to  local 
freight  rates  upon  railroads  leading  to  the  interior  cannot  be  applied  to 
the  local  rates  of  a  railroad  intersected  at  several  points  by   navigable 
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streams  habitually  frequented  by  sail  vessels.  This  is  especially  true 
when  the  sail  vessels  have  a  remunerative  business,  such  as  the  trans- 
portation of  rough  rice,  secure  from  railroad  competition.  These  same  « 
vessels  also  compete  for  the  transportation  of  rosin,  firewood,  long  staple 
cotton  and  other  articles  which  we  have  shown  to  constitute  90  per  cent, 
of  the  local  shipments  to  Charleston. 

From  experience  of  this  kind  we  have  learned  that  it  would  be  useless 
to  apply  for  rates  based  upon  a  uniformly  increased^  percentage  of  the 
Standard  Tariff. 

We  have,  therefore,  proposed  as  an  alternative  (Exhibit  A)  a  tariff* 
proportionally  large  for  short  hauls  with  slightly  increased  rates  for 
longer  hauls.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  principle  upon  which  the 
Railroad  Law  is  framed,  t.  «.,  that  there  should  be  a  greater  charge  for  a 
longer  than  for  a  shorter  haul,  the  tariff  which  we  propose  gives  us  a 
little  larger  rate  in  some  classes  for  our  extreme  hauls  than  we  now 
charge;  but  practically  this  is  unimportant,  for  the  reason  already  given, 
that  by  far  the  largest  part  of  our  local  business  is  on  short  hauls. 

We  trust  that  the  Railroad  Commission  will  appreciate  the  care  with 
which  we  have  prepared  our  alternative  tariff.  We  have  sincerely  en- 
deavored to  comply  with  the  principles  enunciated  in  their  regulations, 
and  feel  assured  that  if  our  tariff  is  approved  it  will  not  only  be  without 
hardship  to  our  patrons,  but  also  that  it  will  not  be  the  occasion  for  any 
rea80Da|;>le  complaint. 

Before  leaving  the  consideration  of  the  freight  tariff,  we  would  call  the 
attention  of  the  Commission  briefly  to  some  minor  points  involved  in  our 
treatment  of  it. 

We  have  adopted  the  standard  rate  on  fertilizers  with  the  hope  that 
the  reduced  rate  may  lead  to  an  increase  in  agricultural  products. 

We  have  suggested  an  increase  in  Class  R,  because — 

First.  So  far  as  salt  is  concerned,  a  very  cheap  rate  is  provided  by 
Class  O  for  car  load  shipments,  and  smaller  shipments  are  generally  in 
single  packages. 

Again,  our  experience  in  the  shipment  of  naval  stores  shows  us  that 
while  rosin  will  not  bear  the  rates  allowed  in  the  Standard  Tariff,  spirits 
of  turpentine  will  bear  a  much  higher  rate.  It  is  shipped  in  packages 
weighing  between  300  and  400  pounds — say  40  to  45  gallons  to  the  bar-  ■ 
rel.  It  is  worth  generally  from  40  to  60  cents  per  gallon.  It  must  be 
handled  with  care  to  guard  against  possible  leakage,  and  the  relative 
freight  charge  as  compared  with  that  on  rosin  is  elsewhere  about  as  we 
have  proposed  it,  fur  hauls  not  exceeding  100  miles. 

We  further  ask  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  accepted  custom  of 
shipping  at  owner's  risk.  It  is  an  exceedingly  penetrating  fluid  and 
must  not  only  be  shipped  in  well  prepared  barrels,  but  the  barrels  must 


rIm  be  glued  ioteraally  with  great  cnre  for  the  packages  not  to  luk. 
They  are  oot  aa  a  rule  ahippeti  ffom  i>ur  regular  atations,  but  for  the  con- 
Tenieace  of  maaufaclureri  our  traicia  stop  nhog  the  road  wherever  there 
b  a  i)iittni<!rj',  and  the  packages  are  hastily  InaHed  withnut  opprirtuoily 
for  careful  iospectiou.  If  the  company  be  held  respouBible  fnr  leakage, 
the  induceineut  to  the  shipper  to  carefully  prepare  and  handle  the  paak- 
Bfet  will  he  removed,  while  the  changed  regulatioue  will  lead  to  claims 
fur  shortage  iu  weight  and  condition  of  packages  difficult  to  adjust,  and 
iiir«  to  lead  to  dissatisfaction  and  litigation. 

W«  would  also  reapeetfiilly  apply  fir  the  modificatiou  of  the  proposed 
Standard  Pawenger  Tariff.  We  do  not  propose  to  discuss  the  principle 
of  a  uuiform  rate  per  mile.  It  is  not  obvious  that  a  inan  living  60  mtles 
distant  frtitu  Charleston  should  pay  just  3  cents  per  mile  more  than  a 
naa  who  lives  twenty  miles  nearer.  The  additional  service  doM  not 
cost  )>roiH)rtioDally  more,  and  the  same  principle  is  ooi  applied  to  the 
transportation  of  freight  for  differing  distances.  But  it  h  not  the  par* 
pose  of  this  argument  to  discuss  passenger  tariffs  in  the  abstract.  Iq 
applying  the  proposed  Swudard  Passenger  Tariif  to  the  business  of  tb« 
CharleatoQ  and  Havauuah  Railway  Company,  we  would  again  call  youi 
attenlioD  to  the  peculiar  character  of  its  passenger  business. 

Id  the  year  188'^.  its  passage  earnioge  were ...,.8I7l,4'*ti  P'2 

Its  freight  earnings  were 153.87J  SI 

Its  gross  earnings,  including  mail,  Ac .9364,797  1*5 

There  is  not  another  railroad  in  the  South,  or  perha^ts  in  the  Uailed 
Sutea,  whose  earnings  from  passengers  exceeds  its  freight  earnings  and 
form  about  one-half  of  its  gross  earnings. 

This  very  fact  that  the  passage  earnings  form  so  large  a  part  of  the 
gross  revenue  of  our  company  leads  us  to  request  that  theCommissi(Hi 
will  not  insist  upon  the  experiment  of  a  uniform  rate  of  three  cents  per 
mile  for  all  classes  of  local  travel.  A  large  part  of  our  passage  earnings 
ii  derived  from  tourist  travel,  and  yet  another  important  source  of  our 
revenue  is  the  transportation  of  plautation  hand:^  and  of  laborers  engaged 
in  the  phosphate  mines.  We  have  thus  far  been  able  to  separate  these 
dassas  of  travelers  by  charging  first  and  second  class  rat(«,  about  4)  to 
3  cents  per  mile  for  the  one  and  3  to  Zi  cents  [ler  mile  for  the  other- 
The  evil  conse<|ueuces  that  would  follow  from  the  admiasiou  of  persons 
ordinarily  traveling  secoml  class  to  the  cars  provided  for  first  class  paa- 
sengcra  are  obvious.  We  cnn  suggest  no  way  to  prevent  this  except  a 
considerable  difference  in  first  and  second  class  rates.  If  our  company 
is  confined  lo  a  rate  of  three  cents  per  mile,  it  would  be  impracticable  to 
separate  one  class  of  travelers  from  another,  and   the  public  dissatisfa*- 
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tioD  would  be  so  great  that  we  assume  that  the  Commission  would  not 
object  to  the  continuaDce  of  first  and  second  class  rates. 

But  if  we  are  limited  to  a  maximum  of  3  cents  per  mile  as  a  first  class 
rate,  we  must  of  necessity  reduce  our  second  class  rate  to  at  least  2  cents 
per  mile,  if  it  is  really  to  effect  a  separation  of  the  one  class  of  passen- 
gers from  the  other. 

Our  passage  statistics  have  not  hitherto  been  kept  in  such  a  way  as  to 
enable  us  to  separate  the  mileage  of  first  and  second  class  passengers 
and  the  relative  amount  of  revenue  from  each  class,  but  with  the  best 
information  that  we  have  at  hand  we  conclude  that  the  application  of  a 
uniform  three  cent  rate  would  bring  about  a  reduction  of  at  least  17  per 
cent,  in  our  local  possage  earnings.  In  asserting  this  we  would  not  have 
you  to  infer  that  we  have  no  local  rates  less  than  three  cents  per  mile. 
Here,  too,  the  same  local  competition  exists  that  was  mentioned  in  the 
discussion  of  the  freight  tariff.  The  phosphate  mines,  which  furnish  a 
large  number  of  our  passengers,  are  adjacent  to  navigable  streams,  and 
steamboats  compete  at  low  rates  for  the  transportation  of  laborers  between 
these  mines  and  Charleston.  To  secure  any  considerable  part  of  this 
travel  our  company  is  compelled  to  accept  the  rates  offered  by  these 
boats;  yet  to  9pply  the  same  rates  uniformly  per  mile  over  our  entire  line 
would  so  materially  reduce  our  local  passenger  earnings  that  we  would 
prefer  to  abandon  the  competitive  travel  to  the  boats  rather  than  to  sub- 
mit to  the  reduction  generally. 

For  the  reasons  here  given,  we  request  that  we  may  be  allowed  an 
advance  of  fifty  per  cent,  upon  the  Standard  Passenger  Tariff  for  first  class 
passengers  only,  and  that  we  may  be  permitted  to  apply  special  excursion 
rates  at  points  where  we  meet  with  competition  by  water. 

If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  we  have  not  sustained  our  argu- 
ment by  sufficient  statistics,  we  respectfully  request  that  they  will  not  for 
that  reason  make  a  decision  adverse  to  our  petition.  .  We  submit  that  the 
time  within  which  we  have  been  required  to  prepare  this  argument  has 
not  been  sufficient  for  us  to  collect  the  information  necessary  to  the  com- 
pilation of  such  statistics.  We  therefore  ask,  if  such  be  the  opinion  of  the 
Commission,  that  further  time  be  allowed  us  to  gather  and  prepare  such 
statistics  in  any  form  that  may  be  required.  We  are  specially  anxious 
about  this  so  far  as  the  passenger  business  of  the  company  is  concerned. 
It  furnishes  about  one-half  of  the  gross  revenue  of  the  company  and  is 
largely  derived  from  local  travel.  A  change  of  rates  as  radical  as  is  con- 
templated  by  the  Commission  will,  if  the  opinion  of  the  management  of 
the  road  haVe  any  weight,  seriously  diminish  its  earnings.  If  the  pro- 
posed change  should  be  insisted  upon,  with  the  result  anticipated,  the 
finances  of  the  company  will  be  seriously  affected ;  a  deficit  will  ensue  that 
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cannot  be  made  good,  even  though  the  Commission  should  put  an  end  to 
the  experiment  and  restore  the  existing  rates. 

We  beg  further  to  submit  that  there  are  other  causes  which  we  hope 
will  move  the  Commission  to  guard  carefully  against  the  establishment 
of  tariffs  for  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railway  Company  that  will 
diminish  its  present  revenue.  We  expect  nothing  better  at  present  than 
to  earn  the  interest  on  its  first  mortgage  bonds.  To  do  more  than  this 
we  believe  that  the  local  business  of  the  road  must  be  developed.  We 
h^pe  to  do  this  by  providing  special  facilities  for  opening  up  the  phos- 
phate mining  region  and  for  transporting  its  products  to  market.  The 
local  management  of  the  road  has  submitted  to  the  stockholders  the  out- 
lines of  a  plan  for  the  construction  of  branch  roads  into  the  raining  dis- 
tricts, and  of  wharves  at  Charleston,  specially  designed  for  the  economical 
and  speedy  transfer  of  phosphate  rock  from  the  cars  at  ship's  side.  The 
successful  accomplishment  of  this  plan  is  dependent  upon  the  investment 
of  additional  capital  in  an  enterprise  at  present  unprofitable.  We  hope 
and  believe  that  a  consideration  of  the  facts  and  reasons  contained  in 
this  argument  will  enable  the  Commission  to  determine  upon  such  tariffs 
as  will  maintain  the  gross  revenue  of  our  company  and  sustain  its  stock- 
holders in  the  hope  that  the  prospect  for  a  dividend  has  not  been  dimin- 
ished by  the  establishment  of  a  State  Commission. 

In  conclusion,  the  management  of  the  road  would  assert  their  intention 
to  honestly  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Commission,  even  though  they 
should  differ  in  opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  their  regulations,  believing  that 
such  regulations  will  be  modified  so  soon  as  it  can  be  shown  that  they 
prevent  our  company  from  earning  a  just  and  reasonable  return  on  its 
inveetments.

Gentlemen  :  In  response  to  your  circular  letter  of  2Sth  ult.,  I  beg 
leAve  to  respectfully  submit  to  you  some  of  the  practical  reasons  why  the 
tariff  of  rates  presented  by  you  for  condderatioa  should  not  be  applied 
to  either  the  Columbia  and  Greenville  Railroad  or  the  Charlotte,  Colum- 
bia and  Augusta  Railroad,  or  to  any  of  the  branch  roads  coDoected  with 
either  of  these  lines.  In  making  this  reply  to  your  polite  letter  of  invit- 
ation, I  respectfully  submit  that  neither  by  this  nor  by  any  other  act  on 
our  part  do  we  recognize  your  legal  authority  to  enforce  rates,  and  we 
ask  leave  to  file  this  as  our  protest  at  this  time  and  henceforth  in  all  our 
intercourse,  denying  the  right  on  your  part,  or  on  the  part  of  the  Legis- 
lature, to  assume  such  control  of  our  projierty  or  of  our  proceedings,  and 
declaring  that  in  none  of  our  actings  or  doings,  by  assent  to  your  ruling 
or  otherwise,  do  we  recognize  that  you  have  lawful  authority,  or  do  we 
waive  our  right  to  resist  your  rulings  or  to  test  the  statute  by  legal  pro< 
cesa  or  otherwise. 

With  this  understanding  between  ua,  we  are  happy  to  avail  ourselves 
of  this  opportunity  to  explain  the  necessities  of  our  respective  lines,  and 
to  show  some  of  the  effects  of  your  standard  of  rates,  which  we  feel 
assured  would  bring  upon  the  railroads  sudden  disaster  and  in  a  short 
time  paralyze  the  business  and  injure  the  credit  of  the  entire  State. 

With  these  views  I  present  to  you  caramuuications  addressed  to  the 
subject  by  the  Vice  President,  the  General  Manager  and  the  Traffic 
Manager  of  the  roads  above  named.  The  long  experience  and  recog- 
nized ability  of  these  gentlemen  give  a  force  to  their  statements  and  their 
conclusions  to  which  no  comment  on  ray  part  would  add,  and  we  are 
present  in  person  to  answer  inquiries  which  you  may  deem  it  proper  to 
make, 

I  only  venture  to  urge  upon  you  ta  a  few  words  the  following  plain 
truths : 

1.  The  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  assumes  unprecedented  and  at 
the  same  time  extreme  control  over  private  property  and  delegates  that 
power  to  you.  Your  duty  to  the  State  demands  that  you  e 
fearful  and  unusual  a  power  with  extraordinary  caution. 
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2.  Again :  None  of  the  railroads  which  I  represent  have  been  enabled 
by  their  earnings  to  at  once  meet  their  pecuniary  obligations  and  main- 
tain  a  proper  condition  for  safety,  utility  and  public  convenience,  but 
have  been  obliged  to  borrow  money  for  purposes  of  maintenance.  It  is, 
therefore,  hard  to  convince  reasonable  minds  that  the  rates  on  these  lines 
are  excessive,  or  unjust  or  unreasonable. 

It  is  vain  to  say  that  the  obligations  upon  the  property  are  the  result 
of  excessive  valuation,  for  the  records  will  prove  in  each  case  that  the 
contrary  is  the  fact. 

8.  Finally:  While  the  Act,  oppressive  in  its  nature,  is  momentarily 
aimed  at  but  one  class  of  property,  the  principle  applies  to  all  property 
owned  by  corporations  or  by  persons  in  this  State.  The  immediate  re- 
sult has  been  loss  of  confidence  in  all  property  in  South  Carolina,  which 
distrust  will  be  greatly  increased  by  any  action  of  your  Board  which 
will  convince  the  public  that  their  apprehensions  are  well  founded.  It 
is  needless  to  suggest  to  your  minds  what  irreparable  mischief  this  would 
bring  upon  all  public  interests  as  well  as  private. 

Another  immediate  effect  of  reduction  in  rates  will  be  the  reduction  of 
our  operating  force,  which  will  at  once  inconvenience  the  public  by  de- 
creasing the  number  and  speed  of  our  trains,  and  inflict  great  hardship 
upon  railroad  men  by  throwing  many  out  of  employment  and  reducing 
the  compensation  of  those  who  remain. 

These  are  a  few  of  many  self-evident  truths  which,  I  am  convinced, 
will  receive  your  earnest  attention.

Dear  Sir  :  Since  the  new  tariffs  and  classification  proposed  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  South  Carolina  amount  to  a  sweeping  reduction, 
compromising  largely,  if  not  altogether,  the  net  earnings  of  our  roads,  and 
calculated  to  prove  absolutely  disastrous,  I  have  concluded  to  briefly  lay 
before  you  some  views,  which,  if  urged  upon  them,  may  tend  to  conserva- 
tive action  on  their  part. 

If  they  are  legally  authorized  to  use  the  great  powers  apparently  con- 
ferred upon  them,  and  use  them  injudiciously  or  improperly,  the  tendency 
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will  be  towards  practical  confiscation  of  all  investments  in  the  railroads 
of  the  State  and  encouragement  of  the  disastrous  spirit  of  communism. 

The  Commissioners  would  assume  great  responsibility  if  they  depre- 
ciate these  great  interests  so  as  to  mar  at  their  sovereign  will  the  fortunes 
of  innocent  persons.  It  will  be  only  after  due  and  cautious  experience, 
even  with  the  best  intentions,  that  they  can  grapple  intelligently  and 
fairly  with  that  most  complicated  and  difficult  question — the  establish- 
ment of  equitable,  just  and  necessarily  ever  varying  railroad  tariffs. 

In  fixing  the  rates  per  passenger  per  mile  and  per  ton  per  mile  for 
each  property,  competition,  population,  volume  of  business  and  physical 
characteristics  should  all  be  borne  in  mind. 

It  is  clear  that  where  there  is  a  large  population,  engaged  in  various 
avocations,  these  rates  may  justly  and  properly  be  less  than  in  a  com- 
paratively undeveloped  country  in  which  there  is  but  little  diversity  of 
pursuits — that  the  increased  expenses  and  risks  due  to  fractional  as 
compared  with  full  car  loads  (often  lost  sight  of  by  the  public)  are 
analogous  to  those  of  retail  over  wholesale  business — that  the  cost  of 
traus|rortatiou  in  one  direction  is  very  difierent  from  that  in  the  other, 
by  reason  of  the  inequality  of  grades  or  volume  of  business  in  different 
directions;  often,  from  this  last  cause,  double  service  is  performed  for 
compensation  in  one  direction  only. 

In  the  much- vexed  question  of  higher  local  than  through  freights,  it 
should  be  remembered  that  local  short  hauls  are  far  more  expensive 
relatively  than  long  through  ones,  for  the  simple  reasons  that  the  hand- 
ling of  the  freight  and  loss  of  time  of  the  engine,  crews  and  cars  add  in 
greatly  augmented  proportion,  is  it  not  just  that  the  local  business 
should  chiefly  contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  any  railroad  to  which  it 
is  tributary?  Is  it  not  too  often  forgotten  that  they  are  mutually 
dependent  upon  each  other,  and  that  neither  can  permanently  flourish  at 
the  serious  expense  of  the  other  ? 

Profits  on  junction  and  through  business  are  necessarily  small,  and  if 
the  only  dependence  nearly  every  railroad  in  the  country  would  be 
inferior  in  condition,  imperfectly  operated  and  substantially  bankrupt. 
These  gains,  though  small,  cannot,  however,  be  neglected  by  railroad 
companies,  since,  by  increasing  resources,  they  permit  increased  liberality 
to  local  industries  and  interests — after  all  the  chief  dependence. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  just  here  to  call  special  attention  to  the  well- 
established  fact  that  the  profits  of  simple  *^  middle-men  "  not  unfre- 
quently. largely  exceed  the  total  amount  demanded  for  hundreds  of 
miles  of  transportation  by  the  very  railroads  against  which  they  bitterly 
inveigh. 

It  is  further  respectfully  suggested  that  the  Commissioners  be  requested 
to  dwell   not  only   upon  the  shortcomings  of  the  railroads,  but,  in  al 
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fairness,  upon  the  benefits  they  confer  as  well.  Competition,  actaal  and 
prospective,  water  highways,  the  laws  of  trad«  and  of  supply  and 
demand — laws  which  control  not  only  railroads,  but  the  entire  commer- 
cial.business  of  the  world — all  seem  to  conduce  to  an  average  reduction 
of  rates.  For  these  reasons  alone,  on  railroads,  even  when  protected  by 
special  charter  enactments,  which  accord  to  them  the  rate-making  power, 
the  average  rates  are  only  about  one-half  what  they  were  a  few  years 
since.     Can  any  other  branch  of  the  public  service  show  such  progress  ? 

Conservatism  will  lead  to  the  construction  of  additional  roads;  radi- 
calism will  completely  check  their  development,  and  the  Commissioners 
may  well  hesitate  before  taking  any  action  calculated  to  drive  away 
capital  with  its  benign  influence. 

In  France,  a  country  justly  celebrated  for  its  wise,  conservative  and 
successful  financial  and  industrial  policy,  the  prevailing  sentiment  is : 
The  State  should  watch  attentively  but  prescribe  little.

Dear  Sib:  Id  response  to  the  invitatioo  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
•iouers  of  the  State  of  South  CaroIiDa  to  the  railway  companies  to  sub- 
mit their  objections,  if  any,  to  the  application  of  their  General  Schedule 
of  Rates  to  their  respective  roads,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your 
consideration  and  approval  the  following  presentation  of  the  caae  io  be- 
half of  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  and  Columbia  and  Green- 
ville Railroad  Companies,  and  the  Richmond  and  Danville  Railroad 
Company  as  the  operator  of  the  Atlanta  and  Charlotte  Air  Line  Rail- 
way : 

The  above  named  companies  are,  I  take  it,  willing  to  render  all  the 
assistance  in  their  power,  and  to  give  the  benefit  of  their  experience,  to 
aid  the  Commissioners  in  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  the  Act  under 
which  they  were  appointed ;  but  without  committing  themselves  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  Commissioners'  tarifi*  or  in  any  manner  surrendering 
any  rights  they  may  now  have  to  test  hereafter  the  constitutionality  of 
the  law  or  the  legality  of  the  acts  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  duty  of  ascertaining  and  fixing  "just  and  reasonable  rates  "  im- 
poses the  responsibility  of  regulating  the  commerce  of  the  State,  so  far 
as  It  is  dependent  upon  or  afiiected  by  the  equitable  distribution  of  the 
necessary  transportation  tax  upon  products,  manufactures,  &c.,  the  move- 
ment of  which  for  interchange  constitutes  an  essential  element  of  trade,  and 
involves  the  welfare  of  both  the  carriers  and  shippers,  whose  interests  are 
80  closely  interwoven  thai  neither  can  be  permanently  benefitted  at  the 
expense  of  the  other. 

If  the  transportation  charges  are  lightened  at  the  expense  of  the  wel- 
fare of  the  railways,  not  only  will  it  deter  capital  from  seeking  invest- 
ment in  new  roads,  but  the  existing  roads  will  necessarily  deteriorate  in 
condition  and  equipment  so  as  to  impair  their  efficiency,  to  the  detriment 
ultimately  of  the  commerce  dependent  upon  them  for  facilities,  and  with 
but  meagre  results  in  the  way  of  even  temporary  development  of  traffic ; 
for  low  rates  stimulate  business  to  a  very  limited  extent,  as  will  be  seen 
by  comparing  the  relative  production  in  certain  sections  of  any  of  the 
seaboard  States,  where  the  rates  of  transportation  are  exceptionally  low, 
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owing  to  their  accessibility  to  navigable  waters,  with  that  of  less  favored 
districts  in  the  interior,  or  with  the  yield  from  the  same  sections  in  pre- 
vious years. 

The  solution  of  so  delicate  and  intricate  a  problem  as  that  which  thd 
Railroad 'Commissioners  are  called  upon  to  deal  with — in  which  all  or 
nearly  all  of  the  material  interests  of  the  State  are  directly  or  indirectly 
involved — cannot  ba  found  in  rigid  tariffi  or  uniform  rates  without  regard 
to  the  widely  varying  conditions  which  affect  the  cost  of  the  complicated 
service  to  be  performed  with  speed,  system  and  regularity,  at  the  carriers' 
risk  of  accidents,  damage,  and  delay  from  any  and  all  causes  which  a 
jury  may  consider  avoidable. 

That  the  Legislature  did  not  intend  the  adoption  of  a  Procusteaa 
measure,  to  which  all  must  alike  conform,  is  evident  from  the  law  itself, 
which  not  only  authorizes  but  requires  the  Commissioners  "to  make  for 
each  railroad  corporation  doing  business  in  the  State  a  schedule  of  just 
and  reasonable  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and 
freight  and  cars  on  each  of  said  railroads.'' 

The  laws  of  supply  and  demand  must  always  limit  the  prices  of  trans- 
portation, as  they  do  those  of  other  commodities;  and  it  may  well  be 
doubted  whether  any  further  regulation  of  rates  is  necessary  or  advisable  ; 
certain  it  is  that  any  disregard  of  these  natural  laws  of  commerce  on  the 
part  of  the  transportation  companies  is  attended  with  loss  as  in  the  case 
of  individuals;  and  every  attempt  to  regulate  prices  arbitrarily,  in  defi- 
ance of  natural  laws,  whether  of  transportation  or  other  commodities,  is 
likely  to  produce  results  the  reverse  of  what  was  intended.  Notable  in- 
stances of  this  may  be  found  in  the  "  Potter  "  laws  of  Iowa,  and  similar 
legislation  in  other  Scates,  which  the  very  movers  of  made  haste  to 
rescind. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  the  regulation  of  rates  by  Commissions  has 
in  some  instances  proved  immediately  beneficial  to  both  the  railroad 
companies  and  the  public,  as  evidenced  by  the  increase  in  traffic  which 
has  followed  their  action;  but  when  it  is  remembered  that  during  several 
years  past  there  has  been  an  almost  unprecedented  development  of  in- 
dustries of  every  class  throughout  the  country — where  the  transportation 
lines  were  not  under  any  restraints  as  well  as  where  they  were — it  would 
seem  more  than  probable  that  credit  is  due  to  the  Railroad  Commission- 
ers for  their  conservatism  in  not  rashly  interfering  with  the  natural  cur- 
rents of  trade,  rather  than  for  any  beneficial  results  which  can  be  traced 
directly  to  their  intervention. 

The  wise  and  safe  course  for  a  Railroad  Commission  to  adopt  is  to  exert 
their  influence  and  authority  in  the  direction  which  every  intelligent 
railway  company  will  pursue  in  the  regulation  of  its  rates,  viz.:  to  adjust 
them  so  far  as  practicable  to  meet  the  requirements  of  both  the  railroads  and  the 
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communities  served  by  //ie7n,  with  a  view  to  encourage  productiou  without 
any  unnecessary  sacrifice  of  revenues,  aud  with  due  regard  to  the  physi- 
cal requirements  of  its  property  and  the  permanent  interests  of  its  stock- 
holders, regnlating  its  charges  according  to  the  relative  value  of  the 
commodities  at  the'points  of  production  and  consumption,  so  as  to  make 
a  fair  profit  on  the  cost  of  the  service,  but  adjusting  them  so  as  to  make 
the  tax  fall  heaviest  where  it  will  be  the  least  felt,  and  lightest  where 
the  commodities  are  least  able  to  bear  it;  having  reference  always,  how- 
ever, to  the  cost  of  transportation,  and  making  no  rate  so  low  that  it  will 
involve  a  loss  to  the  carrier  which  must  be  made  up  by  an  undue  profit 
on  something  else  or  somewhere  else,  in  order  to  maintain  net  revenues 
at  a  reasonable  and  proper  standard. 

If  we  take  the  cost  of  transportation  as  the  basis  for  constructing  our 
tariffs  and  disregard  all  conditions  except  such  as  afiect  the  expenses  in- 
curred in  performing  the  service,  we  will  find  that  rates  should  not  only 
be  relatively  higher  on  some  roads  than  on  others,  but  that  even  on  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  same  road  the  cost  varies  materially. 

The  conditions  which  make  the  cost  of  transportation  greater  or  less 
on  different  roads  are  many  and  varied,  as,  for  instance,  the  gradients 
and  alignment;  the  uniformity  and  volume  of  the  traffic,  and  the  rela- 
tive amount  of  it  in  each  direction  at  the  same  time;  the  average  length 
of  haul ;  the  nature  of  the  commodities  as  regards  bulk,  weight,  liability 
to  damage  and  the  facility  with  which  they  can  be  handled  ;  the  cost  of 
labor,  material,  fuel,  &c.  But  in  order  to  simplify  the  question,  I  will 
take  only  two  of  the  most  important  and  widely  varying  elements  of 
cost,  and  endeavor  to  show  how  different  roads  and  branches  should  be 
classified  with  reference  to  the  cost  of  transportation  as  afiected  by  the 
volume  of  their  traffic  and  the  distance  it  is  hauled. 

The  maintenance  of  the  roadway,  administration  and  taxes  and  insur- 
ance on  property  are  so  little  afiected  by  the  amount  of  transportation 
service  done  that  they  are  usually  denominated  "  Fixed  Expenses,' 
although,  as  will  be  shown  hereafter,  they  are  variable  within  certain 
limits.  These  expenses,  whatever  they  are,  have  to  be  borne  by  the 
traffic,  and  the  smaller  the  volume  of  it  the  larger  is  the  proportion  of 
them  to  be  assessed  upon  each  passenger  or  each  ton  of  freight,  if  the 
road  is  to  be  maintained  in  efficient  condition  and  its  afiairs  properly  ad- 
ministered. Furthermore,  the  volume  of  traffic  depends  not  only  upon 
the  number  of  passengers  and  the  number  of  tons  of  freight  transported, 
but  upon  the  average  distance  they  are  hauled  as  compared  with  the 
length  of  the  road  maintained  and  operated.  In  order,  therefore,  to  com- 
pare the  relative  volume  of  traffic  on  difiTerent  roads  or  different  parts  of 
the  same  road,  we  should  take  into  consideration  not  only  the  number  of 
passengers  and  number  of  tons  of  freight,  but  also  the  average  distance 
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they  are  trausportod,  as  compared  with  the  leogth  of  road  operated  aod 
maiDtained.  This  may  be  done  io  a  very  easy  and  simple  manoer  by 
takiog  the  number  of  miles  traveled  by  passengers  and  the  number  of 
mile-tons  of  freight  transported  per  mile  of  road  operated  and  main- 
tained. 

It  was  ascertained  by  the  United  States  Postal  Commission  in  1877 
that  the  average  number  of  passengers  transported  one  mile  for  every 
mile  run  by  passenger  trains  on  114  railroads  in  the  United  States  was 
46,  while  the  maximum  did  not  exceed  55.  The  statistics  from  which 
they  ascertained  this  average  were  carefully  compiled,  and  included 
nearly  all  of  the  roads  of  large  passenger  traffic  in  the  North  and  West, 
as  well  as  in  the  South. 

The  average  on  Southern  roads  will  hardly  exceed  80  passengers  per 
train,  45  being  the  highest  I  have  any  knowledge  of,  and  that  was  an 
exceptional  case,  when  the  train  service  was  at  a  minimum,  on  the  Rich- 
mond, York  River  and  Chesapeake  Railroad  in  1882,  and  the  travel  in- 
cluded a  large  crowd  of  visitors  to  the  Centennial  Celebration  at  York- 
town.  During  the  same  year  the  average  number  of  passengers  per  train 
mile  on  the  Virginia  Midland  Railway,  which  probably  does  as  large  a 
passenger  business  as  any  other  railroad  in  the  South,  was  38.28,  and  on 
the  Columbia  and  Greenville  Railroad,  with  a  large  accession  of  travel, 
due  to  the  Cotton  Exposition  at  Atlanta,  and  only  one  regular  passenger 
train  each  way  per  day,  it  was  36.71  passengers,  while  on  none  of  our 
othef  roads  in  South  Carolina  did  the  average  travel  exceed  30.55  pas- 
sengers per  train,  and  in  some  cases  it  was  as  low  as  from  12  to  14,  as 
wi41  be  seen  from  the  following  statement : 
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The  average  cost  of  transporling  a  passenger  one  mile  on  each  of  the 
specified  roads  and  branches  as  deduced  from  the  records  of  the  several 
companies  is  given  in  the  last  column  of  the  above  statement ;  but  as  it 
may  be  urged  that  in  alloting  the  expenses  which  are  common  to  both 
classes  of  service  injustice  may  have  been  done  to  one  or  the  other,  I 
give  below  a  statement  of  the  ascertained  cost  of  the  movemejil  of  passen- 
ger trains  per  train  mile  and  per  passenger  mile  on  each  road  and  branch 
in  South  Carolina :

This  sufficiently  demonstrates  the  impracticability  of  transporting  pas- 
sengers on  all  roads  alike  at  three  cents  per  mile,  unless  a  large  saving 
in  the  cost  can  be  effected  by  means  of  mixed  trains  for  both  passengers 
and  freight,  the  consideration  of  which  question  will  be  postponed  until 
we  have  investigated  the  freight  traffic. 

Freight  Transportation. 

The  following  statement  gives  the  volume  of  the  freight  traffic,  the 
average  train  load,  and  the  average  haul  on  various  roads  in  the  Rich- 
mond and  Danville  system  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1882^ 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  conditions  under  which  the  service 
was  performed  varied  widely,  and  what  would  have  been  just  and  reason- 
able rates  for  the  roads  with  a  heavy  volume  of  traffic  and  a  long  average 
haul  would  have  necessarily  been  oppressive  to  the  roads  with  light 
traffic  and  short  haul: 
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The  roads  Sd  South  Carolina  which  coastilute  a  part  of  the  Bicbmond 
and  Danville  flyateni  have  uot'  been  operated  long  enough  under  my 
Bupervisiou  tu  enable  me  to  determiae  satisfactorily  their  relative  cost  of 
inainlenauce  and  operation  as  compared  with  the  roads  which  have  been 
uoder  the  mauagemeut  of  the  Richmoud  and  Danville  Railroad  Com- 
pany for  a  long  aeriea  of  years,  during  which  lime  statistical  accounts 
have  been  kept  with  great  care  and  all  the  accuracy  attainable.  The 
coat  of  transportation  varies  eveu  on  the  same  road  during  different 
periods,  and  it  ia  never  safe  to  rely  on  the  results  of  a  single  year.  The 
cost  of  freight  service  on  the  roads  iu  South  Carolina  iu  1882  was  gener- 
ally greater  than  the  average  cost  of  eimilar  service  ou  the  Richmond  and 
Danville  and  North  Carolina  Railroads  for  the  same  year  aud  for  the 
last  eight  years,  hut  J882  was,  to  some  extent,  an  abnormal  year  for 
these  roads,  and  I  prefer,  therefore,  to  use  the  average  cost  of  the  freight 
service  on  the  Richmond  and  Danville  and  North  Carolina  Railroads  fur 
a  period  of  eight  years,  as  more  nearly  accurate  than  the  ascertained  coat 
on  each  road  for  1682. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  average  cost  of  running  freight 
'  trains  on  each  of  the  roads  named,  and  the  average  of  both  from  1875  to 
1882,  inclusive: 
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It  wilt  be  seen  from  the  above  statement  that  in  addition  to  the  cost 
of  maintaining  the  road-bed  and  structures,  taxes  aud  iusurunce  on  prop- 
erty, and  the  cost  of  administration,  there  is  another  item  of  expense 
included  in  the  cost  of  "  movement,"  which  is  dependent  chiefly  upou 
the  length  of  the  road,  and  not  upon  the  volume  of  traffic;  fur  every 
lime  an  engine  is  run  over  the  road,  whether  with  or  withuutcars  behind 
it,  a  cost  of  28.5  cents  per  mile  is  incurred,  which  on  roads  of  light 
traffic  amounts  to  an  additional  "fixed  expense"  not  at  all  proportionate 
to  the  volume  of  the  business  or  the  length  of  ihe  haul. 

The  following  statement  sIii^s  the  cost  of  "  movement"  of  the  freight 
traffic  on  the  several  roads  of  the  Richmond  and  Danville  system  in

The  first  three  of  these  are  generally  proportionate  to  the  length  of  the 

The  fourth  depends  chiefly  go  the  volume  of  traffic  or  the  number  of 
passengers  aud  tons  of  freight  transported,  without  reference  to  the  dis- 
tance they  are  hauled,  but  sometimes  varies  widely  according  to  the 
number  of  places  at  which  a  given  amount  of  traffic  is  received  and  de- 
livered, the  cost  per  passenger  or  per  ton  fur  a  small  amount  of  business 
at  one  point  being  greater  than  for  a  large  amount. 

The  average  coat  per  mile  per  annum  on  the  Richmond  and  Danville 
and  North  Carolina  Railroads  for  administration  was  8158.12  and  for 
maintenance  of  roadway  and  structures  was  S433.16,  while  on  the  North- 
western North  Carolina  Railroad  (25  miles  of  comparatively  new  road)  the 
average  cost  of  administration  fur  five  years  was  $168.78  and  of  mainte- 
nance of  roadway  and  structures  $362.31  per  mile  per  annum.  On  the 
Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad — 191  miles — the  average 
cost  of  maintenance  of  roadway  and  strnctures  for  four  years  was 
8447.13. 
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It  will,  I  thiok,  be  fair  to  asBUme  that  tbe  average  cost  per  mile  per 
BDQum  on  the  RicbmoDd  and  Daaville  aod  North  Carolina  Railroads 
for  eight  years  is  about  tbe  general  average  fur  roads  in  the  South.

The  average  terminal  expenses  per  passenger  oo  the  Richmond  aod 
Danville  and  North  Carolina  Railroads  for  eight  years  was  19.179  ceata,. 
and  per  ton  of  freight  19.638  cents  ;  but  on  roads  of  light  traffic  or  a  large 
number  of  intermediate  stations,  it  frequently  exceeds  thirty  cents  per 
too  tor  freight,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  statement :

If  we  take  the  termioal  expeoses  of  pasaeogcrs  at  twcaty  ceols,  and  of 
freight  at  thirty  cents,  for  the  roads  of  the  Bvelem  iu  South  Caroliaa,  we 
will  have  for  termiDal  expenses  as  follows:

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It  has  been  shown  by  the  above  that  by  bringing  the  roads  in  South 
Carolina  up  to  the  standard  of  the  Ricbmood  and  Danville  anc]  North 
Carolina  Railroads  and  reducing  the  service  hitlieito  given  to  the  pub- 
lic, the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  could  be  reduced  below  what 
it  is  now ;  and  I  will  take  this  minimum  cost  us  the  basis  of  comparison 
between  the  several  roads  and  branches  in  the  Slate  of  South  Carolina, 
instead  of  the  actual  cost  of  maiotenance  and  operation. 


INTERESt. 

There  ia  aaotber  item  of  coet  which  has  not  heretofore  been  cooaidered, 
viz.:  the  iutereet  on  the  capital  ipvested  in  the  roads  aad  their  equip- 
ment, which  is  a  raaterinl  elemeat  in  our  compuUtious,  aa  will  be  aeen 

from  the  folloning  atatement: 

Statement  Showing  the  Cost  of  Maintenance  and  Operation  at  above,  with 
the  Interett  on  Capital  added  thereto,  prr  Mile  of  Road,  per  Day,  and 
per  Paeeenger  or  Ton  of  Freight  per  Mile. 
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The  above  statemeat  shows  coQclusively  that  while  the  Atlanta  and 
Charlotte  Air  Line  Railway  might,  afler  it  has  beeu  put  in  thorough 
repair,  be  made  to  pay  six  per  cent,  interest  on  its  coat,  with  average 
rates  per  passenger  and  per  ton  per  mile  of  three  cents,  none  of  the  other 
roads  iu  South  Carolina  could  meet  their  interest  with  such  average  rates, 
and  some  of  them  would  not  earn  the  expenses  of  maintenance  aud  oper* 
at  ion. 

NARROW  OAUOE  ROADS. 

The  narrow  gauge  roads  have  been  operated  in  connection  with  the 
Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  for  so  short  a  period  that  I 
have  not  the  data  for  a  satisfactory  analysis,  but  I  find  that,  aa  compared 
with  the  wide  gauge  roads  of  similar  length,  the  average  cost  of  move- 
ment is  about  the  same  per  train  mile  as  on  other  roads  of  light  traffic. 
It  will  be  safe  to  say  that  they  rank  with  such  roads  as  the  Spartanburg. 
Union  aud  Columbia  Railroad  and  the  Laurens  Railway.  The  coat  of 
maintenance  and  other  "  fixed  "  expenses  may  possibly  be  somewhat  less 
than  on  the  roads  of  wide  gauge,  but  tfaere  is  nothing  in  our  experience  so 
iar  to  justify  such  an  expectation. 
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The  following  statement  ahowa  the  average  number  of  paaaengers  and 
tons  of  freight  per  mile  of  road  per  day,  the  average  haul  of  each,  and 
the  revenue  which  would  be  derived  from  rates  scaled  according  to  vol- 
ume of  traffic  and  average  haul  i 
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I  have  divided  the  roads  into  two  classes,  as  shown  in  the  above  state- 
ment— the  first  class  including  roads  of  heavier  traffic,  on  which  the  reve- 
nue may  be  kept  up  by  tariffs  of  ratea  (both  paaaenger  and  freight)  acaled 
properly  with  reference  to  distance  ;  and  the  second  clasj  including  the 
roads  of  lighter  traffic  and  short  average  haul,  on  which  it  is  necessary 
to  make  the  passenger  rates  five  cents  per  mile  and  the  freight  rates 
higher  than  on  roads  of  the  first  class,  in  order  to  maintain  the  revenues 
at  a  reasonable  Sgure.

Dear  Sir  :  When  receiving  an  exteusion  of  time  from  the  South 
Carolina  Commission  in  which  to  gather  the  necessary  information  for 
making  to  them  a  statement  from  which  they  would  be  enabled  to  arrive 
at  a  proper  conclusion  as  to  the  extent  of  the  increase,  if  any,  they  would 
make  on  their  '*  Standard  Tariff,"  I  supposed  that  it  was  merely  a  ques- 
tion of  clerical  labor  in  getting  the  amount  of  business  for  each  class 
carried  during  the  6scal  year.  I  had  then  made  but  a  cursory  review  of 
the  classification,  and  thought  that  it  did  not  materially  differ  from  the 
classification  now  in  use  by  the  roads  in  South  Carolina  and  all  roads  of 
the  Southern  Railway  and  Steamship  Association.  A  uniformity  of 
classification  is  so  very  important  in  the  interchange  of  business  with 
other  roads  that  I  supposed  the  Commission,  recognizing  its  importance, 
would  make  only  such  changes  as  the  local  necessities  of  each  road 
might  require.  Upon  an  actual  comparison,  however,  I  find  the  differ- 
ences so  numerous  and  important  as  to  render  impossible  any  application 
of  the  rates  under  them  to  the  business  actually  done  under  the  existing 
classification,  save  in  those  two  articles  which  contribute  the  largest  pro- 
portion to  our  freight  earnings,  viz.,  cotton  and  fertilizers;  and,  unless 
the  almost  impossible  task  of  taking  the  tonnage  from  each  station  on 
every  individual  article  shipped  was  undertaken,  any  such  detailed  and 
complete  comparison  as  intended  cannot  be  had.  Though  unable  to  fur- 
nish the  Commission  with  as  full  statements  as  hoped  for,  we  have,  I 
doubt  not,  ample  information  that  will  fully  satisfy  them  as  to  the  claims 
made  for  a  very  largely  increased  tariff  for  this  road.  Should  we  omit 
anything  that  may  seem  to  them  important,  we  can  promptly  supply 
such  omission  upon  their  request. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  statement,  marked  "A,"  showing  from  each  sta- 
tion the  number  of  bales  of  cotton  and  the  weight  thereof;  the  revenue 
actually  received,  the  revenue  that  would  have  been  received  under  the 
** Standard  Tariff"  of  the  Commission,  and  the  loss  by  such  comparison 
from  each  station.  This  statement  covers  a  period  of  eight  months 
ending  May  31st,  1883,  and  shows  that  on  cotton  alone  the  operation  of 
the  "Standard  Tariff**  would  result  in  a  loss  to  the  Columbia  and  Green- 
ville Railroad  and  branches  of  $83,140.28.  As  the  total  revenue  on 
cotton  was  $247,455.27,  the  loss  involved  would  be  within  a  fraction  of 
33  59-100  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  from  this  source. 

I  also  submit  herewith  a  statement,  "B,"  showing  the  fertilizer  move-

nue, OD  which  is  proposed  an  average  reduction  of  32  per  cent.,  or,  by 
actual  results,  fi)(i,^V,-i.7». 

Having  demonstrated  the  result  on  oG  4-10  per  cent,  of  our  revenue, 
let  U9  see  haw  the  "Stanilard  Ttiriif"  aftecls  the  remaining  43  0-10  per 
cent.,  which  is  made  up  of  many  and  diverse  articles.  The  43  6-10  per 
cent,  of  freight  revenue  remaining  unaccounted  for  tnay,  with  the  cxcep- 
tlon  of  the  uuimportaut  (to  this  mad)  articles  of  wood  and  lumber,  be 
termed  "general  merchandise."  While  this  is  rather  an  indefiuite  term, 
a«  ordinarily  used,  for  the  case  now  under  discussion  wo  have,  I  think, 
anlBcienl  iidorraaliou  to  make  it  ni^t  only  quite  intelligible,  but,  for  the 
porposes  of  the  Ctunniissiou,  doubtless  desirable. 

Sintement  "C,"  herewith  arUiched,sbow8lhe  weight  and  revenue  under 
the  present  laritf,  the  average  rate,  the  revenue  under  the  "Standard 
Tariff"  of  the  Cummission,  the  average  rate  bo  obtained,  and  the  loss  nr 
gain  on  each  article.  This  statement  is  made  up  from  the  acUial  busi- 
Dtse,  aa  [terformed,  for  the  monib  of  September,  1882,  to  HNd  from  idl 
etatinoa — cotton  and  guano  excepted,  which  have  already  been  eepa- 
ralely  shown.  This  month  was  selected  as  furnishing  perhaps  a  nearer 
Rverag«  of  all  classes  of  freight  transported  by  most  of  the  roads  in 
South  Carolina  than  any  other  single  month.  I  think  it  is  fair  toatsume 
tliat  ibe  business  fur  September  Inst  is  a  true  average  for  the  year's  busi- 
nesB.  It  was  impossible,  in  tbo  time  allowed,  to  get  up  this  detailed 
information  fur  a  longer  period. 

This  statement  shows  7,17(J  tons  carried,  yielding  a  revenue  of 
831,Ufl."J.22.  Under  the  Commissioners'  Tariff  the  earnings  would  have 
been  91  D,'.i58.(i2,  showing  a  reduction  of  811.804.60,  or  an  average 
decrease  in  the  revenue  from  freight  of  38  per  cent.  This,  of  course, 
refers  only  (o  the  differencea  in  the  rates,  and  not  to  the  classification, 
which  makes  a  still  further  reduction,  and  upon  which  it  is  practically 
impossible  to  calculate  the  loss.  Applying  this  38  per  cenl.  to  (he  eight 
months'  business  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  31st,  I$S3,  we  have  the 
following  result:

Or  a  reduction  of  34  6-10  per  cent,  from  the  actual  freight  earnings  of 
the  road  for  the  period  named. 

Assuming  that  the  earnings  fur  the  last  four  months  of  the  fiscal  year 
will  bo  the  same  as  for  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year — to  wit, 
$106,564.37— it  will  make  the  full  year's  freight  earnings  $646,063.67. 
Apply  the  Commissioners'  Tariff  to  the  year's  business  and  the  following 
result  will  be  shown:

In  regard  to  the  Classification.  Some  articles,  by  the  "  Standard 
Tariff,"  are  largely  advanced,  while  others  are  largely  reduced.  As  a 
rule  those  advanced  are  either  advanced  higher  than  the  articles  will 
bear,  or  are  such  as  are  not  transported  from  our  stations ;  while  the 
reductions  are  generally  on  articles  which  are  of  material  importance 
and  which  could  readily  stand  a  higher  classification. 

The  chief  objection  to  the  classification  is  its  want  of  uniformity  with 
the  classification  in  use  by  other  roads. 

In  regard  to  the  passenger  rates  proposed  by  the  *' Standard  Tariff"  it 
is  necessary  to  say  but  little.    The  earnings  of  the  last  fiscal  year  on  the 
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local  basiness  affected  by  the  Tariff  was  S46485.59,  upon  which  a  reduc- 
tion of  25  per  cent  is  made  by  the  "  Standard  Tariff."  which  reduces  the 
earnings  from  this  source  $11,546.40.  With  an  average  haul  of  but 
27  2-10  miles  for  a  road  performing  daily  passenger  traiu  service  each 
way,  it  would  seem  beyond  all  bounds  of  reason  to  reduce  the  fares  below 
4  cents  per  mile. 

If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  a  reduction  is  absolutely  neces- 
mry^  I  respectfully  suggest  that  such  reduction  be  made  operative  on 
distances  only  over  100  miles. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  reductions  on  freight  and  passen- 
gers contemplated  by  the  "  Standard  Tariff": 

Freight $222,085  20 

Passengers 11,546  40 

$233,631  60 


It  should  be  noted  that  the  Columbia  and  Greenville  Railroad  has  not 
the  advantages  of  through  business,  either  in  freight  or  passengers,  and 
relies  almost  exclusively  on  its  local  business  for  support. 

The  facts  herewith  submitted  will,  I  trust,  enable  the  Commission  to 
advance  their  "Standard  Tariff"  for  this  company  to  the  extent  of  at 
least  maintainrng  its  present  by  no  means  large  revenue.

Dkab  Sir:  For  the  Charlotte,  Columljia  and  AuguBia  Railroad  I 
have  ihe  huuor  to  baud  you  herewith  such  atatemetita  aa  lead  to  the  cou- 
clneion  that  tbu  Ruilrcad  Commisaiou  will  advance  the  "Hlandard 
Tarifi'"  for  Om  compnuy — at  leiut  on  all  clajsea  for  distances  under  lOD 
miles,  and  uu  the  lower  cUssea  for  diatauces  over  KlU  miles. 

No  road  in  the  Sute  of  South  Carolina  is  situated,  iu  regard  to  short 
hauls  and  iu  poiat  of  aompetilion,  so  u  a  fortunately  as  the  Charlotte, 
Columbia  aud  Augusta  Railroad.  Struck  at  Columbia  by  two  liuee,  ai 
Cbarlotle  liy  three,  aud  at  Augusta  by  four — all  in  active  eompetitlou 
with  it  for  business,  not  only  at  the  points  of  junolioo,  but  fur  its  local 
btisiDeea.  This,  with  the  ptevuiling  low  rates  at  the  Junction  points, 
nakea  it  peculiarly  susceptible  to  tbe  coinpetitiou  of  other  lines  even  for 
iu  local  business.  No  better  evidence  of  this  can  be  found  thai)  the 
fact  that  the  rates  from  Eastern  cities  are  in  many  cases  lower  to  Winns- 
liurutban  to  Charlotte;  that  rates  to  Treu  ton  are  lower  than  to  Winnaboro; 
that  rates  to  Johnston's  are  lower  than  to  Trenton ;  aud  that  rates  from 
Charleston  are  lower  to  Trenton  than  to  Johnston's;  lower  to  John- 
ston's than  to  Blacks  lock's,  aud  much  lower  to  Trenton  than  to  Chester; 
and,  though  all  these  are  local  stations,  the  company  h  unable  to  control 
eijual  rates  from  points  beyond  its  own  line,  though  equidistant  from 
jioints  of  shipment.  This  h  true  as  to  the  cotton  aud  guano  as  well  as  to 
general  business. 

There  is  no  road  of  equal  length  in  this,  or  perhaps  In  any  other  State, 
whose  haul  shows  so  low  an  average  as  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and 
Aogusta  lUilroad, 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  50,8'.i(!  average  bales  of  cotton,  weighing 
460  pounds  each,  were  transported  from  local  stations.  Of  these  19,276 
balea  were  forwarded  viu  Charlotte,  13,436  bales  went  via  Columbia  and 
1S,094  bales  via  Augui«ta — the  average  haul  being  3ti  miles. 

The  Iransportaliou  of  guano  may  be  demonstrated  iu  the  same  way. 
Of  8,i)6y  tons  transported,  2,333  tons  came  via  Augusta,  1,8-^8  via  Char- 
lotte and  4,77'!  via  Columbia — the  average  haul  being  less  than  40  mites — 
tbe  rates  on  which  arc  reduced  by  the  "Standard  TariiF"  over  oue-balf. 

It  may  he  said  that  our  rates  on  guano  and  other  gross  and  heavy 
aitidffl  have  been  very  high.  This  is  too  true,  unfortunately,  for  ua  and 
those  who  rely  upon  this  road  for  Iransportaliou.     It  is  well  known  that 
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these  high  rates  were  not  voluDtarily  made,  but  are  the  result  of  a  deci- 
sion rendered  by  the  hii^hest  tribunal  of  the  State — which  practically 
says  that  we  shall  charge  the  same  rate  for  a  ton  of  guano,  a  ton  of  meat 
or  a  ton  of  bagging  as  for  a  ton  of  silk.  The  practical  operation  of  this 
deoision  rendered  necessary  a  very  larg«  reduction  on  the  first  six  classes 
and  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  rates  on  articles  lower  than  sixth 
class.  It  is  true,  therefore,  that  our  rates  on  guano  and  similar  articles 
have  been  relatively  very  much  higher  than  articles  belonging  to  the 
higher  classes.  We  sought  not  to  increase  our  per  ton  revenue,  but  to 
maintain  what  theretofore  had  been  received,  in  order  to  at  least  main- 
tain the  then  existing  by  no  means  satisfactory  efficiency  of  the  road. 
In  this  we  were  disappointed.  The  per  ton  revenue  was  reduced  and 
the  gross  earnings  barely  maintained,  while  every  other  road  in  the  State 
increased  its  earnings  with  the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  country. 

In  reply  to  this,  the  Board  of  Commis:)ioners  will  say  that  they  propose 
to  advance  the  rates  on  the  higher  classes,  which  their  *' Standard 
Tariff"  would  seem  to  indicate. 

By  glancing  at  the  proportions  of  revenue«contributed  to  the  whole  by 
each  class  and  comparing  them  with  the  rates  of  the  ''Standard  Tariff," 
we  find  that  on  the  first  four  classes  there  seems  to  be  an  average  in- 
crease of  about  20  per  cent.,  while  on  the  remaining  and  more  important 
classes  the  reductions  will  average  over  4^  percent.     I  have  the  statistics 
of  four  roads  in  South  Carolina,  (one  of  large   earnings  fend   three  of 
small,)  showing  the  earnings  by  class  on   general    merchandise.     The 
aImost>unif)rm  class  percentage  on  each  of  these  roads  is  remarkable. 
These  statistics  show  that  of  the  revenues  earned   there  was  contributed 
by  the  first  to  fourth  classes  inclusive  on  two  of  these  roads  38  per  cent., 
by  one  36  per  cent,  and  by  the  other  41  per  cent. — the  average  of  the 
four  roads  being  38  per  cent,  from  first  to  fourth  class  and  62  per  cent, 
from  the  classes  under  fourth  class.     It  will  thus  be  seen  that,  whilst  the 
tariff  does  increase  the  four  highest  classes  about  20  per  cent.,  such  in- 
crease relates  to  but  38  per  cent,  of  the  revenue,  and  that  for  the  re- 
maining 62  per  cent,  the  reduction  is  about  40  per  cent. 

I  hand  you  herewith  cotton  and  guano  statements,  showing  the  earn- 
ings to  have  been  for  the  nine  months  ending  June  30th,  1883:  On 
cotton  876,364  26,  from  which  the  application  of  the  "Standard  Tariff" 
will  make  a  reduction  of  $15,398.22 — equal  to  20  per  cent. 

The  guano  earnings,  $30.233.^»0,  are,  under  the  "Standard  Tariff,"  re- 
duced to  the  extent  of  $11,150.25 — aquivalent  to  36  8-10  per  cent. 
The  reduction  on  cotton  and  guano  together  is  $26,548.47. 
The  records  of  this  road  do  not  show  the  tonnage  by  classes;  but, 
assuming  the  reduction  contemplated  by  the  "Standard  Tariff"  to  be  no 
greater  than  other  roads  for  which  statistics  have  been  obtained,  we  find 
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the  redaction  od  all  local  freight  (except  cotton  and  guano)  to  be  $39,- 
373.79.  Add  to  this  the  reduction  on  cotton  and  guano,  already  ascer- 
tained, and  we  have  a  total  reduction  of  $Go,922.2G,  equal  to  32  8-10 
per  cent,  of  the  entire  local  freight  revenue. 

These  statements  are  based  simply  upon  the  reductions  contemplated 
by  the  rates  of  the  "Standard  Tariff."  There  has  been  no  allowance 
made,  nor  is  it  practicable  to  make  an  allowance,  for  the  reductions  in 
the  classification. 

I  will  here  state  that  a  large  amount  of  business  to  the  stations  of  this 
road  is  received  from  other  States,  and  that  I  think  it  therefore  of  very 
great  importance  that  the  classi^cation  should  be  more  nearly  assimilated 
to  that  of  the  Southern  Railway  and  Steamship  Association. 

The  local  first  class  pas:$enger  earnings  for  the  nine  months  ending 
June  30th,  1883,  amounts  to  836,647.64.  The  "Standard  Tariff*"  con- 
templates  a  reduction  of  25  per  cent.,  or  $9,161.91.  When  it  is  consid- 
ered that  the  average  number  of  miles  traveled  by  local  passengers  is 
but  27  miles,  it  would  seem  that  any  reduction  in  the  passenger  revenue 
would  be  unfair  to  this  company. 

Recapitulating  the  reductions  proposed  by  the  "  Standard  Tariff*"  we 
find  the  total  reduction  for  the  nine  months  to  be  as  follows :

Guano 11,150  25 

All  other  articles 39,373  79 

On  Local  Passengers 12,216  15 

Total  reduction $78,138  41 

Assuming  that  the  earnings  for  the  three  remaining  months  of  the 
present  fiscal  year  will  be  the  same  as  for  the  same  period  of  1882,  and 
applying  the  percentages  of  reduction  under  the  "Standard  Tariff*,"  as 
above  shown,  the  result  for  the  full  year  on  the  local  receipts  from  freight 
and  passengers  will  be —

It  is  needless  to  say  that  if  these  reductions  be  enforced  the  gross 
revenue  will  not  meet  operating  expenses.

In  this  connection  I  beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
operating  expenses  of  the  narrow  gauge  roads  vary  but  little  from 
those  of  the  wider  gauges,  the  same  number  of  traiu  men  and  the  same 
relative  proportion  of  fuel  to  the  tons  of  freight  and  number  of  passen- 
gers carried  being  required  as  on  the  wide  gauge  roads.     Over  90, per 

17 — RRC 
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cent  of  the  Chester  and  Lanoir  business  is  transported  but  23  miles ;  and 
of  the  Cheraw  and  Chester  business  but  29  miles.  It  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  but  10,000  lbs.  can  be  carried  in  the  freight  cars  of  these 
roads,  and  that  under  the  lower  classes  of  the  "  Standard  Tariff"  the 
rates  are  too  low  to  pay  even  the  cost  of  initial  and  terminal  expenses, 
and  that  the  rates  fixed  for  car  loads  are  really  for  two  car  loads.  That 
nearly  all  freight  has  to  be  transferred  at  the  junction  points,  which  is  an 
expense  avoided  on  the  uniform  gauge  of  other  roads  on  connection  busi- 
ness. With  these  statements  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  the  Commission 
will  make  a  large  increase  in  the  Standard  Tariff  on  freights  and  allow 
four  cents  to  be  charged  for  first  class  passage  on  these  roads.  I  enclose 
statements,  marked  A  and  B,  showing  the  actual  receipts,  what  would 
have  been  received  under  Standard  Tariff,  and  the  loss  on  cotton  and 
guano  for  nine  months  ending  June  30th,  1883.

of  South  Carolina,  Columbia,  S.  C. 

Gentlemen  :  The  average  net  receipts  of  the  Gheraw  aud  Darlington 
Railroad  for  the  fourteen  years  from  1869  to  1882  inclusive  have  been 
925,202.92.  I  mean  by  net  receipts  the  amount  left  over  after  paying 
operating  expenses.  The  bonded  debt  of  the  road  during  this  period 
has  been  $276,000.00.  viz.: 

First  mortgage  8  per  cent,  bonds $161,000  00 

Second  mortgage  7  per  cent,  bonds 75,000  00 

Gertificates  of  indebtedness,  8  percent 40,000  00 

$276,000  00 

The  $40,000.00  in  certificates  represents  the  cost  of  restoring  the  road 
bed  and  rolling  stock  immediately  after  the  war. 

The  annual  interest  will  thus  be  shown  to  be  $21,230.00,  deducting 
which  sum  from  the  net  receipts  named  above  leaves  a  surplus  of 
$3,892.92  applicable  to  repairs  and  betterments. 

The  certificates  of  indebtedness  have  been  reduced  from  $40,000.00  to 
$15,000.00,  which  reduces  the  annual  interest  account  to  $19,330.00. 

The  within  statement  shows  that  the  actual  receipts  of  the  road  for 
the  year  terminating  June  30th,  1883,  were  $66,275.58,  aud  that  under 
the  "  Standard  Tariff"  they  would  have  been  but  $53,250.11,  showing  a 
reduction  of  $13,025.47,  or  19.6  per  cent.  This  sum  deducted  from  the 
annual  earnings  would  leave  but  $12,177.45  net  with  which  to  meet  the 
interest  on  the  funded  debt,  or  a  deficit  of  $7,162.55,  without  taking  into 
account  what  is  necessary  from  time  to  time  in  keeping  up  the  road  bed 
and  equipment. 

The  stock  of  the  company  is  $392,000.00  (of  which  more  than  one- 
fourth  is  held  in  the  city  of  Charleston  and  nearly  one-half  by  the  citi- 
zens of  the  State)  and  has  never  once  paid  a  dividend,  nor  does  there 
seem  to  be  a  prospect,  even  with  the  present  rates,  of  it  ever  doing  so. 
The  prospects  would  be  even  more  remote  were  the  "  Standard  Tariff" 
put  in  operation. 

I  respectfully  submit  to  your  honorable  body  that  the  road  has  been 
in  operation  for  twenty-eight  years  and  was  originally  laid  with  iron 
rails,  which  have  become  very  much  worn  and  need  replacing  with  steel 
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at  a  very  early  day.    Should  the  present  tariff  be  reduced,  we  will  be 
prevented  from  making  this  much  needed  and  other  improvements. 

It  may  be  well  to  add  that  since  1866  the  rates  have  from  time  to  time 
been  reduced  until  on  many  of  the  most  important  articles  rates  are  now 
less  than  one-half  than  thev  then  were.

To  the  Railroad  CommisHoners  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina. 

Gentlemen  :  In  answer  to  your  circular  of  June  28th,  1883,  kindly 
inviting  our  views  as  to  the  bearing  of  your  proposed  passenger  and 
freight  tarifis  upon  the  local  revenues  of  this  road,  we  respectfully  beg 
to  offer  the  following  remarks : 

We 'assume  it  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  when 
passing  the  Act  devolving  upon  those  appointed  under  it  the  grave 
responsibility  of  determining  the  rates  of  the  various  railroads  within  the 
limits  of  the  State,  that  they  should  only  adopt  those  which  would  be 
deemed  "just  and  reasonable,"  in  view  of  the  differing  conditions  of  each 
road. 

It  is  not  within  our  province  to  didcuss  in  this  paper  the  possible  effects 
of  this  Act  upon  the  commercial  and  financial  interests  of  our  State,  and 
Charleston  as  its  principal  seaport,  nor  to  suggest  any  alterations  or 
amendments  in  its  terms ;  it  is  enough  that  it  has  become  a  law,  and 
until  its  constitutionality  shall  have  been  questioned  or  it  shall  have 
been  amended  or  revoked,  its  faithful  administration  is  as  imperative 
with  you  as  obedience  to  it  is  with  us. 

The  whole  question,  therefore,  seems  to  b^  narrowed  down  to  this : 
What  are  the  tariffs  which  in  the  case  of  each  particular  road  shall 
fulfill  the  conditions  of  being  "just  and  reasonable,"  and  how  far,  under 
the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  Act  itself,  can  the  same  be  recognized 
and  applied  by  the  Commissioners  ? 

The  general  proposition  we  beg  to  submit  is,  that  a  system  of  charges 
shall  be  allowed  each  company,  whio4i  will  permit,  first,  a  net  revenue 
equal  to  the  annual  interest  on  its  bonded  debt ;  secondly,  a  reasonable 
interest  upon  the  capital  invested  in  the  construction  of  its  road  ;  and 
thirdly,  to  some  moderate  provision  from  its  present  earnings  towards 
the  payment  of  its  gradually  maturing  obligations. 
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In  the  case  of  this  company  its  bonded  debt  is  as  follows : 

First  and  second  mortgage  bonds,  (due  in  1899,) 

bearing  8  per  cent,  interest  per  annum $1,142,000    $91,360  00 

Consolidated  bonds,  (due  in  1933). 694,000 

bearing  6  per  cent,  interest 41,640  00 

Totals $1,836,000   $133,000  00 

Its  capital  stock  is 900,000 

Represented  by  18,000  shares  of  $50.00  each, 

an  assumed  interest  of  6  per  cent,  on  which 

would  be 64,000  00 

Totals $2,736,000   $187,000  00 

The  average  current  market  value  of  the  first  mentioned  of  the  above 
bonds  is  about  122  per  cent.,  and  of  the  second  about  101  per  cent. 
The  value  of  the  capital  stock  as  based  upon  recent  sales  is  about  $35 
per  share. 

As  regards  the  latter,  we  may  add  that  at  no  time  since  the  comple- 
tion of  the  road,  in  1857,  has  the  company  ever  declared  a  dividend 
either  in  cash,  stock  or  bonds  (except  a  small  and  nominal  one  in  Con- 
federate currency),  until  the  first  of  April  last,  when  a  dividend  of  3  per 
cent,  was  paid  to  its  long-expectant  stockholders.  Every  dollar  of  its 
earnings  as  well  as  of  its  borrowings  has  been  scrupulously  applied,^first, 
to  the  maintenance  of  its  obligations  in  their  strictest  integrity,  and, 
secondly,  to  the  rehabilitation  of  the  road  and  its  machinery  at  the  close 
*  of  the  war,  with  such  additions  and  improvements  as  were  found  neces* 
sary  to  keep  pace  with  the  public  demands  for  the  facilities  the  company 
had  assumed  to  supply.  Scarcely  more  than  this  could  reasonably  have 
been  expected  of  it,  and  nothing  short  of  it  at  least  has  been  attempted. 
Under  these  circumstances,  with  its  unexceptional  record  in  the  past, 
and  with  its  property  in  its  present  highly  improved  and  improving 
condition,  it  would  really  seem  but  a  just  and  reasonable  expectation  on 
the  part  of  its  stockholders,  that  they  should  now  begin  to  receive  some 
return  upon  their  capital  thus  invested.  As  to  the  third  point,  viz.,  the 
propriety  of  some  provision  in  the  shape  of  a  sinking  fund  towards 
meeting  the  company's  gradually  maturing  obligations,  no  doubt  can 
exist ;  but  as  at  this  time  none  such  is  proposed,  we  shall  for  the  moment 
exclude  it  from  our  calculations  and  confine  ourselves  to  the  two  single 
items  above  referred  to,  including  that  of  its  annual  taxes. 
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The  aoDual  interest,  as  showD  above,  amounts  to $133,000 

An  interest  of  6  per  cent,  on  its  capital  stock 54,000 

Its  taxes,  as  paid  last  year 24,026 

Total  requirements $211,026 

Now,  if  it  shall  be  conceded  that  these  requirements  are  ''just  and 
reasonable,"  it  necessarily  follows  that  any  system  of  charges  which  shall 
yield  them,  after  deducting  the  current  expenses  inseparable  from  a  safe 
and  efficient  management  of  the  road,  must  also  be  ''just  and  reason- 
able" and  in  compliance  with  the  terms  and  spirit  of  the  Act. 

By  a  reference  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  company  for  the 
year  1881-1882,  it  will  be  seen  that  its  gross  revenue  from  all 

sources  was ...$560,229 

Its  operating  expenses  (63i  per  cent.) $354,083 

Its  taxes 24,026—378,109 

Leaving  a  balance $182,120 

Besides  these  operating  expenses,  the  company  disbursed,  under  the 
head  of  "Extraordinary  Expenses,"  the  sum  of  $319,534  for  various 
improvements  and  additions  to  its  facilities.  It  proposes  to  continue 
these,  and  during  the  present  year  has  already  expended  in  such  direc- 
tions over  8100,000.  Now,  these  expenditures  are  being  made  to  enable 
the  company  to  meet  the  competition  which  surrounds  it  on  every  side 
and  to  perform  its  duties  to  the  public  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  company  does  not  ask  for,  nor 
does  it  seek  to  impose,  tariffs  which  shall  defray  these  expenditures.  It 
only  asks  for  such  tariffs  as  shall  yield  a  net  revenue  equal  to  its  current 
or  working  expenses,  the  annual  interest  on  its  bonds,  its  taxes,  and  an 
annual  dividend  of  $54,000  to  its  stockholders,  or  a  net  result  of 
$211,026. 

Now,  in  order  to  meet  this  result,  we  should  have  a  gross  reve- 
nue of. $574,229 

Operating  expenses  63J,  same  as  last  year 363,199 

Balance 8211,030 

To  be  appropriated  as  follows : 

To  annual  interest  on  bonds $133,000 

To  annual  interest  on  stock 54,000

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Bnt  w«  Ii»v«  t-howD  yoa  in  ihe  foregoing  that  the  gross  reveoue  of  ihfl 
root)  for  iho  put  yenr,  under  its  existing  tarifT'.  unly  reached  tbe  eiim  of 
i^M.22!i,  or  iome  $14,000  legs  thaa  we  ehonld  reijuire  for  the  eneaiiiK 
ftnr.  It  would  be  reaaouable  anlicipaliim  with  ua  that  thia  would  be 
inadA  goed  hy  a  gra<]ual  ia<:rea8c  in  the  buaiae^s  of  the  road. 

We  h«To  elaborated  tbeae  figurea  toainly  l«  show  thai,  the  esiatiiig 
UritEt  of  the  road  are  not  onerous  or  disproportiouate  to  the  compBny'a 
roquireiaence;  and,  further,  that  if  any  material  reduction  in  them  is  in- 
■ut«]  upon,  it  mast  result  in  an  injustice  to  the  company's  stookliolders. 

From  the  aecumpanying^tateineiltg,  it  will  appear  that  the  probable 
fifect  of  your  proposed  tariff*  upon  the  local  biisioeia  of  the  road  will 
eauM  a  reduction  of  about  9.'!4,O0O ;  and  that  of  your  proposed  Pusscu- 
ger  Tariff,  a  reduction  of  86,000.  What  further  reilufilions  may  ntlaob, 
ia  eniitiectifln  with  our  busioeas  over  the  Central  Railroad  of  South  Caro- 
lina, (which  is  leased  by  the  VVilniingtoD,  Culunibia  and  Augusta  Rail- 
road Compauy  and  the  NortheaHtern  Railroad  Company  jointly,  for  a 
specific  Kum,  eijuivalent  to  the  interest  on  its  bnodd,  and  a  dividend  to  ila 
■toclcholders,)  we  have  not  had  tbe  time  to  determine,  nor.  further,  the 
{trobable  reductions  caused  by  them  upon  the  general  or  through  husi- 
DCM  of  the  company  in  its  couneftions  with  adjoining  rOads. 

These  calculations,  so  far  as  they  have  been  made,  have  naturally 
causeil  Us  much  concern.  Their  eooscq uencea  are  eo  serious,  in  many 
reepecle.  that  we  have  been  forced  to  seek  some  remedy  for  them,  if  such 
CUD  be  devised,  which  both  parties  may  justly  accept. 

It  would  be  a  work  of  some  time  and  labor  to  prepare  any  well 
digested  system  of  local  »nd  through  laril&  over  this  road  which,  while 
it  woult!  comply  with  all  tbe  conditions  you  would  reiiuire,  should  nleo 
foltill  these  of  essenltal  importance  to  the  company.  We  have  refraioed 
from  attempting  this  work,  not  only  for  the  reasons  stated  above,  but 
because  of  our  being  without  such  information  as  oould  only  be  reached 
hy  a  coufereuee  with  you  and  a  better  knowledge  of  your  construction 
of  tbe  t«rais  of  the  Act  which  is  e<]ually  binding  upon  both  of  us. 

We  have  not  in  the  foregoing  referred  to  the  ctossiticatiou  submitted 
in  your  circular  of  the  28tb  .Tune  last,  taking  it  for  granted  that  the  ex- 
ceptional points  in  it,  or  rather  the  differences  between  it  and  that  ofi  the 
SQUlhern  Railway  Association  (which  is  in  force  among  all  our  South- 
ern roadsj  have  already  been  discussed  with  you  by  the  gentlemen  who 
bare  preceded  me  iu  submitting  you  their  views  upon  tbe  same  subject.

To  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina. 

Gentlemen:  Id  the  course  of  our  interview  yesterday  you  requested 
of  me  some  specific  information  upon  several  points  referred  to  in  the 
communication  I  had  then  the  honor  of  submitting.  With  your  permis- 
sion, I  now  beg  to  present  in  this  shape  the  substance  of  the  information 
then  verbally  given : 

As  regards  the  stock  of  the  company,  it  is  true  that  while  it  may  have 
fluctuated  in  value  from  the  many  reverses  encountered  by  ii  since  the 
completion  of  the  road  in  1857,  and  the  uncertainty  which  has  from 
time  to  time  overhung  its  future,  still  tbere  are  among  its  stockholders 
those  to  whom  its  cost  is  850  per  share  in  gold,  and  upon  which  until 
the  1st  of  April,  1882,  they  have  never  received  any  return. 

During  this  period  the  reparation  of  its  losses  and  the  improvements 
necessary  to  its  usefulness  were  not  suspended,  and  just  as  these  were 
being  observed,  with  the  prospect  of  remunerative  results,  this  value  has 
gradually  advanced  to  $35  per  share.  It  would  not  seem  "just  or 
reasonable"  that  this  upward  movement  should  now  be  checked  by  the 
establishment  under  the  law  of  any  system  of  tariffs  which  would  affect 
it,  no  matter  whether  the  stock  be  held  by  the  original  stockholders  or 
by  later  purchasers.  They  cannot  see  why  their  property  should  be  sub- 
rogated to  the  transportation  of  the  producer  and  his  product  at  rates 
which,  while  they  shall  secure  to  him  a  fair  profit,  may  leave  none  to  the 
company. 

As  regards  the  bonds  of  the  company,  in  answer  to  your  general  in- 
quiry, where  they  are  principally  held,  &c.,  I  replied  that  to  the  best  of 
my  knowledge  and  belief,  and  without  a  single  exception,  the  entire  issue 
of  first  and  second  mortgage  bonds  ($1,142,000)  was  held  mainly  in  the 
city  of  Charleston,  and  certainly  within  the  limits  of  the  State.  Of  the 
consolidated  bonds,  ($694,000,)  a  large  number  is  also  held  in  this  city. 

As  regards  the  cost  of  the  road,  this,  as  measured  by  its  present  in- 
debtedness to  its  stockholders  and  bondholders,  has  been  shown  in  the 
foregoing  to  have  been  $27,860  per  mile.  In  answer  to  your  question, 
"  What  would  it  cost  to  build  and  equip  your  road  at  the  present  time?" 
I  hesitated  to  reply,  because  of  my  inability  to  estimate  with  any  degree 
of  accuracy  what  this  would  be  for  the  same  property  in  its  present  con- 
dition, with  its  established  business,  its  new  industries  and  its  important 
connections  with  other  roads,  all  of  which,  after  the  lapse  of  years,  have 
been  its  legitimate  outgrowth.  These,  in  common  with  many  changes 
and  improvements  which  time  and  experience  have  necessitated,  are  as 
much  factors  of  cost  as  they  are  of  productiveness.     It  is  probable  that 
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the  road  and  its  equipment  could  be  built  to-day  for  less  than  $27,360 
per  mile,  but  the  adjuncts  which  would  be  essential  to  its  profitableness 
v^ien  finished  would  be  a  work  of  time. 

Allow  me  to  add,  in  the  words  of  another,  "  The  value  of  railroad 
property  fluctuates  as  does  every  other  property.  When  a  railroad  is 
built  in  a  new  and  sparsely  settled  country  its  value  is  much  less  than  it 
becomes  as  the-country  is  settled  and  population  increases. 

"  Either  the  New  York  Central  or  the  Pennsylvania  Roads  has  to-day 
a  value  many  times  in  excess  of  the  actual  cost.  No  one  would  think  it 
reasonable  to  base  a  tariff  of  charges  upon  either  of  these  roads  upon 
their  actual  cost  of  nearly  forty  years  ago.  There  certainly  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  good  reason  why  there  should  be  a  fixed  charge  upon 
railroads  based  only  upon  actual  costs,  or  that  the  shipper  should  be  com- 
pelled to  pay  charges  based  on  a  fictitious  cost,  or  that  the  owners  should 
never  have  the  benefit  of  its  increase  in  value.  If  it  were  the  law  that 
the  State  would  permit  only  such  charges  as  would  afford  an  interest 
upon  the  cost  of  the  road,  there  would  be  no  more  railroads  built.  You 
might  with  equal  reason  enact  that  the  owner  of  a  house  should  be 
limited  to  a  rental  of  legal  interest  upon  the  cost  of  the  building  and 
ground.  The  only  proper  subjects  to  be  considered  in  determining  what 
is  a  fair  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  are 
the  value  of  the  service  performed  and  the  cost  of  its  performance." 

With  my  acknowledgments  for  your  courteous  attention  to  my  previous 
presentment  of  the  claims  of  this  company,  and  again  asking  your  favor- 
able consideration  of  the  same,

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Actual  operations  are  given  for  last  fiscal  year  in  cotton  and  fertilizers 
between  all  points ;  in  lumber  and  naval  stores  between  the  principal 
points.  Other  tonnage  and  revenues,  not  shown,  are  estimated  to  be 
about  10  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

From  this  the  irresistible  deduction  is  that  with  the  Cammissioaers' 
rates  the  receipts  of  last  year  would  have  been  short  in  amount  from 
twenty  to  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  \yhat  is  true  of  last  year's 
through  tonnage  is  likewise  true  of  local  tonnage.  Our  shipments  of 
local  cotton  for  the  season  1881-82  aggregate  13,232  bales,  while  last 
season  they  were  17,764  bales.  Fertilizers  1881-82, 3,226  J  tons ;  1882-83, 
4,899  tons ;  showing  that  the  last  was  a  favorable  year  locally.  The 
prospects  now  are  that  this  will  not  be  a  favorable  season  and  loss  of 
tonnage  will  follow.  With  the  Commissioners'  rates,  therefore,  the  loss  of 
revenue  will  be  proportionally  greater  than  that  shown  in  statements. 

Your  rates  operate  especially  severe  on  this  road,  in  that  (as  the 
writer  endeavored  to  explain  a  couple  of  weeks  ago)  its  tonnage  is  made 
almost  wholly  upon  short  mileage,  (and  your  rates  on  short  distances  are 
low,)  being  divided  between  Savannah  and  Charleston.  Little  of  it  is 
rated  beyond  sixty  miles.  This  being  confirmed  by  statements,  we  pray 
that  the  present  rates  of  this  compa;iy  will  not  be  reduced  by  your 
honorable  Commission.  ^ 

"  CLASSIFICATION." 

It  is  further  submitted  that  cotton  seed  C.  L.  should  classify  O  instead 
of  L,  and  that  cotton  seed  meal  and  oil  cake  should  classify  with  fer- 
tilizers. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  with  reference  to  Rule  No.  12  that  the 
different  companies  are  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  a  combination  of  locals 
in  forming  ''joint  rates,"  and  that  a  rule  requiring  them  to  make  a  com- 
bination of  less  than  your  established  rates  will  be  oppressive.  The 
right  to  make  such  joint  rates  op  less  than  a  combination  of  locals 
given  in  Rule  No.  10  is  ample  and  should  not  be  compulsory.  Being 
persuaded  that  your  Commission  is  sincere  in  the  desire  to  apply  the 
law  under  which  you  operate  to  the  best  interest  of  the  people  and  the 
roads,  that  you  realize  in  prospering  one  you  benefit  the  other,  and  that 
the  converse  is  a  fact,  the  matter  is  submitted  with  all  the  data  we  have 
been  able  to  command  for  your  information.

GiiM-i'LEMEiii:  I  am  iu  receipt  of  your  circiilnrof  June  28th,  co»ering 
"Riil«9  BDil  RegulntioDB  anii  a  Huudurd  Schedule  of  Uaiea  and  Claaiii- 
Seation."  You  say  iti  your  circular  thnt  "  tliis  Standard  Schedule  will 
bs  raised  ID  proper  cases  to  suit  peculiarities  in  the  location,  coudilion 
ftod  business  of  any  road  that  may  appear  to  the  Commission  eutilled  to 
special  adja§trnent ;"  ami  "  you  iuvilc  and  reijuest  such  facta  and  ubser- 
TatioiM  as  you  may  be  able  to  furnish  with  a  view  to  the  objects  stated." 

In  eoraplying  with  your  reijueal  the  South  Carolina  Railway  C^umpany 
decitid  it  proper  to  state  that  I  bey  are  advised  by  counsel,  and  believe, 
that  this  company  is  nut,  si)  far  as  the  adjustment  rales  u  coucerned, 
bound  to  cimfunn  to  any  adjustment  Ihe  Commission  may  deem  proper 
to  make.  It  is  not  proposed,  however,  to  discuss  tbut  subject  ip  this 
eotninunicntion,  and  it  ia  only  referred  to  for  the  purjtose  of  saying  that 
in  discussiog  the  schedule  submitted  by  the  Commission  the  company 
must  not  be  understood  as  waiving  any  immunity  they  may  be  entitled 
Ui  under  their  charter,  or  in  any  way  aflectiug  the  legal  sums  of  the 
company. 

With  this  understanding  the  management  of  the  South  CiiroHna  Rail- 
way responds  to  the  invitation  of  the  Commission, 

Iu  ouusideriog  the  schedule  of  rates  it  has  been  deemed  proper  to 
divide  ibe  tonnage  into  three  separate  divisions:'  Cotton,  fertiliiers  and 
all  I'tlier  classes  of  freights,  which  will  be  desigaated  as  murchamliae. 

(xyrroK. 

IXnking  the  estimate  of  the  effects  of  the  proposed  tarifl*  upon  this 
division  upon  the  basis  of  amount  transported  in  the  year  1842,  it  is 
found  that  the  reduction  in  the  revenue  of  this  company  under  the  pro- 
posed tariff  would  amount  to  $"29,0i;i.l3  per  annum,  or  nearly  22  per 
cent,  of  the  entire  revenue  derived  from  the  transportation  of  local  cot- 
ton, there  being  a  reduction  on  the  rates  for  all  distances. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  desired  to  call  the  attention  of  the  C[>mmis9ioa 
to  the  proviaiotis  of  the  Act,  which  declares  "  that  nothing  in  this  Act 
cODIuined  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  reijuire  any  corporation  or  com- 
bination of  corporations  to  regulate  their  charges  for  shorter  dislancea 
by  their  proportion  of  through  rates  between  terminal  and  junctional 
competitive  points ;"  and  also  to  call  their  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
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rates  on  cotton  as  proposed  in  this  schedule  are  in  every  instance  less 
than  the  rates  which  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  make  to  meet  the 
competition  at  Columbia.  While  it  is  true  that  the  rate  for  130  miles  as 
fixed  by  the  Commission  is  one  cent  higher  than  the  competitive  rate 
from  Columbia,  yet  the  result  of  the  graduation  is  to  force  the  company 
to  take  less  rates  at  all  shorter  distances  than  competition  has  forced  the 
company  to  accept  at  Columbia. 

If,  then,  this  company  can  be  required  to  accept  these  rates,  this  pro- 
vision of  the  law  becomes  inoperative,  since  the  Commission  will  in  effect 
require  this  company  to  do  what  the  law  declares  they  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  do.  The  company  also  asserts  that  its  rates  on  local  cotton 
have  been,' so  far  as  it  has  been  advised,  satisfactory  to  the  public,  and 
it  does  not  believe  that  any  expression  of  public  opinion  has  been  made 
demanding  such  a  reduction  of  its  revenues.  It  will  hardly  be  assumed 
that  an  average  reduction  of  30  cents  per  bale  will  stimulate  the  produc- 
tion of  cotton,  and  for  this  reason  whatever  reduction  is  made  must 
prove  a  loss  to  the  revenues  of  the  company,  without  any  compensating 
increase  of  tonnage  to  make  good  the  deficiency.  The  company  would 
not  object  to  grading  the  rates  as  suggested  by  the  Commission,  pro- 
vided the  total  of  their  revenue  was  not  thereby  diminished.  An  in- 
crease of  six  cents  per  100  pounds  on  all  rates  for  150  miles  and  under 
would  produce  this  result.  If  this  increase  is  made,  the  company  would 
still  be  in  danger  of  loss  from  a  probable  change  in  the  direction  of  the 
cotton  moved.  The  adoption  of  this  tariff  would,  by  reducing  the  rates 
heretofore  charged  on  shorter  distances  in  a  greater  proportion  than 
those  charged  on  longer  distances,  make  greater  reduction  from  existing 
rates  on  a  large  majodty  of  our  local  cotton  to  Augusta  and  Columbia 
than  would  be  from  the  same  points  to  Charleston.  This  will  doubtless 
to  some  extent  change  the  direction  of  the  cotton  and  give  to  the  com- 
pany the  rate  for  the  shorter  instead  of  the  longer  distance. 

The  company  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Commission  to  the  fact 
that  the  cotton  under  consideration  is  all  to  be  transported  in  original 
packages,  and  is  therefore  bulky,  giving  an  average  of  not  more  than 
11,000  pounds  to  each  car;  that  its  transportation  is  hazardous  on 
account  of  its  inflammable  nature,  and  that  the  bulk  of  such  transporta- 
tion occurs  between  the  first  day  of  Sspteraber  and  the  first  day  of 
March.  That,  in  order  to  move  the  crop  promptly,  it  is  necessary  to 
carry  a  large  portion  of  the  cars  empty  towards  the  cotton,  making  the 
actual  mileage  of  the  trains  engaged  in  its  transportation  at  least  160 
per  cent,  of  the  distance  the  cotton  is  transported.  The  company  is 
therefore  compelled,  in  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  public  inter- 
ested in  the  transportation  of  cotton,  to  provide  a  much  larger  equip- 
ment than  would  be  necessary  if  the  transportation  could  be  equally 
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distributed  through  the  year,  to  run  a  large  portion  of  this  equipment 
empty  in  one  direction  during  the  business  season  and  to  allow  it  to 
remain  idle  and  unemployed  during  five  months  in  the  year. 

Id  view  of  these  fact«,  the  company  insists  that  their  rates  on  cotton 
have  been  as  a  whole  just  and  reasonable ;  that  the  profits  from  the 
transportation  of  this  division  of  their  tonnage  has  not  been  excessive  ; 
that  the  production  of  cotton  has  not  been  retarded  or  hindered  by  the 
rates  of  the  company,  and  that*it  would  not,  therefore,  be  just  and  rea- 
sonable to  the  company  to  enforce  the  reductions  contemplated  in  the 
schedule  of  rates  under  consideration.  If  the  same  revenue  can  be 
obtained  by  a  different  adjustment  of  the  rates,  the  company  would  not 
object  to  such  adjustment,  though  it  may  be  permitted  to  doubt  whether 
the  proposed  adjustment  will  give  as  general  satisfaction  as  the  one  now 
used  by  the  company. 

FERTILIZERS. 

The  company  found  in  existence,  on  taking  possession  of  the  prop- 
erty, an  uniform  rate  on  fertilizers  to  all  non-competitive  points  of  $2.50 
per  ton.  This  arrangement  of  rates  has  been  in  force  many  years  and 
has  been  satisfactory  to  the  public,  and  this  company  has  never  had  but 
one  application  to  change  this  rate,  and  that  for  a  distance  of  fifteen 
miles.  The  proposed  rates  for  distances  applicable  to  this  road  are 
graded  from  S2.45  per  ton  to  $1.30,  making  a  loss  in  the  revenue  of  this 
company,  estimated  on  the  number  of  tons  carried  in  1882,  of  $4,623.20, 
or  nearly  13  per  cent.  An  increase  of  two  cents  per  100  pounds  on  the 
rates  under  100  miles  and  of  one  cent  per  100  pounds  on  rates  between 
100  and  150  miles  will  give  the  company  an  equivalent  of  the  former 
rates  and  grade  the  rates  to  different  points  as  proposed  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

Whatever  may  be  said  in  regard  to  the  uniform  rate,  it  cannot  be 
reasonably  claimed  that  the  total  profits  derived  from  the  transportation 
of  this  article  have  been  excessive  or  unreasonable.  It  is  well  known  to 
the  Commission  that  the  principal  movement  of  fertilizers  occurs  during 
the  mouths  of  January,  February  and  March.  The  company,  in  order 
to  meet  this  demand,  is  compelled  to  provide  equipment  beyond  what  is 
rendered  necessary  for  transportation  of  cotton,  to  run  this  equipment 
empty  and  unproductive  in  one  direction  for  three  months,  and  to  allow 
it  to  remain  idle  for  the  remaining  nine  months  in  the  year. 

The  company  has,  in  addition  to  this,  found  it  necessary  to  erect  special 
depots  at  most  of  its  stations  for  the  storage  of  fertilizers  on  their  arrival 
at  destination,  or  to  sustain  ruinous  loss  in  the  detention  of  their  cars 
awaiting  the  convenience  of  the  consignee  to  take  the  shipments  out  of

the  custody  of  the  company.  In  protesting  against  any  adjustment  of 
rates  on  this  division  of  their  tonnage  which  would  reduce  the  total 
amount  of  revenue  derived  from  its  transportation,  the  company  insists 
that  the  rates  heretofore  charged  were  not  only  reasonable  and  just,  but 
were  generally  satisfactory.  An  average  reduction  of  35  cents  per  ton 
cannot  be  held  to  be  such  a  reduction  as  would  increase  the  use  of  this 
article  to  any  extent  whatever,  and  therefore  any  reduction  made  in 
the  rates  charged  must  result  in  a  loss  to  the  company,  there  being  no 
compensating  gain  in  tonnage  resulting  therefrom. 

As  in  the  case  of  cotton,  the  company  will  still  .be  liable  to  loss  by 
the  proposed  adjustment  of  rates  by  the  probable  transfer  of  a  portion 
of  the  trade  from  Charleston  to  Augusta,  (the  reduction  from  that  point 
to  important  stations  on  its  Augusta  division  being  necessarily  greater 
than  the  reductions  made  from  Charleston,)  thus  giving  the  company 
the  rates  for  the  shorter  instead  of  the  longer  distance. 

MERCHANDISE. 

The  rates  proposed  on  the  other  classes  of  freight  vary  from  those 
now  in  use,  as  follows  : 

From  10  to  30  miles  there  is  very  little  difference  in  the  rates  as  now 
used  by  the  company ;  from  30  to  70  miles  the  reduction  would  amount 
to  about  15  per  cent.;  from  70  to  90  miles  about  10  per  cent.;  from  90 
to  100  miles  5  per  cent.;  from  100  to  110  miles  3  per  cent.;  from  110  to 
120  miles  there  is  again  very  little  diiierence;  from  120  to  130  miles 
there  is  an  advance  of  2  per  cent.;  from  130  to  140  miles  an  advance  of 
5  per  cent.,  and  from  140  to  150  miles  an  advance  of  15  per  cent,  over 
the  present  rates  of  the  company.  This  adjustment  would  produce  a 
loss  in  revenue  for  transportation  in  distances  between  30  to  110  miles 
of  $22,153.69,  and  a  gain  in  distance  over  120  miles  of  89,915.78^ 
making  net  loss  $12,242.91,  or  about  5  per  cent,  of  the  total  revenue. 

Adopting,  therefore,  the  figures  proposed  by  the  Commission  for  the 
first  30  miles,  and  also  for  150  miles,  the  company  submits  a  division  of 
the  rates  between  30  and  150  miles,  which  in  the  opinion  of  its  manage- 
ment will  at  the  same  time  give  more  general  satisfaction  to  the  patrons 
of  the  road,  and,  without  injustice  to  any  one,  yield  to  the  company  just 

and  reasonable  revenue  from  its  local  business. 

* 

The  company  desires  to  say  that  in  submitting  the  schedule  and  in 
the  remarks  made  and  to  be  made  in  regard  to  the  rates  proposed  by 
the  Commission  the  company  has  confined  its  attention  to  the  condi- 
tion, location  and  business  of  its  own  road,  as  requested  by  the  Commis- 
sion. It  was  not  found  that  the  rates  could  be  adjusted  so  as  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  business  of  this  road  upou  any  basis  of  reduc- 


rioo  or  advani^e  on  a  percenlage  of  ibe  schedule  Hubmittetl  by  the  Com- 
raiiwioii,  nitd  it  haa,  therefore,  deemed  it  best  to  submit  ihe  figures  de- 
tarti  itiatead  of  nuggestiDg  a  basis  of  percentage,  which,  while  adapted 
to  ttiB  rei|uiremetits  of  one  class  nr  limit  of  rtistaace,  would,  if  applied 
to  another  clafs  or  limit  of  dislance,  pro^tuce  results  which  would  be 
mliafaitory  neither  lo  the  public,  the  Commission  or  tl^e  company.  In 
fact,  ibe  company  have  found,  to  the  beat  of  the  judgment  of  iU  man- 
agement, that  eertain  rates  proposed  by  the  Commieaion  were  Just  and 
re«aoD«ble,  that  others  were  less  than,' in  its  judgroenl,  the  public  should 
pay.  while  others  were  more,  and  under  the^e  circumstances  the  company 
coald  Dot  suggest  any  basis  of  percentage  which  would  give  expression 
to  the  opinion  of  iw  mauagement  as  to  the  proper  rates  to  be  charged  if 
the  rat«B  were  to  be  adjusted  on  the  basis  proposed  by  the  CumniiGisioQ. 
The  con]|iany  desires  Lo  say  in  conclusion  that,  Cu  the  best  of  the  ability 
of  its  mnnagenient,  it  has  responded  to  the  rei|ueat  of  the  Commission. 

It  has  shown  by  calculations  based  on  the  most  reliable  diLla  attain- 
able that  ibe  schedule  proposed  would  if  adopted  result  in  a  reduction 
ID  its  local  revenues  of  at  least — 

In  cotton $251,013  0-3 

In  fertilizers 4,623  2ft 

In  merchandise 12,242  91 

ToUl 845,879  14 

In  the  first  two  items  this  loss  would  result  from  a  reduction  in  rates 
Bt  all  points,  and  in  the  last  item  the  loss  would  be  the  result  of  reduc- 
tion in  rales  for  distances  under  100  miles  and  an  advance  in  rales  for 
distances  over  10<)  miles ;  the  loss  stated  being  the  difference  between  the 
loss  arising  from  the  reduction  and  the  gain  growing  out  of  the  advance. 
The  company  insists  ijiat  there  has  been  no  demand  on  the  part  of  its 
patrons  for  this  reduction  in  its  revenues,  and  it  begs  leave  also  to  insist 
that  rates  which  would  result  in  such  reduction  are  neither  just  nor 
reasonable. 

In  support  of  the  first  proposition,  the  company  avers  that  no  com- 
plaint has  been  made  to  Its  management  in  regard  to  its  local  rates  that 
has  not  been  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  applicants,  so  far  na  it 
bat  been  informed.  The  company  has  been  advised  of  no  complaint 
having  been  made  to  the  Commission  in  regard  to  the  local  rates  of  this 
company,  and  it  therefore  aseutties  that  no  such  complaint  has  been 
made.  .\l  the  time  the  Act  under  which  the  Commis»ion  was  ap- 
pointed was  before  the  Legislature,  the  representatives  of  the  com- 
pony  were  assured  by  members  of  the  General  Assembly  that  such  action 
waa  not  the  result  of  any  dissatisfaction  with  this  company  and  was  not 
intended  to  afiect  its  interests.    There  was,  therefore,  no  demand  at  that 
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time  from  the  patrons  of  this  road  for  a  reductioD  of  its  revenues,  nor 
for  a  readjustment  of  its  rates,  nor  has  any  been  formulated  since  to 
the  knowledge  of  this  company.  The  company  might  rest  its  argument 
that  the  proposed  schedule  of  rates  was  not  just  and  reasonable  to  the 
company  upon  this  ground  alone,  inasmuch  as  the  patrons  of  all  roads 
are  jealous  of  their  own  rights  and  alive  to  their  own  interests,  and  the 
absence  of  any  public  demand  for  a  reduction  in  its  rates  might  well 
be  taken  as  positive  proof  that  the  rates  charged  by  the  company  were 
deemed  just  and  reasonable  by  its  patrons;  and,  if  so,  then  a  forced  re- 
duction must  be  unjust  to  the  company. 

But  the  company  deems  it  proper  to  give  other  reasons  why  this  re- 
duction would  be  neither  just  or  reasonable. 

First,  Because  no  industry  would  be  stimulated  nor  no  enterprise  en- 
couraged by  such  reduction. 

The  main  reduction  being  in  rates  on  cotton  and  fertilizers  would,  if 
it  inured  to  the 'producer  of  cotton  at  all,  which  is  doubtful,  be  dis- 
tributed in  such  small  sums  as  to  be  of  no  appreciable  benefit  to  them, 
while  the  aggregate  of  these  small  sums  would  be  a  serious  loss  to  the 
company. 

Second.  That  the  total  revenue  derived  from  local  traffic  at  the  rates 
now  charged  by  the  company  would^not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  necessary 
expenses  of  operating  the  road,  if  the  compauy  had  no  other  source  of 
revenue  thau  its  local  traffic,  and  hence  the  company  would  be  compelled 
to  advance  its  rates  or  cease  operating  the  road,  if  it  was  deprived  of  its 
competitive  business.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  local  patrons  of  the 
road  do  now  receive  less  rates  than  would  be  just  and  reasonable,  but 
for  the  fact  that  the  road  has  other  patrons  who  contribute  to  its 
revenues,  and  that  the  competitive  traffic  is  not  a  burden  but  a  relief  to 
the  local  patrons.  But  the  total  revenues  of  the  i^&d  for  no  year  since 
the  present  company  has  owned  it,  nor  for  many  years  anterior  to  their 
purchase  of  the  property,  has  been  sufficient  to  pay  its  operating  ex- 
penses and  the  interest  on  its  bonded  debt.  In  the  year  1871  the  stock- 
holders of  the  South  Carolina  Railroad  Company  received  1  per  cent, 
dividend  on  their  stock,  and  no  dividend  has  been  earned  or  declared 
since  that  time.  In  the  year  1882,  the  only  year  which  the  present  com- 
pany has  completed —

The  disbursements  were — 

For  operating  expenses $812,630  53 

For  betterments 169,796  60 

For  interest 484,717  17 

$1,467,144  30 

Deficit 8    153,323  69 
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The  betterments  consisted ^prineipallj  of  steel  rails  and  baildings  which 
were  necessary  to  the  operation  of  the  road,  and  were  in  fact  such  expendi- 
tures as  are  generally  and  properly  included  in  the  operating  expenses  of 
railroads.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  the  earnings  of  the  present  year  or 
of  1884  will  be  equal  to  the  disbursements  the  company  will  be  called  upon 
to  make  for  the  proper  operating  and  maintenance  of  the  property  and 
the  discharge  of  its  legal  obligations.  / 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  company  submits  that  a  forced  reduc- 
tion of  its  local  rates,  which  will  neither  hare  the  effect  to  stimulate  pro- 
duction nor  in  any  respect  add  materially  to  its  volume  of  tonnage,  is 
neither  just  or  reasonable. 

Third,  The  company  submits  to  the  Commission  the  fact  that  it  has 
been  liberal  in  its  expenditure  for  service  to  the  public,  and  that  the 
character  of  the  service  rendered,  in  speed  and  frequency  of  trains,  char- 
acter of  equipment,  safety  of  transmission,  and  in  all  the  elements  which 
make  up  satisfactory  railroad  service,  has  been  such  as  to  give  the  pub- 
lic the  greatest  benefit  possible  from  the  operation  of  its  property.  This 
the  company  desires  to  continue,  but  can  only  do  so  while  it  charges  a 
reasonable  amount  for  such  service.  That  it  has  not  heretofore  demanded 
more  than  reasonable  compensation  for  the  service  rendered  is,  the  com- 
pany submits,  fully  sho^in  in  the  second  reason  given,  and  the  company 
submits  that  if  its  revenues  are  to  be  decreased  as  proposed  it  will  be 
compelled,  in  order  to  meet  its  legal  liabilities,  to  retrench  its  expendi- 
tures and  render  to  the  public  only  such  service  as  its  reduced  revenues 
will  warrant. 

Fourth.  The  company  submits  that  it  has  in  its  employment  an  aver- 
age of  1,200  men,  and  that  in  addition  to  its  disbursements  to  them  it 
expends  large  amounts  for  materials  and  supplies  in  the  territory  which 
it  serves.  As  it  is  assumed  that  whatever  action  the  Commission  may 
take  is  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  and  as  these  persons,  equally 
with  the  patrons  of  the  road,  constitute  a  portion  of  the  public,  the  com- 
pany submits  that  the  interests  of  its  employees  and  others  who  receive 
from  the  company  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  revenue  it  collects  from 
its  patrons  should  be  considered.  It  must  be  evident  that  the  considera- 
ble reduction  in  the  revenues  of  the  company  proposed  by  the  Commis- 
sion must  affect  to  some  degree  adversely  the  interests  of  those  who 
derive  in  part  or  wholly  their  support  from  the  revenues  of  the  company. 
The  company  submit,  therefore,  that  in  the  adjustment  of  rates  to  be 
charged  by  the  company  the  Commission,  in  performing  its  duty  to  the 
public,  must  consider  the  interests  of  those  to  whom  the  company  make 
payments  as  well  as  those  who  make  payments  to  the  company. 
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Lastly.  The  compaDj  calls  the  atteatioQ  qF  the  Comtnission  to  the  fact 
that  the  Courts  of  the  State  are  ready,  as  they  should  be,  to  enforce  the 
legal  obligations  of  the  company,  and  that  the  Stat^  cannot  justly  by  one 
class  of  officials  so  curtail  the  revenues  of  the  company  as  to  prevent  it 
from  earning  sufficient  to  meet  its  obligations,  and  by  another  class  of 
officials  enforce  these  obligations  by  the  sale  of  its  property.

lb  the  Honorable  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina. 

Gentlemen  :  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  statement  for  your  con- 
sideration : 

The  purchasers  of  the  old  Wilmington  and  Manchester  Railroad  by  a 
very  large  majority  are  its  present  owners.  The  purchase  money  of  the 
same,  rebuilding  from  Sumter  to  Columbia,  altering  the  road  at  Colum- 
bia, terminal  facilities  there,  alteration  of  the  road  at  the  Pee  Dee  River, 
tbe  removal  of  the  shops  to  Florence,  terminal  expenses  at  Wilmington, 
and  renewal  of  the  old. worn-out  rail  with  new  steel  rail,  aggregated  an 
outlay  of  t4,01 1,862.31  cash. 

^Finding  that  it  was  utterly  impossible  to  pay  the  interest  on  this 
amount,  they  procured  a  second  foreclosure  with  a  view  of  reducing  the 
debt  In  this  foreclosure  every  bondholder  came  in  as  purchaser.  They 
reduced  the  same  by  $1,451,862.38,  leaving  $1,600,000  for  the  bonded 
debt  and  $960,000  for  stock  debt ;  believing  that  they  could  pay  interest 
on  that  for  the  present,  and  hoping  by  the  future  development  of  the 
country  to  restore  the  $1,451,862.38  hereafter  to  a  live  investment. 
Under  the  legislation  of  South  Carolina,  requiring  that  no  more  be 
charged  for  short  distances  than  long  distances,  the  rates  were  so  reduced 
as  to  diminish  the  income  about  $25,000  a  year  ;  this  left  us  barely  able 
to  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds  and  stock,  amounting  to  $2,560,000. 

It  is  submitted  that  the  proposed  reduction  in  rates  will   make  a 

further  reduction  of  $22,775.85  of  net  income.     It  requires  to  pay  6 

per  cent,  on  the  debt  and  stock  $153,000  a  year,  which  is  all  it  can  do 

under  its  present  rates,  and  any  reduction  of  its  revenue  will  leave  it 

unable  to  meet  its  obligations. 

I  herewith  enclose  a  detailed  statement  of  the  effect  of  the  proposed

MEMOEtANDUM. 


The  revenue  from  lumber  under  the  ''Standard  Tariff"  would  be  in- 
creased on  the  Wilmington,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad,  for  the 
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reason  that  its  lumber  hauls  are  all  long  distance  and  the  rates  for  long 
distances  in  the  ''Standard  Tariff"  are  higher  than  the  market  value  of 
the  lumber  will  stand. 

The  receipts  from  "  all  other  articles  "  are  arrived  at  by  taking  the 
per  mile  revenue  of  the  entire  road  and  computing  the  revenue  in  South 
Carolina  by  the  actual  number  of  miles  in  that  State.  As  the  least 
business  is  done  on  the  North  Carolina  end  of  the  road  this  is  under  the 
average,  but  we  have  no  other  means  of  arriving  at  the  revenue  from 
the  general  business  except  in  that  way.

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AN  ACT  TO  Amend  Section  1451/ of  the  General  Statutes, 
Relating  to  Passenger  Rates  Charged  by  Railroad 
Companies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ihe  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and  sitting  in  General  Assembly, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same  : 

That  Section  1451/ of  the  General  Statutes  be  amended  by  strik- 
ingout  the  whole  of  said  Section  and  inserting  the  following,  to  be 
known  as  Section  1451/:  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act 
no  railroad  company  in  this  State  operating,  owning  or  controlling 
any  line  of  railroad  in  this  State  whose  passenger  earnings  exceed 
eighteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,800)  per  mile  of  road  per  annum 
shall  charge  more  than  three  (3)  cent»  per  mile  for  each  passenger 
with  one  hundred  (100)  pounds  of  baggage.  On  roads  whose  pas- 
senger earnings  are  over  one  thousand  (1,000)  and  not  more  than 
eighteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,800)  per  mile  per  annum,  the  rates 
shall  not  exceed  three  and  one-half  (3J)  cents  per  mile.  On  roads 
whose  passenger  earnings  are  over  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  per 
mile  per  annum  and  not  more'than  one  thousand  (1,000)  the  rates 
shall  not  exceed  four  (4)  cents  per  mile.  On  roads  whose  passenger 
earnings  do  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  per  mile  per 
annum,  such  rates  shall  not  exceed  four  and  a  half  (4i)  cents  per 
mile  ;  the  charge  for  children  under  twelve  (12)  and  over  four  (4) 
years  of  age  shall  not  exceed  two  (2)  cents  per  mile.  Each  railroad 
shall  also  run  a  second  class  or  smoking  car  for  passage,  for  which 
they  shall  sell  tickets  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  two  and  a  half  (2^) 
cents  per  mile  for  the  first  class,  three  (3)  cents  per  mile  for  th 
second  and  third  classes,  and  four  (4)  cents  for  the  fourth  class, 
but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  in  prevent  the 
Charleston  and  Savannah  Railway  Company  from  charging  four 
(4)  cents  per  mile  for  first  class  passengers  and  three  (3)  cents 
per  mile  for  second  class  passengers;  Provided,  That  railroad 
corporations  may  charge  for  short  distances,  where' the  charges 
per  mile  would  be  less  than  twenty-five  (25)  cents,  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  (25)  cents  for  first  class  passage  and  fifteen  (16) 
cents  for  second  class  passage  and  children  for  such  distance. 
The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not  prevent  railroads  from 
issuing  thousand  mile,  excursion,  commutation  and  sea  'U  tickets 
at  a  lower  rate  than  herein  provided. 

[*MeaDinga8  is  supposed  "  of  railroads  as  above  prescribed."] 
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Sec.  2.  That  Section  1451/ (A.  A.  1883,  pages  485  and  486,)  be 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following:  and  rail- 
road companies  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  twenty-five  (25) 
cents  extra  when  fare  is  not  more  than  two  -^  dollars  ($2.50),  and 
fifty  (50)  cents  where  it  is  over  that  amount,  in  all  cases  where 
passengers  who  get  on  at  stations  where  tickets  are  offered  for  sale 
neglect  or  refuse  to  purchase  tickets  :  Provided,  This  shall  not  apply 
to  passengers  on  accommodation  trains :  Provided,  further.  That 
offices  for  the  sale  of  such  tickets  shall  in  all  cases  be  open  not  less 
than  thirty  minutes  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  departure  of  trains.

The  Railroad  CommUsioD  has  tlie  bonor  to  aubmlt  th«  followiog 
lUport,  being  the  aixlh  in  the  series  of  Railroad  CommiaaioD  Reports, 
ftod  eecDD<l  under  the  Act  creating  a  Btinnl  of  three  CoQ)mis<iioners ; 

At  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Report  from  this  office,  tbia  Buard  bad, 
U  requirt^cl  by  law,  fixeil  "  fur  each  of  the  railroad  corporaiioua  lining 
bnainesi)  in  thl^  State"  a  schedule  or  tarifT  applicable  to  local  freight 
buBiness. 

The  Act  declared  that  "  Said  sdiediile  shall  in  suits  brought  ngaiiut 
any  such  railroad  corporation,  wherein  is  involved  the  charges  of  any 
such  railroad  corporation  for  iraoaportation  of  auy  passenger,  or  freight, 
or  cars,  or  uojuat  discrimination  in  rulaiioo  thereto,  be  deemed  and 
Uk«D  ill  all  Courts  in  thia  Slate  aa  siifScient  evidence  that  the  rates 
tiierein  fixed  are  just  and  reasonable  rates  of  charges." 

At  the  last  session  of  your  honorable  bodies  the  law  itoA  amended  ao 
u  to  give  to  the  railroads  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Courta  from  tatea 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Cumuaiadioners. 

The  amendment  furtlier  provides  that  the  railroads  may  make  rates, 
subject  to  the  approviil  of  said  Board,  and  in  event  of  the  Conimissiniiera 
disapproving  such  rates,  the  railroads  are  given  the  right  of  appeal  from 
sach  decisions  to  the  Courts,  "  But  uo  changes  or  moditicatiou  shall  be 
made  in  the  schedule  in  operation  nhen  such  alteration  is  submitted 
until  tbe  finding  of  said  Commi»^iooerd  thereon,  or,  in  case  of  an  appeal 
Iberefrom,  until  the  tiual  adjudication  of  the  Circuit  Court  or  of  the 
Circuit  Judge  thereon." 

Up  to  the  lime  of  tbe  amendments  referred  to  this  Board  hnd  filed 
for  the  roads  only  [of<tl  rate*,  while  the  through  raU»  iu  force  (that  is  to 
say  the  rates  of  freight  to  or  frooi  points  beyond  tbe  limiia  of  tbe  Slate) 
were  those  fixed  by  the  railroads,  the  Commissioners  not  having 
reached  that  p.irt  of  their  duty.  It  wilt,  therefore,  be  seen  that  before 
tlte  Oommisaion  had  completed  its  work  the  law  nas  changed,  leaving 
in  forcu,  as  respects  all  through  business,  rates  of  freight  made  by  tba 
railroads  themselves,  uorevised  by  the  Commission. 

The  practical  eti'ect  of  the  amendment  may  be  thus  illustrated  : 
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If  the  Commission  believe  that  any  rate  of  those  thas  existing  "  is  in 
violation  of  the  law  against  discrimination  or  unjust  rates/'  and  if  upon 
submitting  "  such  alterations  as  they  may  deem  necessary ''  the  rail- 
road in  question  declines  to  accept  such  alteration  and  after  a  hearing 
before  the  Commissioners  takes  an  appeal  as  provided  in  the  Act,  the 
rate  objected  to  will  still  remain  in  force,  nor  can  it  be  changed  until  the 
railroads  shall  have  exhausted  all  successive  appeals,  even  up  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  or,  in  other  words,  during  a  period 
of  several  jrears. 

Many  of  the  through  rates  thus  in  force  appear  to  the  Bodrd  *'  in 
violation  of  the  laws  against  discrimination  or  unjust  rates,"  but  they 
have  not  insisted  on  a  change  i  n  the  same,  as  the  constitutionality  of 
the  Act  giving  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  jurisdiction  over 
rates  of  freight  to  and  from  points  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State  has 
been  raised,  viz.,  in  a  case  now  pending  in  the  Court  entitled  ''  The 
Railroad  Commissioners  vs.  The  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Rail- 
road Company,'*  (appended  hereto,)  the  Board  deeming  it  advisable  to 
await  the  adjudication  of  this  case  rather  than  multiply  cases  to  the 
expense  of  the  State  and  of  the  railroads. 

In  explanation  of  this  case,  we  will  say  that  the  authorities  of  the 
Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  Company  applied  to  this 
Board  for  an  advance  in  rates  of  freight  on  fertilizers.  On  this  applica- 
tion we  approved  a  tariflTor  schedule  [see  Exhibit  '*C  appended  to  the 
case  referred  to  above]  fixing  a  rate  for  every  ten  miles,  and  this  tariff, 
it  was  understood,  was  to  conatitute  a  basis  on  which  the  between  station 
tariff;)  of  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  and  its  two 
leased  lines  (the  Cheraw  and  Chester  and  Chester  and  Lenoir  Roads) 
were  to  be  made. 

In  accordance  therewith  the  authorities  of  these  roads  issued  a  tariff 
dated  the  21st  of  January,  1884.     [See  Exhibit  "  B."] 

After  this,  and  without  authority  from  this  office,  they  issued  another 
tariff,  [see  Exhibit  "A"]  to  take  effect  1st  of  February,  1884,  supersed- 
ing that  issued  2l8t  of  January,  and  not  in  conformity  with  the  tariff  or 
schedule  approved  by  this  Board,  before  referred  to.  From  an  examin- 
ation of  Exhibits  *'  A  "  and  "  C  **  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rates  on  fer- 
tilizers, approved  by  this  Board,  have  been  conformed  to  by  the  Char- 
lotte, Columbia  and  Augusta  Road  and  its  two  leased  lines  to  all  sta- 
tions in  South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina  on  shipments  from  Augusta 
and  Charlotte,  and  from  Columbia  to  points  in  South  Carolina,  while  on 
shipments  from  Columbia  to  stations  in  North  Carolina  (on  the  Chester 
and  Lenoir  Road)  there  is  a  material  advance  in  rates. 

This,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  is  an  unjust  discrimination  against 
Columbia,  and  against  the  manufacturers  of  fertilizers  in  this  State.

These  rates  had  been  in  operation  about  three  months  when  the  law 
was  amended  as  follows : 

G.  S.,  Section  1451/.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  no 
railroad  company  in  this  State  operating,  owning  or  controlling  any 
line  of  railroad  whose  passenger  earnings  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars 
($1200)  per  mile  of  road  per  annum  shall  charge  more  than  three 
cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger  with  one  hundred  pounds  of  baggage. 
On  roads  whose  passenger  earniogs  are  over  seven  hundred  and  not 
more  than  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1200)  per  mile  per  annum,  the 
rates  shall  not  exceed  three  and  one-half  (31)  cents  per  mile,  except  the 
Charleston  and  Savannah  Railway  Company,  which  shall  have  the 
right  to  charge  four  cents  per  mile  for  first  and  three  cents  per  mile 
for  second  class  passengers.  On  roads  whose  passenger  earnings  do  not 
exceed  seven  hundred  dollars  ($700)  per  mile  per  annum,  such  rates 
shall  not  exceed  four  cents  per  mile.    The  charge  for  children  under 
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twelve  and  over  six  jearB  of  age  Bhall  not  exceed  two  cents  pec  mile. 
Each  railroad  shall  also  run  a  second  class,  or  smoking  car  for  passage, 
in  which  they  shall  sell  tickets  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  two  and  one-half 
cents  per  mile  on  the  first  class  and  three  cents  per  mile  on  the  second 
and  third  class  of  railroads,  as  above  prescribed :  Provided,  That  rail- 
road corporations  may  charge  for  short  distances,  where  the  charges  by 
the  mile  would  be  less  than  twenty-five  cents,  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents  for  first  class  passage  and  fifteen  cents  for  second  class  passage  and 
children  for  such  distance.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not 
prevent  railroads  from  issuing  thousand-mile,  excursion,  commutation 
and  season  tickets  at  a  lower  rate  than  herein  provided. 
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Under  this  Section  the  maximum  rates  allowed  each  road  is  shown  by 
the  following  table,  based  on  passenger  earnings  for  year  ending  June 
30th,  1883 :

It  will  be  seen  that  these  rates  have  been  fixed  on  a  basis  of  passen- 
ger earnings  per  mile  of  road,  except  for  the  Charleston  and  Savannah 
Railway  Company,  which  the  Act  allows  "to  charge  4  cents  per  mile  for 
first  and  3  cents  per  mile  for  second  class  passengers." 
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The  rates  as  fixed  by  the  Section  above  quoted  have  been  adopted  by 
all  the  roads  in  the  State  except  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta 
Railroad  and  leased  lines  and  the  Columbia  and  Greenville  Railroad, 
branches  and  leased  lines,  the  authorities  of  these  roads  having  put 
into  operation  rates  in  excess  of  the  maximum  allowed  by  said  Section. 
A  full  report  of  the  correspondence  on  this  subject  will  be  found  in  the 
case  entitled  "The  Railroad  Commissioners  vs.  the  Charlotte,  Columbia 
and  Augusta  Railroad  Company"  (appended  hereto.) 

Elsewhere  in  this  Report  will  be  found  tables  showing  the  changes 
that  have  been  made  (since  the  amendment  of  the  law)  in  the  freight 
rates  that  had  been  fixed  for  the  different  roads,  to  which  the  Board  , 
invite  special  attention. 

Since  December  last,  any  Road,  under  the  Act  as  amended,  has  bad  the 
right  to  claim  of  the  Commission  (subject  to  adjudication  by  the  Courts) 
a  change  in  any  rate  accorded  it  under  the  **  Standard  Tariff**  that  to 
it  might  appear  objectionable.  The  Board  (as  has  been  before  stated) 
has,  with  trifling  exceptions,  modified  rates  to  meet  the  views  of  the 
railroads  and  of  the  people,  and  the  fact  that  but  few  changes  have  been 
asked  for  shows  that  the  "Standard  Freight  Tariff"  must,  in  the  main, 
have  been  just  and  reasonable. 

The  Commissioners  in  their  last  Report  made  no  suggestion  pointing 
to  a  material  change  in  the  law.  They  were  not  prepared  to  do  so,  as 
the  law  had  but  partially  been  put  into  operation,  and  it  was  impossible 
to  judge  as  to  its  working  or  its  eflect  on  the  railroads,  the  people  or  the 
commerce  of  the  State.  At  the  last  session  of  your  honorable  bodies, 
however,  the  law  was  amended  in  important  particulars,  as  cited  else- 
where. 

We  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  faithfully  and  fairly  the  Act  as 
amended,. and  by  courteous  consideration  have  invited  the  railroads  to 
join  us  in  an  honest  effort  to  give  it  a  fair  trial.  While  the  roads  gener- 
ally have  met  us  in  this  spirit,  some  have  not. 

The  Commissioners  regret  to  call  attention  to  statements  that  the 
decline  in  business  of  certain  railroads  is  "  due  to  legislative  enactments 
and  the  rulings  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners."  The  only  comment 
that  they  can  allow  themselves  to  make  is  to  point  to  the  fact  that  the 
precise  territory  in  which  this  decline  in  business  has  occurred  is  now 
being  penetrated  by  a  new  railroad,  built  with  a  knowledge  of  these 
legislative  enactments  and  the  rulings  of  the  Commissioners,  and  intended 
to  be  operated  under  them. 

There  now  exists,  so  far  as  we  are  informed,  no  discriminating  rates  in 
the  local  tarifis  of  the  diflerent  roads,  either  against  individuals  or  local- 
ities, except  the  rates  on  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad, 
referred  to  elsewhere.    Before  and  after  the  organization  of  this  Board 
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there  were  frequent  and  sometimes  violent  changes  in  freight  rates.  This 
has  been  rectified,  and  the  present  stability  in  local  rates  must  tend  to 
remove  that  speculative  element  in  business  which  is  inseparable  from 
sudden  and  frequent  changes  in  freight  rates. 

In  the  early  part  of  our  work  much  time  was  required  to  inve«itigate 
and  adjust  complaints  against  the  railroads.  Each  month  these  com- 
plaints have  diminished,  and  now  but  few  reach  this  office.  This  con- 
firms the  experience  of  Railroad  Commissions  generally,  viz.,  that  they 
promote  in  one  way  or  another  a  spirit  of  consideration  on  the  part  of 
the  railroads  for  the  public,  which  results  in  reducing  the  inevitable 
friction  of  such  large  and  rapid  transactions  as  daily  take  place  between 
these  corporations  and  the  business  community. 

There  is  less  discrimination,  more  stability  in  rates,  fewer  complaints 
and  greater  harmony  between  the  railroads  and  the  people  than  at  any 
time  during  the  administration  of  the  present  Board  or  of  their  prede- 
cessor.

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The  net  earoiogs  for  1884,  as  shown  above,  (91,675,978.94)  iDcIades 
the  entire  net  earnings  of  the  Atlanta  and  Charlotte  Air  Line  Railroad, 
while  that  for  1883  ($1,640,914.03)  includes  only  the  net  earnings  of 
that  portion  of  said  road  (125  miles)  operated  in  this  State.  Making 
an  allowance  for  144  miles  without  this  State,  (S191,741.04)  the  total 
net  earnings  of  all  the  roads  for  year  ending  June  30,  1884,  shows  a 
&lling  off  of  8156,676.13,  as  compared  with  the  year  previous. 

It  cannot  be  claimed  at  this  time  that  this  loss  in  revenue  is  due  to 
rates  of  freight  fixed  by  the  Commission,  as  the  Act  now  allows  the 
roads  to  inaugurate  rates  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Board,  and  we 
have  in  almost  every  instance  granted  such  advance  as  has  been  asked 
for. 

Is  it  not  due  wholly  to  causes  which  have  brought  about  the  great  de- 
pression now  being  felt  in  every  department  of  business  the  world  over, 
to  newly  developed  competition,  and  to  the  shortness  of  the  cotton  crop 
and  consequent  loss  of  cotton  tonnage  ? 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  road  may  do  a  business  of  greater 
tonnage  one  year  as  compared  with  another  and  yet  yield  a  smaller  in- 
come, though  working  the  while  the  same  tariff.  The  character  rather 
than  quantity  of  tonnage  affects  the  revenue. 

In  this  State  cotton  is  the  most  remunerative  of  all  freight,  and  any 
diminution  in  the  cotton  tonnage  of  a  road  at  once  perceptibly  affects  its 
earnings.  To  show  this  let  us  illustrate :  Exhibits  A,  B  and  C  of  the 
Columbia  and  Greenville  Railroad  Compauy  (to  be  found  in  our  last 
Report,  page  232,)  shows  the  total  tonnage  and  revenue  of  that  road  for 
eight  months  ending  May  31st,  1883,  to  be  as  follows :

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  while  the  cotton  tonnage  alone  is 
only  one>third  more  than  all  other  tonnage,  the  revenue  derived  from  the 
cotton  is  about  three  times  as  much  as  that  derived  from  all  other  classes 
of  freight  combined ;  the  yield  of  cotton  freight  $6.94  per  ton,  and  of 
all  other  freight  $3.17  per  ton.  The  figures  show  further  that  30  per 
cent,  falling  off  of  cotton  freight  alone  is  equal  to  a  reduction  of  22  per 
cent,  of  total  revenue.

Of  the  locomotives  79  are  equipped  with  air  brakes,  and  of  the  cars

INSPECTION  OF   RAILROADS. 

The  Commission  inspected,  employing  a  competent  expert  when  one 
was  needed,  each  of  the  railroads  in  this  State,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Georgetown  and  Lane's,  which  afforded  no  opportunity  for  such 
inspection.  The  different  companies  promptly  furnished  all  requisite 
facilities  for  the  fullest  inspection.  One  or  more  competent  officials, 
generally  the  Superintendent,  accompanied  the  Commission.  Many  of 
the  station  houses  at  which  tickets  are  sold  are  unimportant  to  the 
railroads  bat  convenient  to  the  people  and  are  in  many  cases  kept  up 
by  the  railroad  companies  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  In 
•och  cases  the  citizens  are  satisfied  with  the  arrangement.  The  Com- 
mission, as  stated  in  their  last  Report  have  acted  more  in  accordance 
with  the  spirit  than  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  in  such  cases.

This  road  extends  from  Spartanburg,  S.  C,  to  Hendersonville,  N. 
G., — 50  miles. 
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The  portion  lying  in  South  Carolina  extends  from  near  the  "  Block 
House"  to  Spartanburg — 23  1-5  miles.  The  road-bed  is  fair,  but  not 
broad  enough  in  places.  The  rail  is  fish-bar  iron,  56  pounds.  The 
Wharton  switch  is  mostly  used.  The  bridges  and  trestles  are  safe  and 
are  being  improved.  This  road  is  controlled  and  operated  by  the  Rich- 
mond and  Danville  Railroad  Company.  The  rolling  stock  is  furnished 
by  the  Columbia  and  Greenville  Railroad  Company.  No  accidents. 
Hand  brake  used. 

Ashley  River  Railroad. 

This  road  extends  from  its  junction  with  the  Northeastern  Railroad, 
seven  miles  from  Charleston  to  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railway 
at  Ashley  River — 4  miles, — and  is  operated  by  the  latter  company.  All 
56-pound  steel  rail.    The  road  is  in  fine  condition. 

Atlanta  and  Charlotte  Air  Line  Railway. 

• 

The  main  line  of  this  road  extends  from  Charlotte,  N.  C,  (Air  Line 
.Junction)  to  Atlanta,  6a., — 269  miles.  The  portion  lying  in  this  State 
extends  from  Tugaloo  River  to  near  Whitaker's  Station — 125  miles. 
The  whole  road  was  originally  laid  with  fish-bar  iron,  but  is  now  being 
relaid  throughout  with  steel  rails,  much  of  it  60}  pounds,  double  angle 
plate.  Whole  number  of  miles  of  steel  rails,  192 ;  number  in  South  Caro- 
lina, 55 ;  number  laid  during  the  year,  44 ;  number  laid  during  the  year 
in  South  Carolina,  18.  A  portion  in  South  Carolina  is  well  ballasted  with 
gravel  or  stone,  and  the  process  of  relaying  steel  rails  and  ballasting  is 
rapidly  progressing.  The  switch  in  use  is  mostly  the  Laurenze,  in 
some  places  the  Wharton. 

The  Westinghouse  automatic  air  brake  is  in  use  on  passenger  trains. 
The  old  iron  part  of  the  track  is  kept  in  good  condition.  The  station 
houses  along  the  line  are,  generally,  such  as  meet  the  wants  of  the  pub- 
lic. Where  improvements  are  needed  the  attention  of  the  Superintend- 
ent was  called  thereto.  The  bridges  on  this  road,  with  the  exception 
of  that  over  Tugaloo  River,  are  all  deck  bridges.  A  minute  examina- 
tion of  these,  as  well  as  of  the  trestles,  was  made,  and  they  were  found 
to  have  been  newly  overhauled  and  in  good  condition,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  such  as  were  being  overhauled  at  the  time  of  inspection.  Strong 
guard  rails  dapped,  or  notched  and  pinned  down  to  the  cross  ties,  are  in 
general  use  on  this  road.  The  attention  of  the  Superintendent  was 
called  to  the  importance  of  iron  bolts  being  used  where  wooden  ones  are 
now  in  use.  The  importance  of  guard  rails  to  the  safety  of  persons  and 
property  was  forcibly  illustrated  by  a  run  off  on  Enoree  Bridge  in  1881. 


The  8a  peri  n  tend  eat,  Mr.  I.  Y.  Sage,  in  a  report  to  the  RaiIroa<)  Coin- 
miesioD,  said : 

"Thv  Kcctdent  was  caused  by  a  hand-ear  being  on  the  track  in  the 
fitce  nf  the  regulur  train.  The  car  naa  struck  uear  the  end  of  Euoree 
Bridge,  throwing  the  engine  from  the  track.  The  engine  and  entire  train 
ran  across  two  Hpaua  of  trestle  work  while  off  the  track.  No  damage 
waa  doD«  to  the  cam.  The  pilot,  on  the  engine  was  knockod  off.  The 
trestle  and  bridge  work  had  been  aupplierl  with  oak  lies  7  by  y,  with 
a  guard  rail  on  each  end  S  by  12,  Had  not  this  been  the  case,  do 
doubt  the  entire  train  would  have  gone  into  the  river.  I  am  satisfied 
we  were  saved  a  complete  wreck  'm  this  instance  by  having  the  tlus  and 
guard  rails." 

Heavy  and  close  crosstiee,  with  strong  guard  rails,  dapped  and  pinned 
down  to  every  third  or  fourth  tie  wiih  iron  bolts,  contribute  greatly  to 
the  Kifety  of  persons  and  property  on  bridgea  and  trestles. 

CHARLE8TOU   AND  SAVANNAH    EaILWAY. 

The  main  line  of  this  road  estenda  from  Ashley  River,  in  South  Caro- 
lina, to  the  Central  Railroad  crossing  in  Georgia,  97  miles.  The  purtiou 
id  riouth  Carolina  extends  from  Ashley  to  Savannah  River,  Ho  miles. 
The  Company  operates  7  miles  of  the  Northeastern,  from  Charleston  to 
the  junction  of  the  Northeastern  and  Ashley  River  Roads;  the  Ashley 
River  Railroad  4  miles,  and  7  miles  of  the  Savannah,  Florida  and  West- 
ecu,  which,  with  its  own  97  miles,  makes  115  miles  operated.  The 
inspection  ex  ten  del  1  from  the  junction  of  the  Northea'itern  and  jVahley 
River  to  the  cSavannah  River,  >i9  miles.  It  is  being  put  in  very  fine 
condition,  and  is  laid  with  mostly  -^0  pound  eteel  rails.  The  Wharton 
switch  is  used.  The  station  houses  have  been  much  improved  and  are 
generally  sufficient  for  the  travel.  The  attention  of  the  officials  has  been 
called  to  such  as  need  improvement.  That  at  Yemassee  is  jointly  used 
by  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  and  Port  Royal  and  Augusta  Rail- 
roads and  is  in  eompUauca  with  the  law.  A  new  iron  bridge  over 
Ashley  River,  with  two  openings  100  feet  each,  is  now  being  constructed, 
to  be  supported  on  creosoted  piles.  The  one  now  used  is,  however,  safe. 
At  Edisto  River  a  new  draw-bridge,  with  openings  of  80  feet,  has  just 
been  completed.  The  trestle  at  this  place  is  heiog  repaired  where  repairs 
are  needed.  The  Savannah  River  trestle  is  in  good  order,  but  needs 
•ome  heavy  ties,  which  are  soon  to  be  put  id.  The  iron  bridge  over  the 
river  la  a  superior  structure. 

Port  Royal  akd  Acoi'sta  Railway, 
This  road  extends  from  Port  Royal,  S.  C,  to  Augusta,  Ga.,  1 12  miles, 
the  portion  in  South  Carolina,  from  Port  Royal  to  Savannah  River, 
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108.3  miles.  It  has  20  miles  fish-bar  steel  rails;  about  25  miles  iron 
chair  rails ;  the  remainder  fish  bar  iron  rails.  The  road  is  in  good  con- 
ditioQ  and  is  being  improved.  On  this  as  well  as  ou  the  Charleston  and 
Savannah  comfortable  framed  cabins  are  provided  for  the  road  hands. 
The  station  house  at  Beaufort  is  new  and  in  compliance  with  the  law. 
Most  of  the  other  station  houses  are  sufficient  for  the  wants  of  the  public, 
except  in  a  few  places,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  was 
called  and  the  requisite  improvements  will  be  made.  It  uses  the  Wes- 
tinghouse  automatic  air  brake  on  passenger  trains.  The  bridges  and 
trestles  are  numerous  and  in  good  condition  generally.  A  steady  im- 
provement throughout  b  going  on.  The  bridge  over  the  Savannah 
Biver  is  an  iron  structure,  strong  and  safe.    This  company  operates  the 

Augusta  and  Enoxville  Railroad, 

Which  road  extends  from  Augusta,  6a.,  to  Greenwood,  S.  C,  sixty- 
eight  miles.  The  portion  of  the  Augusta  and  Enoxville  lying  in  South 
Carolina  extends  from  the  Savannah  River  to  Greenwood,  fifty-one  miles. 
The  bridge  across  the  river  is  of  iron  on  granite  piers — a  good  structure. 
The  road  was  originally  constructed  very  rapidly.  It  is  leased  to  the 
Port  Royal  and  Augusta  Railway  Ck)mpany,  which  has  made,  and  is 
still  making,  improvements.  An  idaportant  need  is  close  and  strong 
crossties,  with  strong  guard  rails  on  the  trestle.  This  road  uses  the  hand 
brake.  The  station  houses  could  be  improved,  and  will  be,  as  we  are 
assured  by  the  managers,  in  the  near  future.  There  will  be  a  joint 
station  house  at  Greenwood  for  the  Augusta  and  Enoxville  and  the 
Greenwood,  Laurens  and  Spartanburg  Railroad,  which  latter  road  will 
also  be  operated  by  the  Port  Royal  and  Augusta  Railway  Company. 

Greenwood,  Laurenh  and  Spartanburg  Railroad. 

The  crossings  of  this  road  over  the  Columbia  and  Greenville  Railroad 
at  Greenwood  and  at  Laurens  over  the  Laurens  Railway  were, 
upon  notice  from  the  company,  examined  and  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission, as  required  by  law,  and  before  the  track  was  laid.  And, 
having  been  notified  that  it  was  the  wish  of  the  company  to 
commence  operating  the  road  from  Greenwood  to  Coronaca — 
seven  miles — on  Monday,  the  6th  of  October,  the  Commission,  on 
the  3d  and  4th  of  October,  examined  this  section,  and  finding  all 
laws  relating  to  its  construction  bad  been  complied  with,  and  that  the 
road  appeared  "to  be  in  a  safe  condition  for  operation,''  authorized  it  to 
be  opened  for  public  use  on  the  day  mentioned.  The  roadbed  in  the 
cuts  has  a  base  of  twenty-three  feet  as  a  standard,  and  the  track  is  laid 


with  fifty-six -puQiid  etwl  rail,  double  sogle  plato.  Tbe  road  is  Eniahed 
«e  it  prcigreeaea,  anil  it  is  expected  that  tbe  traclc  will  be  finished  to 
liABreDf  by  the  loth  of  November,  aiid  trock-laying  completed  to  Spar- 
taobut^  about  the  lat  of  February  next.  It  will  be  operated  by  the 
Port  Koyal  and  Augusta  Railway  Company. 

Columbia  and  Greekvm.le  Railroad. 

Branchet  and  Linea  Operated. 

The  main  stem  of  this  road  esteuds  from  Coltimbia  to  GreeoTille, 
142-5  miles;  tbe  Abbeville  brancb.  from  Hodges  to  Abbeville,  11.5 
miles,  aad  the  Anderson  branch,  from  Belton  to  Andermn,  9.8  milos. 
Thla  company  operates  the  Blue  Ridge  Railroad  from  Anderson  to  Wal- 
faalla,  32.4  miles :  tbe  Laurens  Railway,  from  Helena  to  Laurens,  29.9, 
and  the  Spartanburg,  Union  and  Coiumbia  Railroad,  (under  lease,)  from 
Alston  to  Spartauburg,  ISS  miles,  making  an  aggregate  of  2!)4.1  miles. 

folttmbia  nnd  Greenville  Kailrocul. 

M  Columbia  tbe  Gersais  street  depot  is  used  by  this  road  for  passen- 
gers. Many  of  tbe  station  houses  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law ; 
others,  where  tickets  are  sold,  are  adequate  to  tbe  amount  of  travel. 
SugIi,  we  regret  to  say,  is  not  the  case  at  tbe  town  of  Prosperity.  Tbe 
complaint  to  the  Commission  by  the  citixens  of  that  place  and  vicinity, 
June  IMth,  1893,  showing  that  there  was  do  sufiicienl  accommodntiou 
for  [lasseagers  awaiting  transportation,  and  also  the  oorrespondence  on 
that  subject  between  the  Commission  and  President  Haskell  were  pub- 
liabed  in  our  last  Report.  The  correspondence  terminated  by  the  matter 
iMlug  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Attorney  General,  who  instituted  legal 
pmceedinga  to  enforce  a  compliance  with  Section  14ri4  General  Statutes, 
wbieh  requires  of  railroad  companies  "  to  erect  and  keep  at  every  office 
where  tickets  are  sold  for  travel  over  its  road,  two  good  rooms  or  apart- 
ments of  reasonable  size  for  tiie  amount  of  travel  atsuch  otfice,  which 
efaall  be  furnished  with  comfortable  seats  fur  tbe  accommodation  of  pas- 
•engers,"  &c.  The  case  was  docketed  to  tbe  last  term  of  the  Circuit 
Court  for  Richland  County,  but  has  not  yet  been  tried. 

Tbe  trestles,  which  are  numerous  between  Gilurabia  and  Prosperity, 
■nd  the  bridges  between  tbe  same  points,  are  all  comparatively  new  and 
well  constructed.  Tbo  trestles  have  strong  And  clo^e  crossties,  with 
StrODg  guard  rails  fastened  down  with  iron  bolts,  The  bridge  over 
Broad  River,  at  Alston,  is  a  superior  iron  structure,  and  the  other 
bridges  are  generally    in    good    order.      Wherever    improvements  are 
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needed  atteniion  was  called  to  them.  Some  abort  trestles  without  guard 
rails  are  to  be  filled  in.  The  bridge  over  upper  Saluda  near  Greenville 
is  in  fair  condition.  The  trestle  here  is  strong,  but  the  crossties  are  too 
far  apart  and  there  are  no.  guard  rails.  Attention  was  called  to  this 
and  they  will  be  supplied.  The  Wharton  switch  is  chiefly  used.  Also 
the  Westinghouse  automatic  air  brake  on  the  passenger  trains.  The 
track  is  laid  from  Columbia  110  miles  with  steel  and  fish-bar  iron  rails, 
and  the  road-bed  throughout  is  in  fair  condition. 

Anderson  Branch, 

From  Belton  there  are  5  miles  of  old  stringer  track,  the  remainder 
chair  rail.  The  bridges  and  trestles  are  safe  and  in  fair  order.  Where 
improvements  were  needed  attention  was  called  to  them. 

Blue  Ridge  Railroad. 

From  Anderson  to  Walhalla  is  a  good  structure,  with  strong,  old,  but 
heavy  chair  rails,  and  in  good  condition.  The  bridges  on  this  road  are 
mainly  between  Anderson  and  Seneca,  and  are  well  constructed,  and 
such  as  are  not  newly  repaired  are  now  undergoing  repairs,  except 
Eighteen  Mile  Creek  bridge,  which  is  temporarily  made  safe,  but  needs 
to  be  rebuilt.  It  is  proposed  to  construct  a  joint  station  house  at  Seneca 
for  the  Atlanta  and  Charlotte  Air  Line  and  Blue  Ridge  Railroads. 

Laurens  Railway 

Is  kept  in  a  safe  condition  for  its  traffic  at  a  low  rate  of  speed.  The 
trestling  needs  overhauling — new  and  strong  crossties  and  strong  guard 
rails.  The  materials  are  on  the  line  for  the  improvement  of  some  of  the 
trestles.  One-half  of  the  track  is  laid  with  chair  rails ;  the  other  half  is 
a  stringer  track  with  chub  rails.  The  road  needs  to  be  rebuilt  through- 
out to  make  it  a  good  road.  The  station  houses  are  sufficient  for  the 
travel. 

Spartanburg,  Union  and  Columbia  Railroad 

Extends  from  Alston,  on  the  Columbia  and  Greenville  Railroad,  to 
Spartanburg,  68  miles.  It  is  laid  with  old  chair  rail.  The  road-bed  is 
fair.  Some  trestles  need  new  crossties  and  guard  rails,  to  which  the 
attention  of  the  officers  of  the  company  has  been  called.  The  bridge 
across  Broad  River  at  Shelton  is  a  "Howe"  truss  and  one  of  the  best 
in  the  State.  Some  of  the  station  houses  are  up  to  the  requirements  of 
the  law ;  the  others  along  the  line  are  such  as  the  wants  of  the  travel 
seem  to  require. 
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The  Wilmington,  Columbia  and  Augusta,  Northeastern,  Cheraw 
AND  Darlington,  Cheraw  and  Salisbury  and  Central  Kail- 
roads 
Are  under  one  general  management. 

Wilmington^  Columbia  and  Augtiata  Railroad. 

This  road  extends  from  Wilmington,  N.  C,  to  Columbia,  S.  C,  192 
miles.  The  portion  lying  in  South  Carolina  extends  from  near  Lumber 
Kiver  to  Columbia,  124  miles.  It  has  166  miles  steel  rails  in  South 
Carolina,  mostly  double  angle  plate.  The  Wharton  safety  switch  is  used 
altogether,  and  the  Westinghouse  automatic  air  brake  on  the  passenger 
trains.  The  station  houses  generally  are  adequate  to  the  wants  of  the 
travel.  Where  deficient  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  was  called 
thereto.  The  bridges  and  trestles  are  in  fair  condition  and  safe.  Those 
that  are  not  standard,  with  close  crossties  and  guard  ri^ils,are  being  made 
so  as  they  are  overhauled.  A  large  portion  of  the  trestle  work  on  this 
road  has  been  or  is  now  being  filled  in.  Arrangements  are  made  for  the 
thorough  repair  of  Pee  Dee  trestle,  though  safe  as  it  stands.  Lumber 
River  trestle  is  to  be  largely  filled  in,  and  much  of  the  Wateree  trestle 
has  already  been  filled  in.  The  trestling  here  is  standard  work,  and 
heavy  crossties  and  strong  guard  rails  are  being  put  on  it.  Some  of  the 
depots  are  superior  brick  work,  and  have  passenger  accommodations 
according  to  the  requirements  of  the  law.  Others  are  equal  to  the 
amount  of  travel  and  are  satisfactory  to  the  public.  Some  portions  of 
this  road  are  well  ballasted  and  the  road  generally  in  fine  condition.  It 
is  worthy  of  note  that  on  this  road,  up  to  the  1st  of  July  last,  during 
the  year  previous  only  one  man  was  killed — he  a  train  hand — and  "  by 
his  own  misconduct  or  want  of  caution,''  and  only  one  injured,  and  he 
in  the  same  way. 

Cheraw  and  Darlington  Railroad 

Extends  from  Florence  to  Cheraw,  forty  miles.  The  bridges  and  tres- 
tles are  safe.  In  some  places,  where  defective  timbers  were  found,  ar- 
rangements had  already  been  made  for  repairs.  Some  of  the  trestles 
are  very  high  and  not  sufficiently  supported  with  close  crossties  and 
strong  guard  rails.  A  comfortable  and  satisfactory  depot,  with  suitably 
furnished  passengerrooms,  has  been  put  up  at  Darlington,  and  others 
seem  to  be  all  the  travel  requires.    The  hand  brake  is  in  use. 

Cheraw  and  Salisbury  Railroad 

Extends  from  Cheraw  to  Wadesboro,  N.  C,  twenty-five  miles,  eleven- 
miles  thereof  being  in  South  Carolina.    There  are  but  few  trestles  oa 
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the  road,  and  they  are  in  fair  condition.  S^jme  defects  were  pointed  out 
and  will  be  remedied.  The  trestles  would  be  improved  by  closer  cross- 
ties  and  stronger  guard  rails.  The  road  is  laid  with  forty-five-poand 
steel  rails.  The  company  ha^  no  rolling  stock.  It  is  operated  under 
contract  by  the  Cheraw  and  Darlington  Railroad  Company. 

Northeastern  Railroad, 

This  road  extends  from  Charleston  to  Florence,  102  miles.  Has  eighty- 
seven  miles  fifty-six-pound  steel  rails  and  fifteen  miles  fish-bar  iron. 
Boad  bed  fine  and  wide  and  ditching  good  along  a  large  portion.  lo  some 
places  the  ditching  needs  improvement.  Station  bouses  generally  satisfac- 
tory. Where  the  passenger  rooms  should  be  enlarged  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  travel  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  company  to  make  suitable  im- 
provements. The  Santee  bridge  is  in  fine  condition.  The  trestling  is 
strong,  the  ties  and  guard  rails  being  each  7x8.  The  Santee  Canal  is  crossed 
by  a  strong  iron  bridge.  The  trestling  over  the  mat^h  at  Charleston  has 
all  been  filled  in.  One  of  the  creeks  has  an  iron  bridge  and  the  other 
is  soon  to  have  a  similar  structure.  The  Weatinghouse  automatic  air 
brake  is  in  use  on  passenger  trains. 

Central  Railroad  of  South  Carolina 

This  road  extends  from  Lane's,  on  the  Northeastern,  to  Sumter,  on  the 
Wilmington,  Columbia  and  Augusta — forty  miles.  It  owns  no  rolling 
stock.  It  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Wilmington,  Columbia  and 
Augusta  and  the  Northeastern,  which  supply  the  rolling  stock.  It  runs 
through  a  level  country. 

The  road-bed  is  good  and  the  superstructure  is  fine,  the  track  being 
laid  with  56  lb.  steel  rails.  The  trestling  is  good,  but  would  be  im- 
proved by  close  crossties  and  heavy  guard  rails,  fastened  at  every  third 
or  fourth  tie  with  iron  bolts.     It  is  a  good  new  road. 

Greenville  and  Laurens  Railroad, 

Now  being  graded,  extends  from  Greenville  Court  House  to  Laurens 
Court  House — 37  miles.  The  stockholders  and  officers  all  reside  in 
Greenville  and  Laurens  Counties.  The  grading  is  costing  about  $2,000 
per  mile.  President  Wm.  L.  Mauldin  says  in  his  report  to  the  Commis- 
sion: *'The  road  is  now  being  rapidly  graded  and  will  be  in  operation 
by  the  1st  of  March,  1885.  The  road  has  money  enough  in  hand  to 
build  the  trestles  and  lay  the  crossties.  Then  the  charter  authorizes  the 
issuance  of  bonds  to  secure  the  iron  and  equipment.  The  distance  from 
Greenville  to  Columbia  will  be  shortened  about  thirty  miles,  and  a  fine 
farming  country  will  obtain  additional  facilities.'' 


Chaiux>tte,  CoLcwaiA  and  Avuvsrk  Kailroad. 

This  road  esteDds  from  Charlotte,  N.  C.  by  Columbia  to  Augusts. 
Ga., — lUl  miles.  The  portion  lyio^  in  South  Cdrolina  extendi  from 
Sugar  Creek,  twelve  railea  from  Charlotte,  to  Augusta — 178.5  miles. 
The  bridges  aud  treatling  are  geaerally  in  good  eoudlliou,  aud  where 
defective  the  atteutiuo  of  the  officers  haii  tiaeti  called  thereto.  The 
road-bed  is  id  general  <roud,  ns  is  also  the  euperatructure.  It  is  laid 
vitb  Eiteel  rails  of  J30  and  51)  puiiadd  for  101  miles,  the  remainder  nrltli 
chain  and  fish-bar  iron  rujls.  Twenty-three  miiea  of  steel  rail  have  been 
laid  during  the  yeor.  Some  of  the  atatioo  houses  where  ticlcets  are  told 
need  improvemeats.  The  atteiitiou  of  the  managers  of  the  road  has 
boen  called  to  them.  The  Weatingbouse  automatic  air  bralce  is  used  on 
the  passenger  trains.  The  staudard  trestle  on  this  road  ia  constructed 
with  8x7  ties,  eight  inches  apart  on  an  average,  with  guard  rails  of  the 
Bamc  size  dapped  or  notched,  and  fastened  to  every  third  or  fourth  tie 
with  iron  bolts. 

Cberaw  and  Chesiek  Railroad. 

Narrojv  Gauge. 


This  road  is  leased  and  operated  by  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  aud 
Augusta  Kailroad  Company  and  extends  from  Chester  to  Lancaster,  28.6 
miles.  The  track  is  laid  with  30  pound  fish-bar  iron,  except  1,5  miles  of 
■teel  rail  of  the  same  weight.  The  Charlotte,  Columbia  aud  Augusta 
Railroad  Company  has  done  a  great  deal  of  work  on  the  road  l>ed  and 
superstructure,  thoroughly  overhauling  the  bridges  and  trestles  aud 
imprnviug  the  road  bed.  The  Catawba  Kiver  bridge  is  a  new  structure 
and  is  well  built  on  cribs  filled  with  rock.  The  station  houses  are 
sufficient  for  the  travel.     The  hand  brake  is  in  use  on  passenger  traiiui. 

ClIEHTEK   AND   LeNOIR   RAILROAD. 

Narrow  Gauge. 

Is  teased  and  operated  by  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  atid  Augusta  Rail- 
road Company.  It  extends  from  Chester,  S.  C,  to  Lenoir,  in  N.  C, 
109.3  miles.  The  portion  of  this  road  lying  in  South  Carolina  extends 
from  Chester  to  the  North  Carolina  line — 35  miles.  From  Chester  to 
Yorkville  (23  mile^)  it  is  laid  with  old  chair  rail  of  50  pounds,  still  good. 
Before  the  war  it  was  a  broad  gauge  road.  The  same  iron  is  in  use  on 
that  part  of  the  road.  The  portion  from  Yorkville  to  the  line  (12  miles) 
is  laid  with  30  pound  fish-bar  iron.    The  lessees  found  the  road  badly 
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ran  down  and  are  putting  it  in  good  order,  using  new  and  close  crosB- 
ties. 

The  attention  of  the  railroad  officials  of  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and 
Augusta  Railroad  has  been  called  to  certain  defects  in  two  high  trestles, 
Tiz.,  one  on  Allison's,  the  other  on  Bear  Creek,  which  are  now  being 
overhauled.    The  station  houses  seem  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  travel. 

South  Carolina  Railway. 

The  main  line  of  this  road  extends  from  Charleston  to  Branchville, 
62  miles ;  the  Columbia  Branch,  from  Branchville  to  Columbia,  68  miles ; 
the  Augusta  Branch,  from  Branchville  to  Augusta,  75  miles ;  the  Cam- 
den Branch,  from  Kingville  to  Camden,  38  miles,  and  the  Phosphate 
Branch,  from  Ten-Mile  Hill  to  Lamb's,  3  miles — making  a  total  of  main 
line  and  branches  of  246  miles.  There  are  157  miles  of  steel  rail  in 
South  Carolina.  The  remainder  is  laid  with  fish-bar  iron  and  some 
chair  rail.  The  Tracy  switch  is  principally  used,  and  when  a  new  switch 
is  put  in  it  is  of  that  patent.  When  a  new  tie  is  put  in,  the  pine  is  re- 
placed by  the  cypress,  which  lasts  from  ten  to  twelve  years,  while  the 
pine  lasts  about  six  upon  an  average.  The  Westinghouse  automatic 
air  brake  is  used  on  all  the  passenger  trains. 

Camden  Branch, 

The  Wateree  trestle  is  being  rebuilt  on  piles,  and  is  a  fine  piece  of 
work,  three  miles  of  which  will  be  finished  by  the  Ist  of  January  next. 
The  remainder  is  kept  in  a  safe  condition.  In  places  the  road-bed  needs 
widening,  and  the  ditches  need  opening.  The  station  houses  are  adequate 
to  the  wants  of  the  travel. 

Columbia  Division, 

The  South  Carolina  Railway  Company  built  and  owns  the  Gervais 
street  passenger  depot  in  the  city  of  Columbia,  a  neat  and  well-kept 
building,  which  is  also  used  by  the  Columbia  and  Greenville  and  Wil- 
migton,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroads.  The  bridges  and  trestles 
are  in  good  order.  The  road-bed  and  ditches  are  in  good  condition  and 
the  station  houses  generally  sufficient  for  the  travel.  Where  improve- 
ments are  needed  the  attention  of  the  officials  has  been  called  thereto. 

Augusta  Division, 

There  are  but  few  bridges  and  trestles  on  this  division.  They  are  all 
in  good  condition  and  safe.    The  station  houses  where  tickets  are  sold 
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are  generally  equal  to  the  wants  of  the  travel.  Where  such  is  not  the 
case,  and  also  wlierever  the  road-bed  needs  improvements,  the  attention 
of  the  officials  has  been  called  to  them. 

The  main  line  from  Charleston  to  Branchville  is  in  fine  condition 
and  admits  of  the  trains  being  run  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  The  road- 
bed and  trestles  are  in  good  condition.  The  reception  rooms  are  gen- 
erally sufficient  for  the  wants  of  the  travel.  Where  such  is  not  the 
case  attention  has  been  called  to  it. 

The  Phosphate  Branch 

Extends  from  Ten  Mile  Hill  to  Lamb's,  a  phosphate  manufacturing 
establishment.    It  runs  through  a  level  country  and  the  track  is  laid 
with  fair  old  chair  rail  except  a  small  portion  of  fish-bar  iron  rail.    It 
aids  much  in  developing  an  important  industry. 

The  BamweU  Railway 

Extends  from  Blackville  on  the  South  Carolina  Bailway  to  Barn- 
well Court  House,  9  miles.  It  has  a  good  road-bed  and  superstructure. 
It  has  two  long  trestles  well  constructed  and  is  laid  with  old  chair  rail, 
but  is  a  good  safe  road.  It  is  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  South 
Carolina  Railway. 

FREIGHT  RULE  VIII. 

The  rate  of  freight  by  regular  passenger  train  shall  not  exceed  the 
rate  allowed  by  ordinary  freight  trains  for  first  class  freight  with  50  per 
cent,  added  thereto,  and  no  railroad  company  shall,  by  reason  of  any 
contract  with  any  express  or  other  company,  decline  or  refuse  to  trans- 
port any  article  proper  for  transportation  on  the  train  for  which  it  is 
offered. 

Having  discovered  that  under  this  Rule  articles  of  higher  class  than 
first  class  would  have  to  be  transported  at  a  lower  rate  by  passenger 
trains  than  by  freight  trains,  the  following  Circular  was  issued :

or  other  company,  decline  or  refuse  to  transport  any  article  proper  for 
transportation  on  the  train  for  which  it  is  offered.

Had  Before  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  in  the 
Matter  of  the  PAasENOER  Schedule  or  Tariff  of  the  Char- 
ix)TTE,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad,  Submitted  to  Said 
Board  January  17th,  1884,  to  Take  Effect  January' 20th, 
1884,  AND  Copy  of  Correspondence  in  Relation  Thereto.

Dear  Sir:  The  Board  adjourned  last  eveuing  till  Tuesday  moroiug 
next    The  passenger  rates  for  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta 
Railroad,  furnished  us  yesterday,  were  not  acted  upon. 

My  attention  has  just  been  called  to  the  fact  that  you  propose  to 
charge  3}  cents  per  mile  for  second  class  passengers,  and  over  2  cents 
per  mile  for  children  between  6  and  12  years  of  age  who  are  unprovided 
with  tickets  through  their  own  neglect. 

I  write  to  say  this  is  contrary  to  the  Statute,  and  respectfully  suggest 
a  modification  in  this  regard  before  these  rates  are  put  into  operation. 
This  is  in  accordance  with  the  decbion  yesterday  made  in  the  case  of  the 
Charleston  and  Savannah  Railway  Company,  in  which  the  Board  said  : 
"  Your  road  is  now  made  to  operate  under  an  Act  fixing  a  maximum 
passenger  rate  of  4  cents  and  3  cents  per  mile  for  first  and  second  classes 
respectively,  which,  according  to  the  understanding  of  the  Board,  cannot 
lawfully  be  exceeded,  and  they,  therefore,  cannot  approve  the  charge  of 
4i  cents  per  mile  first  class,  and  3}  cents  per  mile  second  class,  for  pas- 
sengers unprovided  with  tickets."

The   passenger 
rates  were  submitted  to  your  Board  not  for  approval,  but  simply  for 
inspection.    We  think  we  have  fully  carried  out  the  meaning  and  the 
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«)»h<«  of  the  Act,  or  ^latate,  to  which  you  refcr.  We  regret,  if  tho 
Buvd  u  of  dilfereat  opiuioa,  bat  we  are  nut  *ware  of  any  puner  given 
to  roo  by  tlie  Statute  either  to  approve  or  disapprove  Ib  the  mailer. 

To  prevent  mi^underslanJiDg.  pleoso  take  notice  and  have  this  letter 
6Iod,  SB  oiiiice  that  our  actings  and  d'>itiga,  in  presenting  rates  to  the 
Railroad  Commissi  on  era,  asking  consent,  Ac,  &e.,  neither  the  Charlotte, 
Columbia  nnd  Augusta  Rnilmud  Company,  nor  the  Columbia  and 
Oreeavilte  Railroad  Gxnpany,  in  any  mitouer  recognise  tho  validity  of 
the  Statute  under  which  the  Railroad  Commissiooera  claim  to  act.  Mor 
do  either  of  the  companies  accept  the  Act  as  an  amendment  to  their 
cbartera.  We  are,  under  protest,  conforming  to  the  formalities  retiuired 
by  the  Statute,  trying  thereby  to  remedy  some  of  ihe  evils  which  are 
iojiiriug  the  companies  and  obstructing  business,  and  we  appreciate  the 
consideration  shown  by  the  Board  when  they  join  in  ibis  work  and  try 
to  prevent  legal  delays  ;  but  where  even  in  the  Statute  no  power  in  ^iveu 
to  the  Board,  as  in  passenger  rates,  but  tbey  are  fixed  by  the  Act,  aud 
under  protest  we  comply,  it  is  hardly  to  be  expected  that  your  auchority 
to  adjudicate  upon  the  Statute  shall  he  recognized  even  under  the  snfe- 
gaard  of  a  protest.  Again  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  when  such 
important  questions,  as  this  would  be  if  dependent  upon  the  judgmeut  of 
the  Board,  arise,  it  is  manifest  ihat  a  heariog  should  at  once  l>e  given  to 
the  railroad  company.  I  would  appear  before  you  at  once,  but  your 
tetter  informs  me  that  your  Board  adjourned  on  Friday  to  meet  on 
Taesday  of  the  next  week,  and  it  ia,  therefore,  impossible  for  your  Board 
iQ  act  or  advise  in  advance  of  the  day  on  wliieh  the  rales  go  into  efToct. 
I,  however,  du  not  hesitate  to  say  to  you  personally  that  in  our  ratts  we 
oodeavored  to  comply  with  the  words  of  the  Aot,  and  I  did  so,  only 
adding  a  small  penalty  where  passengers  willfully  neglect  to  buy  tickets, 
and  I  feel  greah  confidence  in  this  opinion.  If,  however,  you  wish  lo 
miM  the  issue  in  the  Courts,  I  dare  say  tlmt  the  Attorney -General  will 
conduct  the  ca<<e,  though  I  hardly  think  the  Statute  requires  btm  to  da 
ao  on  passenger  rates,  and  if  the  suit  is  instituted  you  compel  us  to  teet 
the  constitutionality  of  the  provision,  with  which,  as  I  beiiire  said,  we 
comply  under  protest  and  simply  fur  peace  in  busines;.

Deab  Sir  :  The  Commiasion  has  to-day  had  under  consideration  the 
"  Local  Passenger  Fares  of  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Rail- 
road Company." 

Section  1456  General  Statutes  is  as  follows :  "  Whenever  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  it  shall  appear  that  any  such  cor- 
poration has  violated  any  law,  or  neglected  in  any  respect  or  particular 
to  comply  with  the  terms  of  its  charter  or  with  the  provisions  of  any  of 
the  laws  of  the  State,  especially  in  regard  to  the  connections  with  other 
railroads,  the  rates  of  toll  and  the  time  schedule,  they  shall  give  notice 
thereof  in  writing  to  such  corporation,  and  if  the  violation  or  neglect  is 
continued,  after  such  notice,  the  Commissioners  shall  make  application 
to  a  Circuit  Court,  or  a  Judge  thereof  in  vacation,  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  company  complained  of  from  further  continuing  to  violate 
the  law  or  the  terms  of  its  charter/' 

Under  the  authority  of  this  Section  this  Board  gives  you  "  notice  in 
writing"  that  in  charging  for  second  class  passengers  anv  sum  exceed- 
ing three  (3)  cents  per  mile  you  violate  Section  1451^f  the  Greneral 
Statutes. 

Also,  that  in  charging  more  than  two  (2)  cents  per  mile  for  children 
under  twelve  (12)  and  over  six  (6)  years  of  age  you  violate  the  pro- 
visions of  the  same  Section. 

If  the  violation  of  the  law  in  the  above  particulars  is  continued,  we 
will  feel  constrained  to  apply  to  the  Courts  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
your  company. 

But  under  our  interpretation  of  the  law,  and  in  consideration  of  your 
absence  at  this  time,  it  is  proper  that  we  should  also  "  notify  "  you  that 
on  the  30th  day  of  January  instant,  in  this  office,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M., 
your  company  can  have  "  a  hearing  "  in  support  of  any  views  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  views  of  the  Board.

Dear  Sir:  Your  letter  of  22d  inst.  was  received  by  me  last  night. 

1  regret  that  your  Board  insists  on  the  view  that  I  "  charge  "  more  than 

2  and  more  than  3  cents,  when  every  officer  or  agent  of  the  railroad 
company,  and  indeed  the  public,  know  that  the  penalty  is  put  on  simply 
to  compel  people  to  buy  tickets  and  travel  at  the  rate  of  2  or  3  cents,  as 
the  case  may  be.  I  submit  that  my  rates  are  2  and  3  cents,  and  that  the 
half  cent  added  is  a  warning  to  all  persons  that  they  must  buy  tickets 
and  not  go  on  the  train  and  by  dishonesty  or  carelessness  defraud  the 
railroad  company.  While  I  do  not  recognize  the  Statute  as  having 
the  power  to  take  from  us  our  chartered  rights,  I  still  am  willing  to 
recognize  the  rates  therein  named,  and  am  of  opinion  tha,l  I  have 
done  80  fully.

On  the  30th  January,  1884,  President  A.  C.  Haskell  appeared  before 
the  Board  and  argued  in  support  of  the  position  taken  by  him.  The 
said  argument  was,  by  request  of  the  Commission,  reduced  to  writing 
as  follows: 

Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  Company, 

President's  Office, 
Columbia,  S.  C,  January  30th,  1884. 
To  Hon,  M.  L.  Bonham,  Chairman  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 
Columbia,  S,  C, 
Dear  Sir^:  I  beg  leave  to  present  in  writing  the  view  which  I  sub- 
mitted to  your  Board  orally  this  morning,  in  answer  to  your  comment 
upon  passenger  rates  in  force  on  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta 
Railroad.  You  say  that  we  ''charge"  3i  cents  per  mile  for  second 
clans  and  2i  cents  per  mile  for  children,  while  the  Statute  fixes  3  cents 
for  the  one  and  2  cents  for  the  other ;  that  is  to  say,  that  we  have 
exceeded  the  rates  allowed  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  1883.  I  respect- 
fully submit  that  it  is  not  our  intention  to  exceed  the  rates  fixed  by  said 
Statute,  but  on  the  other  hand  to  comply  with  them.  We  therefore 
publish  to  the  world  that  our  ticket  rate  is  in  strict  conformity  with  the 
Act,  and  we  call  on  each  passenger  to  buy  his  ticket  before  he  gets  on 
the  train.  Our  agents  whose  business  it  is  to  sell  tickets  are  bonded 
men,  and  there  is  a  close  account  kept,  by  which  they  can  at  all  times 
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be  checked  and  their  reports  properly  balanced.  Now,  if  a  passenger 
refuses  to  buy  from  this  agent  and  goes  on  the  train  without  a  ticket,  he 
forced  the  railroad  company  to  collect  fare  in  money  by  means  of  the 
conductor.  This  distracts  the  conductor  from  his  other  and  more  im- 
portant duties,  and  leads  to  malpractices  by  a  cla^  known  as  "  scalpers  " 
and  others,  which  are  injurious  alike  to  the  railroad  company  and  to 
the  public.  In  such  case  we  add  a  charge  of  one-half  cent  per  mile  for 
full  fare  and  one-fourth  cent  per  mile  for  half  fare.  This  is  not  a  charge 
for  travel  alone,  but  is  to  pay  the  penalty  for  imposing  on  the  conductor 
the  duties  of  another  salaried  employee  of  the  company  and  at  the 
same  time  distracting  the  conductor  from  his  most  important  duty  as 
manager  of  the  train.  We  have  no  desire  to  collect  this  extra  money ; 
on  the  other  hand,  we  publish  the  rule  to  prevent  collections  by  con- 
ductors, and  at  the  same  time  we  invite  all  travelers  to  obey  the  law  by 
buying  their  tickets  from  the  authorized  agents,  and  offer  the  tickets  at 
the  rate  or  for  less  than  the  rate  named  by  the  Statute.  Of  course  we 
never  make  this  extra  charge  when  the  passenger  is  from  a  flag  station 
where  there  is  no  agent,  or  when  from  any  proper  cause  he  has  been 
prevented  from  buying  a  ticket. 

I  submit  the  rates,  not  for  your  approval,  but  to  give  you  information, 
as  the  Statute  directs.  If  you  And  in  my  rates  any  mischief  arising 
from  violation  of  law,  you  have  leave  to  go  at  once  into  the  Court  and 
ask  to  have  it  stopped.  But  knowing  that  you  recognize  the  importance 
of  the  ticket  system,  both  as  a  matter  of  economy  and  safety  to  the 
company  and  to  the  public,  I  trust  that  the  reasons  presented  above  will 
be  deemed  satisfactory,  and  that  the  column  headed  "Conductor's 
Rates"  will  not  be  regarded  by  you  as  violating  either  the  spirit  or  the 
letter  of  the  law  which  has  excited  your  attention.  This  rate  is  not 
charged  except  where  the  passenger  willfully  refuses  to  buy  the  ticket 
which  is  offered  to  him  at  or  below  the  rate  which  is  named  by  the 
Statute.  As  above  said,  therefore,  the  charge  is  not  for  the  travel  alone, 
but  for  the  mischief  willfully  done  by  the  passenger.  We  cannot  but 
think  that  you  would  be  sustained  by  the  Cjurt  in  admitting  that  I  have 
in  no  sense  violated  the  provisions  of  the  Statute. 

Pardon  the  delay  of  some  hours,  but  I  was  called  to  a  bank  meeting 
and  have  had  many  interruptions  since  I  left  your  office.

Dear  Sir  :  We  beg  to  refer  to  you  the  enclosed  correspondence 
between  President  Haskell  and  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 
on  the  subject  of  passenger  rates  for  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and 
Augusta  Railroad. 

While  we  recognize  the  importance  to  the  railroads  that  passengers 
should  provide  themselves  with  tickets,  and  the  necessity  of  stimulating 
them  to  that  course  by  a  penalty  when  they  fail  to  do  so,  we  are  of 
opinion  that,  under  the  law,  it  can  be  done  only  by  adopting  for  passen- 
gers unprovided  with  tickets  rates  not  exceeding  the  maximum  fixed  by 
Section  145L^f  General  Statutes  and  charging  less  to  those  who  buy 
tickets.  Vl^  are  the  more  impressed  by  this  view  because  the  proviso  of 
this  Section  does  allow  deviations  from  the  rates  fixed,  and  makes  no 
provision  for  a  charge  to  passengers  without  tickets  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  rate  fixed  by  Statute. 

The  Board  respectfully  requests  your  opinion  as  to  the  correctness  of 
their  views  as  set  forth  in  this  correspondence.

Dear  Sir:  Your  communication  of  the  30th  of  January,  in  respect . 
to  passenger  rates  on  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad,, 
came  duly  to  hand,  and  after  careful  consideration  was  referred  to  the 
Attorney  General  for  his  opinion,  as  shown  by  our  letter  of  the  31st  of 
January,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed  herewith. 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  are  advised  by  the  Attorney  General 
that,  under  Section  1440  of  the  General  Statutes,  it  is  unlawful  for  any 
railroad  company  *'  to  charge,  collect,  demand  or  receive  more  than  a 
fair  and  reasonable  rate  of  toll  or  compensation  for  the  transportation  of. 
passengers ;"  and  that  the  rates  of  passenger  charges  prescribed  for  the 
roads  of  the  respective  classes  by  the  Act  of  24th  December,  1883,  (Gen- 
eral Statutes,  Section  1451/,)  must  "  be  taken  and  held  "  to  be  ''  fair  and 
reasonable  rates,"  more  than  which  said  Section  1440  declares  that  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  company  to  charge,  collect,  demand  or 
receive.  That  an  inducement  to  passengers  to  provide  themselves  with 
tickets  would  be  offered  as  well  by  charging  passengers  without  tickets 
the  maximum  rates  fixed  by  the  Act  and  selling  tickets  for  less  than  the 
maximum  rate  as  by  exacting  a  penalty  from  the  passengers  who  are 
not  provided  with  tickets.     That  when  the  law  gave  to  the  Railroad

Commissioners  the  power  and  right  to  fix  passenger  rates,  and  they 
allowed  "  an  advance  of  one-half  cent  per  mile  on  full  rates  and  one- 
fourth  cent  per  mile  on  half  rates  to  be  added  to  the  fare  of  passengers 
without  tickets,  provided  the  ticket  office  shall  have  been  opened  for  a 
reasonable  time  before  the  departure  of  the  train/'  it  was  legal,  because 
such  additional  charge  was  part  of  the  rate  fixed  by  the  Commissioners, 
which  rates  the  law  provided  should  be  taken  and  held  to  be  fair  and 
reasonable.  But  the  Act  of  1883  takes  from  the  Commissioners  the 
authority  to  determine  what  shall  be  fair  and  reasonable  rates  for  passen- 
gers, and  substitutes  certain  fixed  rates,  which  must  be  taken  and  held 
to  be  fair  and  reasonable  rates,  more  than  which  Section  1440  of  General 
Statutes  declares  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  to  charge,  collect, 
demand  or  receive.  There  is  no  exception  made  to  the  rates  fixed  by 
the  Act  of  1883,  and  no  right  is  given  to  the  railroad  companies  to  devi- 
ate from  these  rates  for  any  reason,  nor  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
to  authorize  or  permit  such  deviation.  He,  therefore,  is  of  opinion  that 
the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  is  not  entitled  "  to  charge, 
collect,  demand  or  receive  "  for  the  transportation  of  any  passenger 
more  than  the  maximum  rate  allowed  by  the  Act  of  1883  to  be  charged 
by  a  railroad  of  the  class  in  which  that  road  is  placed  to  a  passenger  of 
that  class,  even  though  such  passenger  may  not  have  provided  himself 
with  a  ticket  by  his  own  neglect. 

The  Attorney  General  further  advises  the  Commissioners  that  by  Sec- 
tion 1460  of  General  Statutes  every  railroad  corporation  is  required  at 
all  times,  on  request,  to  furnish  the  Railroad  Commissioners  with  the 
rates  for  transporting  freights  and  passengers  upon  its  roads  and  the 
roads  with  which  it  is  connected. 

That  the  Act  of  1883  (General  Statutes,  Section  14516,)  prescribes 
the  duties  of  the  railroad  companies  embraced  in  Section  1440  of  Gen- 
eral SUitutes  in  relation  to  freight  and  passenger  tariflTs,  and  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  in  relation  to  any  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  law  intended  to  prevent  discrimination  and  to 
secure  to  all  persons  just  and  reasonable  rates  of  charge  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  or  freights,  and  directs  the  mode  in  which  all 
difficulties  between  the  railroad  companies  and  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion as  to  such  tariffs  shall  be  finally  determined  by  the  Courts,  and  fur- 
ther provides  "  that  if  the  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  at  anytime 
believe  that  any  rate  or  rates  is  or  are  in  violation  of  the  laws  against 
discrimination  or  unjust  rates,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  submit  such  alter- 
ations as  they  deem  necessary  to  correct  such  violation,  whereupon  a 
hearing  shall  be  had  before  the  said  Commissioners,  upon  the  changes 
and   modifications  submitted  by  them,  in  the  same  manner,  under  the 
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same  provisions  aod  with  the  same  right  of  appeal  as  is  prescribed  for 
the  hearing  therein  before  provided  for." 

This  construction  of  the  law,  given  to  them  by  the  Attorney  General, 
the  Railroad  Commissioners  communicate  to  you  with  the  hope  that  you 
will,  in  accordance  with  it,  modify  the  rates  in  question  by  the  altera* 
tions  which  the  Commissioners  deem  necessary  to  make  them  conform  to 
law,  and  which,  in  discharge  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  Section 
1451/  they  submitted  to  you  in  their  letter  of  the  22d  of  January. 

If,  however,  you  do  not  adopt  the  alterations  submitted,  the  Commis* 
eioners  will  give  you  a  further  hearing  upon  the  changes  and  modifica- 
tions submitted  by  them,  as  provided  in  General  Statutes,  Section  14516, 
and  appoint  for  such  hearing  Wednesday,  the  2Gth  day  of  March,  in- 
stant, in  this  office,  at  11  o'clock. A.  M.

This  is  an  appeal  by  the  said  railroad  company  from  findings  of  the 
Railroad  Commissioners  in  regard  to  certain  alleged  violations  by  the 
company  of  the  provisions  of  Section  1451/  of  the  General  Statutes,  in 
regard  to  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers. 

The  violation  alleged  consists  in  this :  that  the  said  company  proposes 
to  charge  3i  cents  per  mile  for  second  class  passengers  and  2i  cents  per 
mile  for  children  over  six  years  of  age  and  under  twelve  who  may  be 
unprovided  with  tickets,  when  reasonable  facilities  for  the  purchase  of 
tickets  may  have  been  afforded  such  passengers ;  whereas  the  said  Section 
of  the  General  Railroad  Law  declares  that  on  railroads  of  the  class  of 
this  (appellant's)  road^the  rates  for  second  class  passengers  shall  not 
exceed  three  cents  per  mile  (8  cents)  and  the  charge  for  children  shall 
not  exceed  two  cents  per  mile. 

It  is  supposed  by  appellants  that,  inasmuch  as  a  rate  of  charge  is 
allowed  in  their  charter  not  to  exceed  six  cents  per  mile,  that,  as  matter 
of  contract  with  the  State,  they  are  entitled  to  charge  any  rates  not 
exceeding  the  said  limit. 

In  regard  to  this  point,  I  refer  to  the  decision  and  opinion  this  day 
filed  on  the  appeal  from  the  findings  of  the  said  Commissioners  on  the 
question  of  freight  rates,  dated  10th  April,  1884,  as  to  the  power  of  the 
State  to  legislate  upon  this  subject. 
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It  is  also  insisted  that  these  additioDal  charges  are  reasonable  and 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  company  against  the  evils  liable  to 
arise  from  permitting  passengers  to  omit  the  purchase  of  tickets  and  to 
pay  their  fare  to  the  conductors  at  their  own  will  and  caprice,  notwith- 
standing proper  facilities  furnished  and  time  allowed  for  the  j^urchase  of 
tickets. 

That,  though  in  form  and  in  name  an  additional  rate,  this  charge  is 
but  a  penalty,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  compel  passengers  to  purchase 
tickets  when  allowed  the  opportunity  and  time  to  do  so. 

Such  a  regulation  is  reasonable  and  proper  in  substance,  but  in  the 
form  in  which  it  is  here  established  it  is  a  violation  of  the  restrictions  of 
the  said  Section  of  the  Railroad  Law,  in  that  it  does  establish  a  higher 
rate  for  passengers  under  such  circumstances  than  is  limited  by  said 
Section. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  and  adjudged  that  the  said  findings  of  the 

Railroad  Commissioners,  bearing  date  the  2d  day  of  April,  1884,  from 

which  this  appeal  is  taken,  be  affirmed  and  the  appeal  dismissed.

Dear  Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  13th  inst.  has  been  a  few  minutes 
since  handed  to  me  by  your  Secretary.  It  refers  to  "  certain  irregulari- 
ties in  the  Freight  Tariff  of  the  Chester  and  Lenoir  R.  R."  to  and  from 
points  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  rates  between  such  and  points 
in  the  State  of  South  Carolina.  I  most  respectfully  submit  that  it  is 
needless  for  me  to  discuss  these  rates  with  your  Board,  as  I  cannot  rec- 
ognize you  as  possessing  authority  to  regulate  rates  in  neighboring  States 
or  in  others  more  remote.  If  your  comment  on  rates  in  North  Carolina 
is  elicited  by  the  fact  that  those  rates  are  put  before  you  in  the  Tariff 
submitted  for  your  consideration,  I  will  remedy  it  by  ceasing  to  do  so, 
and  will  present  to  you  only  the  rates  between  points  lying  within  the 
limits  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina.

Dear  Sir:  Yours  of  the  15th  inst  iq  reply  to  ours  of  the  13th  inst. 
has  been  received. 

You  say  that  it  is  needless  to  discuss  the  matter  under  consideration 
in  our  correspondence,  as  you  cannot  recognize  the  authority  of  the 
Railroad  Commissioners  to  regulate  rates  in  neighboring  States  or  in 
others  more  remote. 

It  is  unlawful  for  persons  or  corporations  engaged  in  this  State  in  the 
business  of  transportation  by  railroads  to  charge,  collect,  demand  or 
receive  more  than  a  fair  and  reasonable  rate  of  toll  or  compensation  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight  (G.  S.,  Section  1440);  to 
make  any  unjust  discrimination  in  rates  or  charges  for  transportation  of 
passengers  or  freight  upon  any  road  or  any  of  the  branches  thereof,  or 
upon  any  of  the  railroads  connected  or  working  in  connection  therewith, 
or  which  it  has  the  right,  license  or  perniisaiou  to  operate,  control  or 
nBe«(G.  S.,  Section  1441);  to  charge,  collect  or  receive  for  transporting 
passengers  or  freight  upon  any  railroad  for  any  distance  within  the  State 
the  same  or  a  greater  amount  than  is  at  the  same  time  charged,  collected 
or  received  for  the  transportation  of  any  passenger  (of  the  same  class) 
or  like  quantity  of  freight  of  the  same  class  over  a  greater  distance  of 
the  same  railroad,  &c, — 0.  S.,  Section  1442.  And  these  provisions 
extend  and  apply  to  any  railroad,  the  branches  thereof,  and  any  road  or 
roads  which  such  person  or  persons  has  the  right,  license  or  permission 
to  use,  operate  or  control,  wholly  or  in  part,  within  this  State. — G.  S., 
Section  1442.  These  provisions  also  apply  whether  the  transportation 
be  wholly  on  one  railroad  or  partly  on  several  railroads,  and  whether 
such  services  are  performed  or  compensation  paid  by  or  to  one  person 
alone  or  in  connection  with  another  person. — G.  S.,  Section  1445. 

The  Act  of  1883  (G.  S.,  Section  1451a,)  requires  all  persons  engaged 
ID  carrying  property,  as  provided  in  Section  1440  of  G.  S.,  to  adopt  and 
keep  always  accessible  for  public  inspection  schedules  which  shall  plainly 
state:  3.  "The  rates  of  freight  and  prices  of  carriage  for  given  dis- 
tances of  such  road  or  roads,  and  all  through  rates  and  joint  rates  with 
other  roads,  and  for  all  services  for  receiving,  delivering,  loading,  un- 
loading or  handling  the  same,  so  that  the  rates  and  all  through  rates 
and  joint  rates  with  other  roads  and  prices  between  such  stations  can 
always  be  known  and  ascertained  therefrom."  The  Act  further  re([uires 
that  copies  of  such  schedules,  printed  in  large  type,  shall  be  kept  always 
accessible  for  public  inspection  in  at  least  two  places  in  every  freight 
depot ;  and  no  such  schedule  shall  be  changed  in  any  particular  except 
by   the  substitution  of  another  schedule  containing  the  specifications 
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required  by  the  Act,  which  substituted  schedule  shall  plainly  state  the 
time  when  it  shall  go  into  effect,  and  notice  of  such  changes  shall  be  given 
at  least  thirty  days  before  it  shall  go  into  effect,  unless  such  proposed 
change  is  agreed  to  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  it  shall  then 
remain  in  force  until  another  schedule  shall  be  substituted  therefor. 
The  same  Act  (G.  S.,  14516,)  makes  it  the  duty  of  persons  so  engaged, 
as  provided  in  Section  1440,  to  forward  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
for  their  scrutiny  and  revision,  immediately  upon  adoption,  a  copy  of 
any  and  all  schedules  adopted  uuder  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing 
Section  or  of  any  changes  which  may  be  made  from  time  to  time.  Also 
a  copy  of  all  contracts  or  agreements  between  such  persons  (whether 
competing  or  otherwise)  as  to  each  and  all  of  their  rates  of  charge, 
freight  or  passenger  tarifl^,  also  a  copy  of  all  agreements,  whether  as  to 
the  division  of  earnings  of  any  kind  by  competing  railroad  companies 
doing  business  in  this  State.  The  said  Commissioners  on  receipt  of  such 
schedules,  contracts  or  agreements  shall  forthwith  examine  the  same, 
and  if  they  deem  such  schedules,  contracts  and  agreements  to  be  in  any 
respect  a  violation  of  the  law,  before  directing  any  changes  or  modifica- 
tions in  them  shall  notify  the  parties  forwarding  the  same  of  the  time 
and  place  when  and  where  a  hearing  can  be  had  in  support  thereof,  the 
time  for  which  hearing  shall  be  fixed  for  a  date  not  less  than  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  service  of  the  notice. 

The  Railroad  Commisssioners,  in  the  exercise  of  the  duties  imposed 
upon  them  by  these  provisions  of  the  law,  deem  that  the  schedule  of 
freight  between  Columbia  and  stations  in  North  Carolina  on  the  Chester 
and  Lenoir  Railroad,  as  shown  in  supplement  No.  3  to  Local  Tariff  No. 
C-2,in  effect  February  Ist,  1884,  and  the  charges  made  in  such  schedule, 
are  in  violation  of  the  law,  and  they,  therefore,  hereby  notify  you  that  a 
hearing  can  be  had  in  support  thereof,  as  provided,  on  Wednesday  next, 
April  2d,  at  the  office  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M. 

We  have  stated  the  provisions  of  the  law,  which  we  consider  applicable 
to  and  governing  the  questions  under  consideration,  thus  fully,  that  you 
may  be  advised,  in  advance,  of  the  views  of  the  Commissioners.

1st.  Because  the  said  Commissioners  found  *'  that  the  items  of  charges 
in  the  said  schedule  "^  *  "^  are  in  violation  of  the  law  (Gen.  Stat., 
Section  1442,)  forbidding  any  railroad  company  to  charge  or  collect  for 
the  transportation  of  freight  over  its  railroad,  the  branches  thereof,  and 
any  road  or  roads  which  the  said  company  has  the  right,  license  or  per- 
mission to  use,  operate  or  control,  wholly  or  in  part,  within  this  State,  a 
greater  amount  than  shall  at  the  same  time  be  charged  or  collected  by  it 
for  the  transportation  of  a  like  quantity  of  freight  of  the  same  class 
transported  over  any  portion  of  said  road  of  equal  distance,  and  arc  in 
excess  of  the  rates  fixed  and  approved  by  the  said  Railroad  Commission-

Because  the  said  Commissioners  did  not  find  that  they  were  with- 
out jurisdiction  or  authority  to  hear  and  determine  any  questions  involv- 
ing the  tariff  of  charges  upon  freights  transported  by  the  defendant  rail- 
road company  from  points  within  the  State  to  points  without  the  State 
and  from  points  without  the  State  to  points  within  the  State. 

You  will  further  take  notice  (as  you  have  heretofore  been  notified  as

The  Railroad  Commissioners 

The  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  Company. 

This  is  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
under  the  recent  amendments  of  the  General  Railroad  Law,  heard  24th 
May,  1884. 

There  are  serious  questions  as  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Judge  to  whom 
is  committed  the  hearing  of  these  appeals  which  suggest  themselves,  but, 
as  no  objection  has  beep  made  to  the  hearing  upon  that  ground,  I  will 
proceed  to  determine  the  matters  submitted  upon  their  merits. 

This  decision  is  required  to  be  filed  within  ten  days  after  the  hearing ; 
and  as  the  cases  referred  to  and  the  statutes  to  be  considered  are  so  nume- 
rous that  they  could  scarcely  all  of  them  be  carefully  read  in  the  time  at 
my  disposal,  but  little  more  than  a  bare  decision  can  be  expected,  with- 
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out  the  support  of  that  mature  consideratioQ   which  questions  of  such 
iDagnitude  and  importance  ought  to  receive. 

The  first  appeal  is  from  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners  against  a 
charge  made  by  appellants  in  their  rates  of  freight  on  merchandise 
shipped  by  their  road  from  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  to  various  points 
in  North  Carolina  on  the  Chester  and  Lenoir  Railroad,  being  one  of  the 
roads  consolidated  with  and  controlled  by  the  appellants'  company. 

Several  grounds  are  urged  by  the  appellants  against  the  authority  of 
the  Commissioners  to  require  them  to  amend  their  rates  in  conformity 
with  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners. 

I  shall  notice,  first,  the  objection  that  this  decision  is  an  invasion  of 
the  domain  of  inter-State  commerce,  a  subject  exclusively  within  the 
control  of  Congress,  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  Article 
I,  Section  8. 

As  this  is  a  question  affecting  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
if  we  can  find  that  it  has  been  settled  bv  the  decisions  of  the  Federal 
Courts,  they  would  be  of  controlling  authority  and  binding  upon  the 
Courts  of  this  State. 

It  has  been  established  by  decisions  in  those  Courts  that  **  the  trans- 
portation of  merchandise  from  a  place  in  one  State  to  a  place  in  another 
is  commerce  among  the  States,"  and  *'  to  fix  a  limit  to  the  charges  for 
such  transportation  is  to  regulate  commerce;"  and  "a  statute  fixing  or 
limiting  such  charges  for  transportation  from  places  in  one  State  to  places 
in  another  State  is  a  regulation  of  commerce  among  the  States,"  and 
**  the  power  to  regulate  such  commerce  is  vested  by  the  Constitution  in 
Congress,"  and  '*  this  power  of  Congress  is  exclusive,  at  least  in  all  cases 
i^v'here  the  subjects  over  which  this  power  is  exercised  are  in  their  nature 
material  or  admit  of  one  uniform  system  or  plan  of  regulation."  This 
is  an  extract  from  the  summary  of  what  is  laid  down  as  settled  in  the 
Federal  Courts,  by  McCrary,  J.,  in  one  of  the  most  recent  cases  on  the 
subject,  Kseiser  vs.  III.  Cent.  R.  C,  18th  Fed.  Reporter,  153. 

To  sustain  this  summary,  he  cites  Crandull  vs,  Nevada,  6  Wall.,  35; 
Passenger  cases,  7  How.,  283;  Gibbon  va,  Ogden,  9  Wheat;  Case  of 
State  freight  tax,  15  Wall.,  232;  Welton  f«.  Missouri,  91  U.  S.,  279 : 
Hall  V8,  DeCuir,  95  U.  S.,  497;  Railroad  Co.  w.  Husen,  id,,  469;  Pen- 
sacola  Tel.  Co.  vs.  Western  Tel.  Co.,  96  U.  S.,  9,  &c. 

In  Hall  w.  DeCuir,  Chief  Justice  Waite  says:  "There  can  be  no 
doubt  but  that  eacclusive  power  has  been  conferred  upon  Congress  in 
respect  to  the  regulation  of  commerce  among  the  several  States." 

In  Railroad  Co.  vs.  Husen,  Mr.  Justice  Strong,  delivering  the  opinion 
of  the  Court,  says:  "Whatever  may  be  the  power  of  a  State  over  com- 
merce that  is  completely  internal,  it  can  no  more  prohibit  or  regulate 
that  which  is  inter-State  than  it  can  that  which  is  with  foreign   nations.

Power  over  one  is  given  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  to  Con- 
gress, in  the  same  words  in  which  it  is  given  over  the  other,  and  in  both 
cases  it  is  necessarily  exclusive." 

In  the  same  opinion  it  is  said  :  "Transportation  is  essential  to  com- 
merce, or  rather  it  is  commerce  itself;  and  every  obstacle  to  it  or  burden 
laid  upon  it  by  legislative  authority  is  regulatiou." 

In  the  case  of  the  State  freight  tax  it  was  held  that  "the  transporta- 
tion of  freights,  or  the  subject  of  commerce,  is  a  constituent  part  of  com- 
merce itself." 

"That  transportation  of  passengers  or  merchandise  through  a  State, 
or  from  one  State  to  another,  is  commerce  among  the  States,  and  exclu- 
sively within  the  regulating  control  of  Congress." 

If  these  propositions  of  law  be  correct,  it  follows  that  any  regulation 
of  freights  for  the  transportation  of  merchandise  from  Columbia,  in  this 
State,  to  points  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  by  the  statutes  of  this 
State  would  be  beyond  the  power  of  the  State,  because  of  its  being  an 
invasion  of  the  powers  exclusively  vested  in  Congress  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  hence  would  not  be  binding  upon  the  appel- 
lants in  this  case. 

As  these  decisions  have  been  pronounced  by  the  highest  judicial 
authority  of  the  United  States,  in  Courts  of  the  last  resort,  and  affect  a 
question  of  the  limits  imposed  upon  State  legislation  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  they  are  binding  upon  me. 

But  does  the  statute  under   which   the  Commissioners  are  acting  here 

undertake  to  regulate  or  limit  the  rates  of  freight  beyond  the  limits  of 

the  State?     I  think  it  does  not.     It  is  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  a 

general  railroad  law  for  the  management  and  regulation  of  railroads  in 
this  State;'  &c. 

Section  1440  enacts  that  "  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons engaged  alone  or  with  others  in  this  State  in  the  transportation,  ship- 
ment or  receiving  of  property  by  railroads  *  *  *  to  charge,  collect, 
demand  or  receive  more  than  a  fair  and  reasonable  rate  of  toll  or  com- 
pensation for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  freights,  *  *  *  or  upon 
any  railroad  within  this  State  which  it  has  the  right,  license  or  permis- 
sion to  use,  operate  or  control." 

Section  1441  declares  that  "  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  such  person 
or  persons  so  engaged  a«  aforesaid  to  make  any  unjust  discrimination  in 
its  rates  of  charges  of  toll  or  compensation  "  for  transportation,  <fec. 

Section  1442  declares  it  "  unlawful  for  any  such  person  so  engaged  as 
aforesaid  to  charge  more  for  the  transportation  of  any  passenger  or 
freight  of  any  description  upon  its  railroad  for  any  distance  within  this 
State  the  same  or  a  greater  amount  than  is  at  the  same  time  charged," 
&c.,  "  for  the  transportation  of  any  passenger  (of  the  same  class)  or  a 


like  i|uaoiUf  of  freight  (of  ibe  same  claas)  over  a  greater  distance  of  tlie 
ume  railroad,"  Ac.  Aa<l  afler  a  uumb«r  of  provisioos  against  UDJust 
diMcrimiaation,  it  cloaes  with  tliese  words :  "  The  provisions  of  this  Bec- 
UoD  and  tbe  two  prccediag  Sectioas  ahall  eiteni]  aoJ  npply  to  aoy  mil- 
road,  tbe  braDches  iberecif,  and  any  road  or  roads  which  any  euch  per- 
mn  or  perauna  so  CDgaged  as  aforesaid  has  the  right,  liueuBe  or  permis- 
kion  tu  use,  operate  or  (Kjotrol,  wholly  or  in  part,  wilhln  Ihig  Slate." 

SeoliuD  144!»  probibiu  the  chargiog  or  receiving  of  any  greater  com- 
peoMtioD  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance,  with  a  proviso  that  a 
corporation  or  corporations  shall  not  be  required  to  regnlntc  their 
charges  for  shorter  distances  by  their  proportion  of  through  rates  be- 
tween t«rii]iuat  orjuDctioiiul  competitive  points. 

Section  144G  declares  "  that  whenever  any  article  or  articles  of  freight 
sbail  be  shipped  to  any  point  within  the  limits  of  this  Stale,  whether 
shipped  from  a  point  beyond  the  limite  of  this  State  or  not,"  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  consignee  to  demand  from  the  agents  of  the  railroad 
company  delivering  the  same  a  full  statement  of  tbe  charges  tbereoit, 
abowiug  (he  total  amouut  tu  bu  paid  by  the  cooeigaee,  with  the  propor- 
tiaD  of  the  same  to  be  paid  to  each  road,  &c. 

I  can  find  nolhiug  in  the  Sections  <]uoted  (which  are  those  aiTectiog 
Uie  subject  now  under  coiiuideralion)  which  necessarily  rei)uires  to  be 
conatrued  as  an  attempt  on  tbe  part  of  the  State  to  do  more  than  estab- 
lish regulations  of  commerce  by  railruHds  within  tbe  limits  of  this  State, 
which  it  bas  the  clear  and  unquestioned  right  to  do.  I  therefore  bold 
that  the  Act  does  not  authorize  the  Comniiasiooers  to  regulate  freights 
upon  merchandise  committed  to  railroads  for  transpo nation  from  a 
point  in  this  State  to  a  point  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State. 

The  argument  of  the  learned  Attorney  General  to  the  contrary  of 
this  is  based  to  a  large  extent  upon  the  similarity  of  these  provislous  to 
those  in  tbe  Act  of  [llioois  on  tbe  same  subject  and  the  cuustnicltuo  of. 
that  Act  by  the  Courts  of  that  State.  But  it  is  quite  as  fair  to  a^ume 
that  the  Legislature  of  this  State  was  moved  to  employ  the  language 
they  did  by  a  knowledge  of  tbe  cases  in  tbe  United  States  Court,  which 
held  that  they  had  no  piiwer  to  legislate  upon  this  subject  so  us  to  affect 
commerce  beyond  the  limits  of  this  State. 

The  case  of  Peik  w.  Chicago  and  N.  W.  R.  R.  Co.,  94  U.  S.,  164,  also 
T«lied  upoD  by  the  Attorney  General,  is  a  very  peculiar  case,  and  can 
hardly  be  authority  upon  tbe  general  subject,  because  of  the  very 
uoneual  circumstances  there  existing.  The  decislou  is  placed  distinctly 
upon  the  peculiar  contractual  efitict  of  the  consolidated  charters,  and  so 
&r  aa  the  feature  of  inter-State  commerce  is  concerned,  it  is  considered 
by  Chief  Justice  Waite  that  the  regulation  in  question  was  one  confined 
to  "Stale  commerce,  or  such  inter-State  commerce  as  directly  affects  lb« 

4— BRC 
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people."  He  says :  *'  Uutil  Congress  acts  io  reference  to  the  relation  of 
this  company  to  inter-State  commerce,  it  is  certainly  within  the  power 
of  Wisconsin  to  regulate  its  fares,  &c.,  so  far  as  they  are  of  domestic 
concern.** 

In  relation  to  this  case,  I  will  add  a  few  remarks  from  the  decision  of 
Judge  Hill,  in  the  Circuit  Court,  Southern  District  of  Mississippi,  in  the 
case  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  vs.  John  M.  Stone  and 
others,  Commis^sioners.  Speaking  of  Peik  vs.  Chicago,  he  says:  "The 
last  case,  at  first  view,  would  seem  to  sustain  the  position  assumed  by 
counsel.  But  it  cannot  fairly  be  supposed  that  the  Court  intended  to 
declare  that  inter-State  commerce  might  be  regulated  by  the  States  until 
Congress  chose  to  regulate  it,  for  the  same  Court  has  often  said  that 
inaction  by  Congress  in  this  respect  is  no  warrant  for  State  interference," 
&c.  "  It  was  a  peculiar  case.  A  corporation  of  Illinois  was,  by  the 
consent  of  that  State,  merged  into  a  corporation  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin, and  in  express  terms  was  thereafter  to  be  governed  by  the  laws 
of  Wisconsin,  and  the  Constitution  of  Wisconsin  authorized  the  legisla- 
tion complained  of,  and  the  corporation  had  become  a  domestic  corpora- 
tion of  Wisconsin,  although  its  line  of  road  extended  into  the  State  of 
Illinois." 

The  "  Granger  cases  "  are  also  relied  on  by  the  counsel  for  the  Commis- 
sioners, but  they  do  not  appear  to  have  been  considered  as  settling  the 
doctrines  which  they  are  cited  to  sustain.  In  a  very  instructive  case  in 
the  Circuit  Court  of  the  Middle  District  of  Tennessee,  those  cases  have 
been  commented  upon  by  Judge  Hammond  at  some  length  and  with 
much  force.  He  concludes  thus:  "The  decisions  amount,  we  think, 
only  to  this:  Where  a  warehouseman  or  common  carrier  is  engaged  in  the 
storage  of  goods  or  their  carriage  within  a  State,  and  exclusively  within  it, 
the  rates  of  charges  for  such  business  are  subject  to  legislative  control 
by  the  State,  and  the  fact  that  such  legislation  may  indirectly  and 
remotely  affect  commerce  between  the  States  does  not  invalidate  it." 
That  case  was  heard  before  Judges  Baxter,  Hammond  and  Key,  and 
decides,  inter  alia,  that  the  power  of  the  States  to  regulate  railroad  rates 
by  such  direct  action  is  limited  to  domestic  transportation,  *'which 
means  that  carried  on  exclusively  within  the  boundaries  of  the  State." 

That  possibly  a  State  may  bind  corporations  engaged  in  inter-State 
commerce  to  schedules  of  rates  agreed  upon  by  them,  but  this  is  binding 
only  by  force  of  the  contract  of  the  carrier  so  bound. 

Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners of  Tennessee,  19th  Fed.  Reporter,  679. 

That  such  a  restriction  upon  the  States  in  regard  to  commerce  among 
the  States  is  reasonable  and  necessary,  is  further  made  apparent  by  con- 
sidering that  if  the  one  State   has   the   right   to   prescribe  the  rate  of 


freigbt  at  one  eud  uf  the  lioe.  the  other  would  have  llie  same  right  on 
iui  utile  to  pr<-^cribe  aatither  and  a  diSeroiit  rate  for  the  Bamo  IraaeptH- 
ntiuD,  and  confliuta  miieL  absurd  and  disastroua  lu  commerce  might 
ensue  in  ccin«eqiieiice.  Thid  feature  is  referred  la  aod  pointed  out  in 
many  of  the  cases  as  vindicatlug  the  necessity  iif  the  restriction  and  that 
it  must  be  in  ita  nature  exclusive  of  Stale  legislation. 

Another  arguineiil  insisted  on  by  the  appellant  is,  that  the  charter  of 
this  railruad  ii>  a  cuntract,  and  that  by  the  terms  of  the  charter  the  rail- 
road is  allowed  to  carry  freighlB  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  lifty  cents  per 
hundred  pi>uiid#,  and  twenty  eeuts  per  cubic  foot,  whieh  rates  are  not 
exceeded  in  the  charges  sought  now  to  be  reduced  by  the  Commlsxiouers. 
Nor  do  Ihey  exceed  the  ratea  allowed  by  the  charter  of  the  Eint^'s 
Mouaiaia  Railroad  Company. 

This  company  was  protected  as  to  the  4Ist  8ectioQ  of  the  Act  of  IMl , 
subjecting  all  chartered  compunies  to  legislative  control,  by  the  32d  •Sec- 
turn  of  its  <:harter,  which  expressly  declares  that  it  eball  in  no  wise  be 
«ubJMt  to  iu  [irovijionsdl  tit.,  40>^.)  The  Act  to  produce  conformity  in 
the  charters  granted  to  the  Cbarhitle  and  South  Uanitina  Kiiilruad 
CV)inpany  by  the  States  of  North  and  Suuth  Carolina  declares  that  the 
charter  theretofore  gianted  to  said  comp.-ioy  "shall  continue  of  force, 
except  in  so  far  as  it  may  be  repugnant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act." 
Ol  St^542,  Sec.  .3.3.)  By  Section  30  of  the  same  Act  it  is  declared 
that  "  the  said  company  shall  be  entitled  only  to  such  powers  and  priv- 
ileges ae  shall  be  granted  to  it  hy  the  Legislature  incorporating  it, 
•  '  "  •  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  and  liabilitiea 
trbicli  may  he  impoe>?d  on  it  by  either  id'  the  Legislatures  by  the  Act  of 
luoorporation.  so  that  its  powers  and  disabilities  may  he  similar  in  each 
at  the  Stales,  unless  the  provisions  of  this  Section  be  repugnant  to  the 
clnttae  of  the  liiriuer  charter  e):empting  the  company  from  the  opera- 
tions of  tbe  Act  uf  1^41."  I  do  not  discover  any  such  repugnancy  iu 
tl>e  Act.  But  it  may  be  tbnt  some  such  repugnancy  may  have  arisen 
under  this  (the  30ih)  Section  iu  eonseijueace  of  the  provisions  of  tbe  Act 
of  North  Carolina  in  regard  to  this  company. 

That  Act  is  not  before  me.  nor  at  present  accessible.  It  is  insisted, 
however,  hy  the  eouiisel  for  tiie  railroad  that  the  etiect  of  Section  -IS  is 
to  conttnuo  in  force  the  chartered  exemptiuo  from  tbe  Act  of  1841,  Sec- 
tion 4t. 

By  the  Act  consolidating  the  Charlotte  and  South  Carolina  Railroad 
CompaBy  with  the  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  Company,  creating 
the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  Company,  it  is  declared 
tiiBt  said  company  shall  possess  all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  tinmu- 
tiUia  anil  franchises  conferred  upon  said  companies  by  the  several  Acta 
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heretofore  passed  and  now  of  force  incorporating  said  compaDies  and 
amending  the  charters  thereof.     (14  St.,  232.) 

It  is  further  insisted  that  these  immunities  have  never  been  waived  by 
the  company  or  withdrawn  by  their  acceptance  of  any  amendment  or 
modification  of  the  charter,  and  therefore  it  is  claimed  that  the  Liegisla- 
ture  can  make  no  law  interfering  with  rates  of  freight  charged  by  said 
company  so  long  as  they  are  not  in  excess  of  the  limit  fixed  in  the  char- 
ter. 

I  do  not  agree  with  this  proposition.  If  the  company  had  been  author- 
ized to  transport  passengers  and  property,  and  to  receive  compensation 
therefor  without  any  restrictions  as  to  amount,  the  company  would  have 
been  confined  in  their  charges  to  reasonable  rates,  and  unless  restrained 
by  the  charter  the  Legislature  would  have  had  power  to  declare  what 
were  reasonable  rates. 

In  this  charter  there  was  a  provision  which  qualified  the  general  power 
conferred  to  receive  compensation  and  establish  rates  of  freights  and 
fares,  and  declared  that  these  should  not  exceed  the  limit  prescribed.  In' 
other  words,  instead  of  a  general  grant  of  the  right  to  make  such  charges 
without  limit,  and  afterward  by  another  Act  declaring  what  should  be  a 
reasonable  rate,  the  reasonable  rate  is  fixed  by  the  charter.  If  a  general 
grant  in  the  charter  of  the  right  to  make  these  charges  without  any  speci- 
fied limit  leaves  the  State  at  liberty  to  interfere  and  say  what  shall  be 
the  rate,  how  can  the  State  powers  over  the  subject  be  less  where  the 
grant  of  the  power  is  not  unlimited,  but  qualified  and  limited?  If  the 
latter  is  to  be  construed  a  contract  limiting  the  power  of  the  State,  why 
not  the  former  ?  Yet  it  is  well  established  that  the  Legislature  may 
establish  reasonable  limits  to  such  charges  when  there  is  a  general  grant 
of  the  power,  and  upon  like  principles  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  when  at 
the  time  a  maximum  is  fixed  by  the  charter,  which  is  then  deemed  rea- 
sonable, but  which  by  the  change  of  circumstances  becomes  unreasonable 
subsequently,  the  State  may  prescribe  another  and  different  maxi- 
mum in  order  to  conform  to  the  progress  of  commerce  and  the  public 
necessities.  The  object  of  the  proviso  in  the  charter  in  relation  to 
charges  for  freight  and  passengers  was  not  to  control  or  limit  the  power 
of  the  Legislature,  but  to  limit  the  company.  The  principle  is  that  ''a 
State  may  limit  the  amount  of  charges  by  railroad  companies  for  fare 
or  freights,  unless  restrained  by  some  contract  in  the  charter,"  and  I  find 
no  such  contract  here. 

The  authorities  on  the  subject  are  all  collected  in  the  case  of  Ruggles 
V8.  Illinois,  108  U.  S.,  531,  to  which  I  refer. 

There  are  other  objections  made  by  the  company  to  the  exercise  of  this 
power  of  control  by  the  State  of  the  railroads  as  violating  the  State  Con- 
stitution in  several  particulars.     These  the  limited  time  at  my  disposal

will  not  allow  me  to  discuss  severally,  and  I  must  content  myself  by  say- 
ing that  in  my  opinion  tbey  are  probably  answered  by  what  has  already 
been  said  so  far  as  the  present  question  is  concerned.  If  they  have  not, 
they  would  not  affect  the  result  of  this  appeal. 

It  is,  therefore,  ordered  and  adjudged  that  the  finding  by  the  Railroad 
Commissioners  in  the  matter  of  the  items  of  charges  by  the  said  railroad 
company  for  the  transportation  of  fertilizers  from  Columbia,  S.  C,  to  the 
stations  on  the  Chester  and  Lenoir  Railroad,  bearing  date  the  10th  of 
April,  1884,  from  which  this  appeal  was  taken,  be  reversed,  and  the  said 
appeal  sustained.

To  the  Preaideiiis  and  Directors  of  the  Railroads  of  South  Carolina : 

We  herewith  transmit  you  the  blank  reports  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1884,  and  you  are  requested  to  promptly  comply  with  the  proviBions 
of  the  law. 

"ANNUAL   REPORTS  OF   RAILROADS." 

"  SfiOTiON  26.  The  several  railroad  companies  chartered  by  this  State 
shall  be  required  to  file  in  the  ofiSce  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  on 
or  before  the  31st  day  of  August  in  each  and  every  year  a  full  and 
detailed  schedule  and  report  of  the  condition  and  operations  of  such 
road  for  the  current  year  ending  on  the  30th  day  of  June  then  imme- 
diately preceding. 

"  Sec.  27.  The  schedule  and  report  so  required  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  the  following  rules  and  in  the  following  form  : 

"  I.  All  liabilities  (including  interest  accrued  on  funded  debt)  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  books  in  the  month  when  they  are  incurred,  without 
reference  to  date  of  payment. 

*'  IL  Expenses  shall  be  charged  each  month  with  such  supplies, 
materials,  etc.,  as  have  been  ttsed  during  that  month,  without  reference 
to  the  time  when  they  were  purchased  or  paid  for. 

"  IIL  No  expenditures  shall  be  charged  to  property  accounts,  except 
it  be  fur  actual  increase  in  construction,  equipments  or  other  property, 
uuless  it  is  made  on  old  work  in  such  a  way  as  to  clearly  increase  the 
value  of  the  property  over  and  above  the  cost  of  renewing  the  original 
structures,  etc.  In  such  cases  only  the  amount  of  the  increased  cost 
shall  be  charged,  and  the  amount  allowed  on  account  of  the  old  work 
shall  be  stated. 

**  IV.  Mileage  of  passenger  and  freight  trains  shall  include  only  the 
miles  shown  to  be  run  by  distances  between  stations;  allowances  made 
to  passenger  or  freight  trains  for  switching,  and  all  mileage  of  switching 
engines,  computed  on  a  basis  of  eight  miles  per  hour  for  the  time  of 
actual  service,  shall  be  stated  separately. 
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"V.  Season  ticket  passengers  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  twelve 
(12)  passengers  per  week  for  the  time  of  each  ticket. 

"  VI.  Local  tra£Sc  shall  include  all  passengers  on  local  tickets  and  all 
freight  carried  at  local  tarifi*  or  special  local  rates.  All  other  traffic  shall 
be  considered  through." 

''  Section  51.  The  Commissioners  shall  require  the  annual  reports  to 
be  made  by  railroad  companies  in  manner  and  form  and  at  the  time 
provided  for  herein,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  require  reports  to  be 
made  of  such  other  knatters  as  they  may  deem  expedient ;  and  they  may 
from  time  to  time  make  such  changes  as  they  may  deem  proper  in  the 
form  of  report  herein  prescribed,  giving  the  corporations  one  year's 
notice  of  any  such  changes  or  additions  as  require  any  alteration  in  the 
method  or  form  of  keeping  their  accounts;  and  the  Commissioners  shall, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  furnish  to  the  several 
railroads  blank  forms  of  such  reports.  When  the  report  received  from 
any  corporation  is  defective,  or  probably  erroneous,  the  Commissioners 
shall  notify  the  corporation  to  amend  the  same  within  fifteen  days."

There  were  eight  accidents,  resulting  in  the  killing  of  six  persons  and 
the  injuring  of  one  through  their  own  misconduct  or  want  of  caution, 
and  the  killing  of  one  employee  from  causes  beyond  his  control.^ 

DETAILED  ACCOUNT  OF  ACCIDENTS. 

1.  On  the  night  of  September  22d,  1883,  freight  train  No.  15  ran 
over  a  man  named  Beauregard  Price,  who  was  lying  on  the  track  under 
the  influence  of  liquor,  killing  him.  This  occurred  two  miles  South  of 
Summit. 

2.  At  Chester,  on  the  night  of  October  3,  1883,  as  train  No.  19  was 
pulling  into  side  track,  a  colored  boy  named  Jackson  Weeks,  who  was 
lying  under  a  car  asleep,  was  run  over,  sustaining  injuries  from  which 
he  died. 

3.  At  the  Wilmington,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Junction,  on  October 
3, 1883,  as  a  special  train  loaded  with  telegraph  poles  was  going  South 
at  a  slow  rate  of  speed,  a  colored  man,  name  unknown,  attempted  to  get 
on  and  fell  under  the  wheels,  sustaining  injuries  from  which  he  died. 

4.  One  half  mile  North  of  Chester,  on  November  21, 1883,  as  passen- 
ger train  No.  52  was  approaching  station,  a  colored  man  named  Joe 
Kennedy  attempted  to  cross  the  track  ahead  of  the  engine  and  was 
struck  and  killed. 

5.  At  Wilmington,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Junction,  on  January  1, 
1884,  as  transfer-  train  was  coming  from  Columbia  and  Greenville 
depot  to  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  depot,  a  colored  boy  named 
Ben  Whitaker  attempted  to  jump  on  a  flat  car,  fell  under  the  car  and 
was  killed. 
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6.  At  Chester,  on  the  Dight  of  February  9,  1884,  Ira  GorDwall,  train 
hand,  attempted  to  make  a  coupling  between  some  ears  standing  on  the 
track  and  those  attached  to  the  engine,  when  he  fell  on  the  track,  was 
run  over  and  killed.  The  conductor  told  him  to  not  go  between  the 
cars,  as  the  engine  was  coming  back  a  little  too  rapid,  but  he  paid  no 
attention  to  the  warning. 

7.  At  Trenton,  on  the  night  of  February  29, 1884,  k  colored  man 
named  Henry  Robinson  went  into  passenger  train  No.  52  to  carry  some 
packages  for  a  passenger,  waited  until  the  train  was*in  motion,  jumped 
off  and  fell  under  the  train,  the  wheels  passing  over  one  of  his  legs, 
which  had  to  be  amputated. 

8.  As  train  No.  47  was  pulling  through  the  streets  of  Augusta,  March 
12, 1884,  a  German  named  Hartman  attempted  to  board  the  train  and 
fell  on  the  track,  the  sleeping  car  running  over  him,  causing  death.

*26th,  1884.  He  left  Newberry  the  evening  before,  intending  to  walk  to 
Prosperity.  He  was  very  much  intoxicated  when  last  seen  at  Newberry, 
and  the  supposition  is  that  he  went  to  sleep  on  the  track.  No  one  on 
the  train  knew  at  the  time  that  the  train  had  run  over  any  one. 

On  the  morning  of  February  8th,  1884,  a  negro  (name  unknown) 
attempted  to  steal  a  ride  from  Hodges  to  Greenwood,  on  a  freight  train, 
and  fell,  or  attempted  to  jump  from  the  train  near  the  whittle  post  at 
Greenwood,  and  was  run  over  and  killed. 

W.  H.  Hobbs,  brakeman,  was  mashed  and  killed  while  attempting  to 
couple  some  cars  in  the  South  Carolina  Railway  yard,  at  Columbia,  on 
the  morning  of  7th  February,  1884. 

Thos.  Hayes  was  run  over  and  killed  by  train  No.  52,  February  12tli, 
1884,  between  66  and  67  mile  posts.  In  turning  a  sharp  curve  between, 
above  mile  posts,  the  engineer  discovered  a  man  on  the  track  and  blew 
whistle,  but  no  attention  was  paid  to  it.  He  applied  air  brakes,  but  it  was 
impossible  to  stop  the  train  before  reaching  the  man.  This  man  was 
walking  towards  the  train.
